Librarian’s Report. 


I herewith submit the annual report of the East 
Bridgewater Public Library for the year ending December 
31, 1926. 

The past year records the largest circulation in the 
library annals, nearly 20,000 books having been charged at 
the desk. The goal set by the Massachusetts Library Com- 
mission is 6 per capita. Our population is given as 3,800. 
Subtracting the non-English reading public and those of 
pre-school age would assure our community of 6 per capita. 

In September the Library adopted the policy of giving 
two books of fiction on one card, thus making possible with 
the use of the non-fiction card the taking of three books at 
one time. This service is of special benefit to patrons at a 
distance from the library. On our table purchased from 
funds left the library by Mrs. Mary F. Parker, we have had 
seasonable exhibits—this aiding in a selection of non-fiction. 

The funds so generously provided by friends who had 
the library’s interest at heart [whose names the book- 
plates record] make frequent additions possible. The past 
year adding 335. Our addition of permanent value has been 
“The Howard Classics” in 48 vols. These books will be 
placed on a book-case where the public may have free ac- 
cess to them. 

Each year shows an increase in the amount of school 
work done. Deposits were placed in two grade schools. 
Reading lists for High School classes are on file and as far 
as space admits books have been segregated. 
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All our reference books have been brought together on 
one book-case, making a very creditable working basis. So 
rapid is the advance along scientific lines that frequent ad- 
ditions are necessary. 

In a room that must serve as children’s room, refer- 
ence room and reading-room it is impossible to give to each 
the best service. To insure an atmosphere conducive to the 
reading of magazines, so generously supplied, is the obliga- 
tion of each and every one using the room. Help when de- 
sired will be given at the desk in school work and in the use 
of reference books. ist 

The section reserved for the youngest readers shows a 
badly worn and soiled collection of books. We would be 
glad to replace many volumes but a trial set of six popular 
“Burgess books” show leaves turned down and very badly 
soiled books after been circulated from four to six times— 
a most distressing state of affairs! It is a problem to teach 
the care of and love for books to children who have never 
owned a book. Where as children once had to wait for 
birthday and Christmas gifts to have anything to read, to- 
day many frequently take four to six new books from the 
library a week. Is it not possible to show an appreciation 
for the privilege that is theirs by caring for the book as 
carefully as if it was their own—protecting it when it needs 
must be returned in stormy weather and handling with 
care and clean hands at all times? 

Miss Beatrice E. Smith is our faithful assistant and 
_ Miss Anita Thorndike our substitute. 

To my Trustees and assistants I render thanks for help 
and co-operation.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of East Bridgewater : 


The school budget for 1927 is $58,336, a sum slightly 
smaller than that of last year. It is felt that, barring some 
extraordinary and unexpected expense, this sum should be 
sufficient to maintain our schools in an efficient manner. 
It makes no provision for any expansion in curriculum, 
however desirable that might be. With the Allen School 
overcrowded and the High School filled to capacity we shall 
do well to provide for our present program without addi- 
tional accommodations. Sewing, cooking, and the various 
forms of club work furnish excellent means of expression 
for our girls, but the motor-minded boy in our schools is 
unfortunately not so well provided for. With more nearly 
adequate housing, in the form of a new building, provision 
could be made for such a boy in the introduction of courses 
adapted to his needs, such as printing and the various forms 
of shop work. 

This problem of school accommodations, to which refer- 
ence was made in my last report, is one which may call for 
action in the near future. Much will depend upon the 
industrial situation in East Bridgewater and in the adja- 
cent municipalities where our citizens find employment. 
Should our school population jbe increased even moderately, 
additional schoolrooms would become an immediate neces- 
sity. The high school enrollment in September approxi- 
mated 170 pupils. With a class of about thirty to graduate 
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and more than double that number to enter from the eighth 
grade the prospect is good for a registration of nearly 190 
pupils next year. As there are but 188 desks in the build- 
ing, including those used by the bookkeeping pupils, the 
problem of a home room and desk for every pupil is one 
that may well cause some concern. Furthermore, all of 
the rooms, including the assembly hall, are in use practically 
every period. Under our present schedule several classes 
must be sectioned. Should it be necessary to carry this 
sectioning process much farther because of increased at- 
tendance, our present corps of teachers would be inade- 
quate and we should experience much difficulty in finding 
places suitable for conducting these extra classes. The 
present teaching force and accommodations will probably 
be sufficient for the school year ending June, 1928; beyond 
that period the situation is extremely problematical. 

The cost of the various town departments is always a 
matter of interest to the citizens of a community. The 
following table, with accompanying explanation, shows the 
cost of the school department as compared with the same 
department in other towns of the group to which East 
Bridgewater belongs.

The cities and towns of the State are divided into 
four groups for the purpose of classification and compari- 
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son. The third group, to which East Bridgewater belongs, 
comprises 113 towns of less than 5,000 population and 
maintaining high schools. A study of the above figures, 
taken from the last report of the State Department of Edu- 
cation, reveals the fact that East Bridgewater is spending 
for the support of its grade schools a sum per pupil very 
much less than the average for the same purpose in group 
three and in the State as well. Comparing similar figures 
for high schools we find that while the per pupil cost in 


- this town is slightly in excess of the average for the State, 


it is much less than the average for the towns in its own 
group. 

A basis for comparison of the ability of the town to 
meet the cost of education is found in what is known as the 
valuation per pupil in the average membership of the 
schools for a particular period. This valuation per pupil 
for East Bridgewater is $6,270, which is less than 82% 
of the average for group three. In other words East 
Bridgewater’s ability to support its schools is a little more 
than four-fifths that of the average town in the group under 
consideration. Turning now to the figures given in the 
above table we find that East Bridgewater is spending for 
its grade and high schools sums which represent 80% and 
85% respectively of the average amounts expended for 
these two types of education by the towns of group three. — 
There is, therefore, a very close correlation between our 
relative ability to pay and the sums actually expended for 
educational purposes. 

From time to time expression is given to the sentiment 
that as a nation we are spending too much for education, 
that our public schools receive too large a share of the 
amount raised by taxation. In contrast to this sentiment 
the following facts released last fall by the Better Schools 
League, Inc., of Chicago, are very timely. 

“It is a fact that the nation’s expenditure for spectacu- 
lar sports makes the outlay for education look insignificant. 
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We have recently completed the World Baseball Series 
which approached a million and a quarter gate receipts; 
our last big prize fight, two million dollars. This latter 
figure is but a fraction of the cost of the fight when the 
other expenses of the fans are estimated. The American 
public paid this price for a two-man combat that lasted a 
total of thirty-nine minutes, and yet in this country we 
spend but a billion and a half dollars yearly to train twenty- 
three million boys and girls for a fight that lasts an average 
approximating thirty-nine years. 

“There is another angle to this viewpoint of relative 
values. A middle western metropolitan newspaper sold 
50,000 more copies the morning after the Dempsey-Tunney 
fight than it did the morning after the election, Novem- 
iber 2nd. Sport news is, therefore, looked upon as a mat- 
ter of great importance by the newspapers, and, based 
upon public demand, naturally so. As a specialized sub- 
ject it increasingly outranks the space of any other depart- 
ment in the day’s news. When the Corbett-Sullivan fight 
took place in 1892 a newspaper not overly devoted to sports 
printed more than seven columns about it during the two 
weeks immediately preceding the contest. In 1923, for a 
like period previous to the Dempsey-Firpo battle, the same 
paper used thirty-eight columns. In the Dempsey-Tunney 
fight this year, the same paper used ninety columns. 

“No process of thinking can lead us to conclude that 
education has gained a corresponding emphasis. Nor will 
it, until we have a shifting of demand on the part of the 
public. | 
“We believe in the manly art of self-defense. Our 
conception of the greatest self-defense, either for the in- 
dividual or the nation, is education. It costs less and gives 
more.” — 

The school savings bank, reorganized less than fifteen 
months ago, continues to meet a real need in our schools 
and is proving an effective method of teaching thrift among 
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our young people. Nearly one-half of all the pupils regis- 
tered in our schools are more or less regular depositors. 
It is fair to assume, however, that many of these boys and 
girls would today be saving very little, if anything, were 
it not for the school bank, and that of the more than $2,000 
already deposited only a small per cent would have been 
saved. 

The following statement of transactions up to Jan- 


uary 24, 1927, was furnished by the East Bridgewater 


Savings Bank and shows clearly the value of this savings 
system in our schools.

The health work in our schools has advanced along 
the same lines as in previous years. Pupils have been ex- 
amined for physical defects and the school nurse has spent 
much time in having such defects as were found corrected 
before they could do permanent harm to the growing or- 
ganism. This follow-up work means many home visits to 
interest parents in having these defects corrected. Through 
special arrangement with our local dentist many children 
are having much needed dental treatment. The habit of 
regular visits to the dentist once formed should not only 
save our school children much pain and discomfort but 
should conserve their health as well. 

The State Department of Public Health is searching 
through the public schools of Massachusetts to find chil- 
dren who are likely to develop pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Two clinics have already been held in this town and much 
of the time of our school nurse has been given to discover- 
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ing and selecting children who should attend these clinics 
which are part of the so-called ten-year program under- 
taken by the State Department of Public Health for the 
purpose of eradicating this dread disease. 

In closing this report I wish to express my thanks 
to all who have in any way contributed by word or deed to 
the advancement of education in our community.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Edgar H. Grout, 
Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir: 

In keeping with an established custom it becomes my 
duty to convey to you as clearly as I can the true status of 
the High School. 

Kast Bridgewater possesses today a High School above 
the average in the class of pupils enrolled, in the standard 
attained, and particularly, in the character of its teachers. 
All assistants have proved themselves most willing and 
earnest workers. Each of us has at heart the best interests 
of the school, and in our efforts to give the best possible 
course to its pupils we have pulled together. East Bridge- 
water High School is on the college entrance list and the 
list of accredited High Schools of Massachusetts, classified 
as Grade A. We mean to keep it there if faithful and 
honest endeavor will do it. 

During the past year there have been no radical 
changes either in the course of study: or methods of teach- 
ing. The regular work of each grade has been systematic- 
ally and satisfactorily carried on. Our course of study is 
working out well, and we believe it is all that is necessary 
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for college entrance and secondary education. 

It is natural for a child to do things. Every stimulus 
which comes to his mind from the world outside calls for 
action of some sort. This desire to act should be given full 
opportunity for expression. The spirit of doing, of ven- 
ture, and of adventure, so nearly universal in youth, is 
one of the dearest gifts of life, and its guidance should be 
the aim of every school program. 

One new departure in our school life is the conducting 
of assembly periods under student management. This 
affords an opportunity for action. Its purpose is to put 
the pupils on their own initiative; to teach them to conduct 
meetings in a business-like manner; to help them to gain 
the ability to frame their ideas, on the spur of the moment, 
in grammatical English; to gain confidence in public speak- 
ing; to give some little training in public debate; and to 
foster a good hearty school spirit. 

The spirit of the school I feel in most respects is very 
good. The pupils are orderly, courteous to each other and 
to their teachers, and seem pretty interested in their work. 
Yet there is a tendency to take their work too lightly. So 
long as the teachers prod them along to doing their work, 
they do fairly well, but they do not show a disposition to 
rely upon themselves or to value the training offered them. 
They quite often come to me with the request to “drop” 
some study, offering as their reason, ‘Well, I don’t like it, 
and I don’t intend to continue my education beyond the 
High School so it won’t do me any good anyway.” 

Such an attitude toward their studies indicates a mis- 
taken point of view and a lack of seriousness that is dis- 
tressing to the teachers who have the welfare of their 
charges keenly at heart. Such an attitude of mind, too, 
is well nigh impervious to the teacher’s influence, unless 
the teacher has the strongest support from the home from 
which the pupil comes. To trifie with the training of a 
child, or to take that training lightly, is a grave error. 
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There should be a regular time and place for play and 
all students should be given the same opportunities. Inter- 
scholastic competition, if made the primary aim of an ath- 
letic program, gives a disproportionate amount of super- 
vision to a small group to the detriment of the rest. Team 
play between all groups within the school should be en- 
couraged. While no undue amount of time should be given 
to athletics, yet it is the opinion of those best qualified to 
judge that a healthy body is essential to a healthy mind. 
To obtain a healthy body regular and systematic exercise 
should be taken. Many games like football, basketball, and 
baseball develop not only the body but also that power of 
decision and quickness to act, factors so essential to success. 

The value of a high school training must always con- 
sist far more in the general culture and mental discipline 
afforded by it than in the storing up of isolated facts and 
figures. There is a strong tendency with many to decry 
any study which is not “practical,’”’ any knowledge which 
cannot be directly transmuted into dollars and cents. Per- 
sons making these criticisms forget that it is of far greater 
value to possess the intellectual power and the mental alert- 
ness which enables one to wisely utilize books in his service 
than it is to be an animated encyclopedia one’s self. 

Knowledge is not necessarily power. It is, rather, the 
trained intellect which enables one to utilize the stores of 
available knowledge that constitutes power. The young 
men and, in these days, the young women as well, from East 
Bridgewater must compete, in their struggles for a higher 
education and for a livelihood, with the young men and 
young women trained in the Latin Schools of Boston, Wor- 
cester and Springfield, in the Mechanic Arts High School 
and in the Manual Training Schools of a score of cities. 
Is there any danger that the training of our High School 
course will be ampler than is needed to make them success- 
ful rivals of these competitors? 

He is a poor parent who does not desire for his child 
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a better position in the world than he himself has attained, 
and most parents would feel disappointed were they assured 
that their children would fail to rise above the average lot 
in life. Yet, if their hopes are to be realized, the best 
education and training we can give the youth is none too 
good an equipment for the struggle. The education which 
ten or twenty years ago was all-sufficient, is today as out 
of date as is the stage coach, or the muzzle-loading shot gun. 

The school should have the closest possible contact with 
the community, so that ideals of service and co-operation 
can find expression and the creative impulse can be made to 
replace the spirit of competition. 

Teachers, students, and parents should share together 
in free discussion of school standards. Boys and girls who 
feel that they are active in school and not acted upon will 
profit most from their experience. The effectiveness of 
school influence can be increased or diminished so greatly 
by the influence of the home that it is desirable to work 
for the heartiest co-operation among students, teachers 
and parents. 

In conclusion, I would invite the public spirited citizens 
to lend a hand in every undertaking in any form that means 
advancement for the High School which has been rightly 
termed the “people’s college,” since the larger per cent of 
boys and girls never enjoy college advantages. | 

I wish to extend my thanks and express my apprecia- 
tion of their kindness to committee, superintendent and 
teachers, pupils and parents, who have assisted me during 
the past year by their cheerful co-operation, and by the 
interest they have manifested in my work.

Report of Water Commissioners. 


Attached hereto is the financial report of the Board of 
Water Commissioners for the year 1927. During the past 
year, but two major improvements were undertaken. One 
was the continuation of the replacement of the 4 inch mains 
on Pleasant Street with mains of 6 inch diameter. This is 
to be continued this year with the laying of about 1,600 feet 
of 6 inch mains which will then afford a continuous line of 
that size mains from the center to West Bridgewater line. 
Through this line adequate supply for fire protection and 
domestic water supply can be maintained in the west end 
of the Beaver system. The second installation of note was 
the placing of a fire hydrant on Central street near the 
residence of Mr. Noyes, where there is no town water sup- 
ply and no fire protection. Through arrangements with 
the Water Department of the City of Brockton a connection 
was made at this point and the 24 inch supply line running 
to Brockton was tapped and a hydrant installed, thus af- 
fording fire protection to several houses in a sparsely settled 
section. 

The Commissioners have made a careful study of the 
entire system with a view to preparing recommendations 
designed to create an ideal system, that is, one which 
allows complete circulation in the mains. The tentative 
plan is comprehensive and can be worked out without any 
excessive expenditures of money in any fiscal year. 
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Two steps will have to be taken to bring this about. 
First wherever possible the numerous so called dead ends 
must be connected with other sections of the line and the 
first of these will be recommended this year in an article in 
the annual warrant. The second step is the laying of mains 
of sufficient size to provide adequate fire protection. The 
Underwriters will approve of mains only which are at least 
of the 6 inch size. Hence the policy of the department in 
the future will be to lay mains of 6 inch capacity where the 
work is being done. 

We also have another problem for the immediate 
future. Many of our mains were laid by the Bridgewater 
Water Company under private ownership and are of the 4 
inch size. Developments along these streets by building has 
made this size unsuitable, and the natural deterioration of 
the mains has reduced the carrying capacity of these lines 
until they are little better than lines for domestic supply. 
Their value for fire purposes has been seriously reduced. 
In the near future several streets in this class must have 
the present mains replaced by a larger size main in keeping 
with the progress on the street since the initial installation. 

For 1928 the Water Commissioners recommend the fol- 
lowing improvements, first, the continuation of the re- 
placements of the Pleasant street line, installing 6 inch pipe. 
This year it is hoped that an appropriation will be made to 
complete the work of two previous years by the laying of 
about 1,600 feet of pipe from Vinton’s Corner to Elm street 
which will finish the work on this line. 

The second recommendation is for the purpose of-elim- 
inating from the system three dead ends by a tieup at the 
junction of Elm and Grove streets. The third change 
deemed necessary is the replacement of the line from Ellis’s 
Lane, so-called, at North Central street to the junction of 
West Union street. The original installation was pipe an 
inch and one-quarter in diameter. Since that time the addi- 
tion of several homes on this street has rendered the sup- 
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ply inadequate and it is impossible to deliver satisfactory 
water through the present line. We recommend the laying 
of a 6 inch main on this street.

That work has gone along on the old lines, that the 
circulation shows a gain of 2,426, that new books added 
number 446—111 more than last year, that the High and 
Junior High schools have made greater use of our reference 
books, that the number of books loaned for school use has 
kept pace with the use of reference books consulted in the 
library, that deposits have been placed in two outlying 
schools, and that the general circulation has kept one per- 
son busy at the desk the greater part of library hours. 
Average circulation 118 a day. In fact the year has been a 
better and busier year than ever before, thus carrying out 
the library slogan ‘‘The best books for the greatest number 
at the least cost.” 

To carry on and bring our library to its highest ef- 
ficiency we need the help and co-operation of all our citi- 
zens. 

Our generous funds permit a generous purchase of 
books. Certain of these funds were left “For the purchase 
of books of permanent value’’. 

While the library seeks to buy all that is worth while 
and of lasting value it invites suggestions from the public 
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relative to scientific and other expensive publications. The 
reader is entitled to the best thought of his contemporaries. 
The library should obtain every worth while book as soon 
as possible after its publication. 

Very few novels are of any permanent value. Non-fic- 
tion is becoming more popular. The phenomenal success, 
from the publishers’ point of view, of Why We Behave Like 
‘Human Beings by Dorsey; The Man Nobody Knows, and 
The Book Nobody Knows by Bruce Barton, and “We” by 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh indicates that there is an increas- 
ing interest in non-fiction. The time was when farmers de- 
cried books on agriculture and felt that nothing could be 
learned except by experience and oft repeated failure. Not 
so today. The young man who tills the soil has made a study 
of soil; he knows its chemical composition and the treatment 
demanded to obtain the largest and most profitable crops. He 
may have had training at an agricultural college. If ‘so his 
library should keep him in touch with the last word in re- 
gard to the raising of crops. If he has had no scientific 
training, it is possible for him to acquire knowledge from 
books loaned by the Massachusetts Agricultural College and 
Government reports supplementing the collection in the 
home library. 

Then too the housekeepers wants are anticinas along 
many lines, be it cooking, sewing, rug-making, interior dec- 
oration, hygiene, child-training, tinkering with tools, or fur- 
niture collecting. Lists are printed from time to time in the 
Brockton papers and if brought to the library make possible 
an easy selection. 

Many attractive books have been added to the Mothers’ 
collection—a special selection designed for those who desire 
clean books to read to little children, children too young to 
handle books. Another book-case furnishes reading for 
grade children from the second to the fourth grade. 

All books purchased are placed where the public has 
access to the same, and special collections are exhibited on 
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our table. These exhibits aim to be seasonable. 

If you fail to find what you seek, consult the desk, for 
surely the library that lets its patron depart without the 
material sought fails to function. 

Through the Inter-library loan any book may be ob- 
tained for research work if too obtruce to warrant purchase 
by the home library. Trusting the year 1928 may see a gain 
equal to that of 1927 I close this imperfect resume, not how- 
ever without paying tribute to Mr. Hudson, who was ever 


ready to serve your librarian in all ways possible. 


For the help and co-operation of Miss Beatrice E. 
Smith, my able assistant, and Mrs. Beatrice L. Smith, my 
substitute, I am grateful. 

To my trustees and the public I express the apprecia- 
tion of one who has been privileged to serve the third 
generation.

Report of Schooli/Committee. 


We feel the time is here when the voters of the Town 
should be thinking about increased school accommodations, 
and feel that we should ask that an investigation should be 
made along this line, therefore we have inserted an article 
in the warrant for the coming annual meeting, that a com- 
mittee be appointed to act with the School Committee to 
make a general survey of the situation and report at a meet- 
ing as soon as possible consistent with the amount of work 
necessary for this committee to pass on, we feel this is of 
vital importance.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of East Bridgewater: , 


The problem of budgeting the expenses of the school 
department for the current fiscal year has been given care- 
ful consideration. We have tried to cover all known ex- 
penses and to make provisions for a certain amount of ex- 
traordinary or emergency outlay. The same care is exer- 
cised each year and yet during 1927 the department was 
confronted with extraordinary expenses amounting to ap- 
proximately two thousand dollars, expenses for which no 
provision had been made in the budget. To be sure, the 
year was an unusual one in this respect, yet it indicates the 
problem the department must be ready to meet at any time. 
We must be prepared to carry on and to provide for our 
boys and girls educational opportunities as required by state 
law. For the current year we are asking a sum nearly nine- 
teen hundred dollars in excess of that granted us one year 
ago. Of this amount more than thirteen hundred dollars 
will be required to provide for extra transportation made 
necessary by increased enrolment and readjustment of 
grades. 

The problem of providing accommodations for our in- 
creasing school population is becoming acute and must be 
presented to the citizens at the coming town meeting. As 
a help in understanding this problem a considerable part of 
this year’s report is given to a brief survey of the growth 
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of our school system during the past quarter century. In 
the limited space allowed me I can touch upon only a few 
of the outstanding events, yet by this method of procedure 
I hope not only to establish the need of additional school 
accommodations but also to demonstrate the fact that the 
school department has made use of every available means 
to meet the situation as it exists today. 

When school opened in September, 1903, our pupils 
were distributed among nine buildings, including three two- 
room buildings and four of one room each. The Allen school 
had two rooms of standard size and a large office room, 
used also for recitation purposes. Two teachers and their 
assistant cared for grades one to six in this building, with 
an enrolment of about one hundred twenty pupils. The old 
high school building housed two organizations, the Gram- 
mar school, including grades seven, eight and nine, and the 
High school proper. Five teachers, one of whom divided 
her time between the two organizations, cared for the work 
of this building. The records of the school year 1903-1904 
show an average membership of 514 for all schools, 67 of 
which number were in the high school enrolment. For the 
year 1903 the expenditure for all school purposes was $12,- 
122.90, a little more than one-fifth the present cost of our 
schools. Salaries were correspondingly low, $500 being the 
maximum salary paid high school teachers and $396 the 
maximum for the grades. 

In their report for 1906 both the committee and super- 
intendent gave considerable space to the need of additional 
school accommodations, both recommending a new high 
school as the best solution for the problem. The Allen 
building, dedicated less than five years before, was already 
outgrown, a fact that proved the contention of the advo- 
cates of a larger building. Temporary relief for the upper 
grades was afforded by opening the Pond school which had 
been closed for a number of years. 

Conditions change so rapidly in a community that 
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school officials are occasionally at a loss to determine the 
best policy to pursue. In the superintendent’s report for 
1907 we find the following paragraph: “Could the town af- 
ford at present to erect a new high school building and also © 
enlarge the Allen schoolhouse, we should feel that condi- 
tions would be well nigh ideal. This question, however, has 
been thoroughly considered by the school board and super- 
intendent in joint conference with the special committee 
appointed at the last town meeting, and we are unanimous- 
ly of the opinion that our needs for the present and immedi- 
ate future can be subserved by enlarging the Allen school 
so as to contain six schoolrooms of standard size. This 
plan will enable us to place the eighth and ninth grades in 
the remodeled Allen school, and thus utilize all of the high 
school building for high school purposes.” The committee 
referred to above “reported at the annual meeting in 1908, 
with recommendations and plans which were adopted by 
vote of the town. Money was appropriated and a building 
committee appointed to proceed at once with the work. The 
building was ready for occupancy September 28, three 
weeks after the appointed time for opening school.” As 
previously planned, the upper grades were transferred to 
the remodeled school and the crowded condition in other 
schools was thereby relieved. 

The year 1908 also saw the adoption of a plan for medi- 
cal inspection in our schools although the law providing for 
such inspection had been passed two years before. 

With the additional room accommodations available at 
the High school it was possible to increase the laboratory 
facilities by installing tables for the use of both chemistry 
and physics classes. Greater opportunity was thus afforded 
the pupils for participation in the experiment work of these 
two courses. 

On the evening of Monday, November 13 the old high 
school building burned to the ground. What seemed at 
the time to be a great calamity proved in the end a blessing 
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in disguise. Temporary quarters were found in the old 
Grand Army hall and plans at once inaugurated for a new 
school building which was finally built and opened for use in 
September 1913. At the time of the fire our enrolment in 
the high school was sixty-seven or about eleven percent of 
the total registration for the town; at the opening of school 
last September the ratio of high school pupils to total regis- 
tration had doubled. New opportunities in the way of a 
richer curriculum have attracted pupils to our school until 
today practically all graduates of our grade system enter 
High school as contrasted with former days when only 
eighty per cent entered. 

With our High school well cared for in its new build- 
ing, attention was again focused upon the continued growth 
in grade school population. In September, 1914 it became 
necessary to transfer the ninth grade to the new high 
school building, reducing the attendance at the Allen school 
to 250 pupils, the normal number for that building. One 
year later a portable building was erected in the Westdale 
section of the town to care for pupils previously attending 
the Elmwood school. By September, 1916 the High school 
had grown to such an extent that it became necessary to 
transfer the ninth grade back to the Allen school. This 
arrangement was made possible by the erection of a port- 
able school upon the Allen lot in which were housed grades 
three and four. 

The year 1914 witnessed the introduction of a course 
in sewing for some of our pupils, a course that was organ- 
ized and financed by the Woman’s Club of the town. For a 
time the teaching was done by volunteers from the Club it- 
self. This year also witnessed the founding of a scholar- 
ship fund by Miss Packard of the High school faculty. That 
fund has grown until today it amounts to over thirteen 
hundred dollars. During this year also our High school was 
placed upon the state list of accredited schools and was 
given a trial year on the New England College Entrance 
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Certificate Board list of approved schools. In due time we 
were placed on the three-year list, a privilege that has been 
renewed each time upon its expiration. 

At the April meeting in 1917 the School Committee 
authorized the superintendent to inaugurate a plan for an 
eight grade system. Under the plan suggested the work of 
each grade was to be accelerated and each year an increas- 
ing number of qualified eighth grade pupils were to be pro-. 
moted with the ninth grade to the High school. The plan 
also necessitated raising the age of admission to the first 
grade. In September, 1919 the entire eighth grade, with 
the remnant of a ninth grade, was promoted to the High 
school and the schools since that date have functioned on an 
eight-grade basis. 

During 1918 the so-called war year, sixty-two of our 
pupils between the ages of fourteen and sixteen left school - 
to enter some form of industry, most of them by this step 
closing behind them the door of educational opportunity. A 
shortage of teachers, which was to continue for several 
years, was keenly felt at this time and substitutes were 
drafted into service as permanent teachers. By vote of the 
Committee sewing became a recognized part of our curric- 
ulum under the direction of a special teacher. 

Interest in preparation for college was stimulated by 
the establishment in 1919 of the Bannerman scholarship, 
followed not long afterwards by the announcement of the 
Edward J. Curtin Guild scholarship. This same year wit- 
nessed the founding of our school publication, The Student’s 
Pen, an enterprise that has furnished valuable training for 
the boys and girls of our school. Recent years have seen 
the development of glee clubs and school orchestras as reg- 
ular student activities. 

Much has been done in more recent years in health con- 
servation by the introduction of a mid-morning milk ser- 
vice and noon lunches. These have imposed upon our teach- 
ers an extra burden but have justified themselves in mak- 
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ing healthier and happier pupils. The lunch counter at the 
High school has been conducted with the health program 
uppermost in mind. Appetizing and healthful lunches are 
served in an attractive manner and meet a real need among 
the pupils and teachers as well. In this health program the 
school nurse has played a very important part. By fre- 
quent school inspection threatened epidemics have been 
averted and the general health of our pupils improved. Fol- 
low-up visits to the homes of pupils have brought parents 


_ into closer touch and sympathy with school work, and 


through the various clinics the nurses have done much for 
the physical comfort and health of our pupils. 

In this rather hasty survey I have tried to show that 
gradually there has been developed a somewhat comprehen- 
sive school system, a system which should meet the needs 
of a large majority of our boys and girls. Manifestly no 
system, especially in a small community, can be complete in 
this respect. The unusual pupil may, and at times does, find 
himself a misfit through no fault of his own or of the sys- 
tem in which he happens to be. In his case the only solu- 
tion is a special school adapted to his type of need. 

I have also tried to show that through all the years 
covered in this survey there has been along with the expan- 
sion indicated a somewhat steady growth in school popula- 
tion which has more than kept pace with the increase in 
general population. There have been fluctuations from 
time to time but the trend of the curve has always 
been upward, save for a few years following the dropping 
of our ninth grade. In more recent years the trend has 
again been upward until now we have more than recovered 
the loss occasioned by the change from a nine to an eight- 
grade system. ATE 

Recent reports have called attention to this pees 
trend and especially as it has manifested itself in high 
school and upper grades, a manifestation occasioned by the 
fact that pupils are staying in school longer than formerly, 
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attracted by a richer course of study, by an interest in ath- 
letics and possibly by a happier and more sensible school at- 
mosphere than that which formerly prevailed. At the close 
of school last June it became evident that there must be a 
readjustment of grades in some of the schools and that an 
additional room would be needed at the Allen school. After 
due consideration of the situation the committee voted to 
move the portable building from Westdale to the Allen 
school lot and to transport Westdale pupils to Elmwood. 
This plan enabled us to make some other adjustments of 
grades in September so that now no school in town has over 
four grades to a teacher. Even with this adjustment every 
room is practically filled to capacity and in some cases there 
is still overcrowding. A careful study of the situation re- 
veals the fact that opening the schools at Curtisville and 
Satucket would not give sufficient relief to justify such a 
course of action, in fact such a move would be a step back- 
wards. Expansion at the Allen school is out of the ques- 
tion. The committee and superintendent are in agreement 
that the time has come to ask for additional accommoda- 
tions, and as a first step are asking that an article be in- 
serted in the town warrant under which the town may vote 
to appoint an investigating committee whose duty it shall 
be to canvass the situation and report at a subsequent meet- 
ing. It is hoped that this committee may proceed promptly 
to a thorough study of school needs and make its report at 
a date as early as is consistent with the character of the 
work at hand. With the first grade at the Allen school on 
part time and the possibility that it may be necessary to 
resort to the same expedient next year, it is evident that 
we are attacking the problem none too soon. There is also 
a strong probability that by next September we: shall be 
obliged to organize a special class for retarded pupils, in 
compliance with the provisions of the law requiring com- 
munities in which are found ten pupils three or more years 
mentally retarded to organize such a class. At present we 
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have no room centrally located where such a class could be 
held and the solution of this problem is likely to give the 
school department occasion for serious thought. Further- 
more, as has been pointed out in previous reports, our 
schools lack space and equipment for providing any form 
of manual training for those of our boys who find them- 
selves ill adapted to the traditional subjects taught in the 
public schools. Fairness to the boys themselves demands 
that their needs should no longer be neglected. 

In concluding this report 1 am glad to extend my 
thanks to our corps of teachers for their hearty co-opera- 
tion in all my plans and for their faithful discharge of 
duty at all times; to the school committee for their helpful 
interest in the schools; to the pupils themselves for their 
exemplary conduct and splendid attitude toward school 
work and to all others who have in any way contributed to 
the welfare of our educational system.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 8, 1928. 


Mr. Edgar H. Grout, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir: 


I present to you and the citizens of East Bridgewater 
this, my second annual report in which two aims are kept 
in mind,—to set forth in a general way, such items in the 
science of education as seem to me applicable to all com- 
munities especially at this time and to state concisely the 
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most important facts about the educational situation in 
East Bridgewater High School in particular. 

In the organization of our school we must of course 
ask ourselves what it is we wish to accomplish. Obviously 
the answer is the education of the community’s children, 
but when we go further and ask what is included in the 
education of children we find differences of opinion which 
often lead to much unpleasant and fevered debate. Are 
there any large but definite and inclusive statements of the 
precise purposes of the public school? Can the divergent 
opinions be brought together? What is the reason for 
spending so much money on education? If these questions 
cannot be satisfactorily answered at the start are we not 
groping most unscientifically and hopelessly in the dark? 
Because there is much obscurity in these particulars, it 
seems to me wise that an attempt should be made to 
classify the ends and purposes of school life. In this way, 
it would seem and in this way only, can all work together 
for real educational advance. 

To begin with, I am a firm believer in the three R’s. 
Children must know how to read, write, spell and perform 
the ordinary processes of arithmetic. These are strictly 
necessary. Without these no one can belong to the advanc- 
ing class which we call civilization. To teach these was the 
aim of the old district school. In some modern schools this 
aim seems to be much neglected. This is unfortunate and 
unwise. Children must be taught facts. A certain amount 
of information about people, things and the past is essential. 
One purpose of the school then, is to furnish our children 
with a proper amount of information about the ordinary 
forms of expression and facts of everyday life. This, I re- 
peat, is very important. 

Is this all however? Has the school any other pur- 
pose? I believe there are aims still more important. The 
habit of precise thinking, for example, the ability to be 
accurate, the strenuous trait of the mind which can look 
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into given problems of any kind, seize on the essentials and 
vigorously solve the conditions—these are vastly more 
valuable acquisitions than encyclopedic knowledge of facts. 
Information is important but the habit of accuracy is 
more so. 

Are there still other purposes to be borne in mind in 
the organization and maintenance of a school? I think so. 
The mind may have a most wonderful array of facts at its 
command, together with the ability to solve with accuracy 
the profoundest problem in calculus, and fail most lament- 
ably in the stern struggle for life. Much unhappy failure 
and despair comes from the utter inability to initiate 
change, to apply power. A man with no inherent power to 
put forth is as a ship without rudder or sail. This ability 
to control self and bring things to pass is capable of train- 
ing. The school must do its share in this relation. 

Again the question, Is this all? No, for men are 
obliged to associate. There has to be a constant adjust- 
ment of self to others—‘‘We are members one of another.” 
It is a still greater necessity, that children learn the lesson 
that nobility is obliging and kind. There must be a capacity 
for selecting the right and proper, a sense for the beautiful 
and true. This culture is something also to be taught. Who 
lives by what he knows is but half a man. Feelings are as 
essential as brains. The heart is no less important than the 
mind. Refinement, morals, good manneis, culture—call it 
by whatever name—is obviously one of the essential sub- 
jects to be taught in every well organized school. 

Again, can the school ignore with justice the physical 
bodies of the children? True, physical development is not 
an end in itself, and athletics are at the danger point of 
excess in some institutions of learning; but a sound body is 
an important aid toward a sound mind and a healthy spirit. 
A good circulation prolongs life, increases vigor, helps lift 
the dull load of care, and assists in all other legitimate func- 
tions of life. Just whether physical health is of more or. 
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less importance than the other essentials, I cannot say, but 
it is very important. In this respect we can ill afford to for- 
get the lessons taught by Athens and Sparta. Here, too, 
the public school has a well defined and distinct duty. 

But over and above all these there is something else 
of still more transcendent value in the development of the 
child, a something which focuses hope, aspiration, and en- 
deavor on the very highest; a zest and motive which 
creates, a capacity for the large, a power which utilizes all 
the other gifts to one supreme and vital accomplishment. 
Call it character, call it gumption, its development is the 
highest purpose of the good school. 

The good school, then, has in its organization many 
and far reaching purposes, I have mentioned six. There 
may be others. Certainly the good school must be a grow- 
ing organism. In the “cistern barometer” the position of 
the mercury at a given moment is of little importance. 
Which way is the mercury moving is the significant inquiry. 
So in human life the important question is, What am I be- 
coming? A good school with its purposes well defined must 
move onward and upward. There is no last round in the 
ladder of goodness. Goodness consists rather in the very 
act of climbing. The good school, like the state must be- 
come better and better as long as it shall stand. 

I have considered this brief analysis of aims important 
because in all recommendations to you and the Board of 
Education I have been and shall be actuated by motives 
founded in some one of these vital principles. 

The year just ended has, as a whole, been marked by 
no radical changes either in method or results. 

In September we had an enrollment of one hundred 
and seventy. At present our enrollment is one hundred 
and sixty-seven, showing our mortality to date to be ap- 
proximately one percent which is unusually low. With our 
increased enrollment has arisen a lack of classroom accom- 
modations which are essential to the maintenance of a high 
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standard of academic work. It would appear that the en- 
rollment for next year will reach, or surpass, one hundred 
and ninety. Therefore it will be necessary to provide addi- 
tional permanent desks and to carry the sectioning process 
of classes on to a greater extent. I would suggest that 
these desks be placed in rooms four and five, where we have 
ample space for nine, thus making the total number of 
desks in the building one hundred and ninety seven. This 
will, in all probability afford us sufficient accommodations 
for the school year 1928-1929. There is no doubt but what 
the sectioning process of classes will have to be carried 
further, and such a measure of necessity connotes an en- 
larged corps of teachers. To render satisfactory teaching 
service and to obtain desired results no teacher should be 
expected to instruct a class numbering more than thirty 
scholars. 

The average attendance for the fall term was 166 and 
the percentage of attendance was 98 42/100 percent, which 
is very good. The absence of pupils has been due principal- 
ly, I believe, to sickness. For any other cause absence should 
occur as infrequently as possible, because it increases the 
chances of a pupil’s failing and also injures, to some ex- 
tent, the best work of the school. Rarely indeed should a 
pupil be tardy and in no case unless absolutely necessary, 
since it gives a pupil a feeling that other matters are of 
more importance than school, and he fails to learn that 
promptness is a duty and one that cannot lightly be passed, 
over. We ask the co-operation of the parents to the effect 
that absence and tardiness shall be as infrequent as possible 
and always for a good reason. 

Our teaching force has undergone two changes since 
last year. After nine years of efficient service Miss An- 
drews was attracted elsewhere by a higher salary. Miss 
Pickels’ resignation was received in June. We were very 
fortunate to get Miss Burrington, a graduate of Wheaton 
College, and Mrs. Ethel B. Chandler, a graduate of Barnard 
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College, to fill the vacancies. The wisdom of the commit- 
tee in appointing them has been proven by the efficiency of 
their work. 

The old course of study has recently been changed and 
elaborated. In its preparation we have carefully selected 
what seems best and useful for our school from many 
sources, among which should be mentioned the courses in 
Boston, Cambridge, Fall River, Newton and two Normal 
Schools. We have also been helped much by Dr. Frank of 
Wisconsin, Mr. Morse, Director of Secondary Education of 
Massachusetts, Mr. Boyden, Principal of Bridgewater 
Normal, and many educational magazines. Enough copies: 
of this course of study have been made so that each pupil 
may receive one each year, to which is attached the elective 
sheet. We trust that this will prove an aid to pupil, parent 
and teacher and will be carefully studied by all. Detailed 
outlines of the subject matter of our course of study have 
been made for each teacher and a few sent to professional 
educators elsewhere. The course of study embodies all that 
is necessary for college entrance and secondary education, 
having been reviewed and approved by the New England 
College Entrance Certificate Board, which has granted to 
East Bridgewater High School the privilege of certificating 
pupils to the various colleges represented, until January 1, 
1932; also by the boards of admission of Dartmouth College 
and Worcester Polytechnie Institute, which institutions 
have extended the certificating privilege to East Bridge- 
water High School. The High School likewise enjoys the 
Grade A classification by the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 

To bring about the high aims which I have briefly set 
forth in the foregoing pages and to maintain the high 
standard of our school is now our problem. How realize 
them? What is the first requisite? The answer is very 
plain—put into the school teachers fitted by scholarship, 
training, devotion, eloquence and power; teachers of the 


professional cast of mind and spirit; teachers with eyes 
upon their children because they love them; teachers whose 
influence can but lead their followers nearer to the eternal 
fires. Such teachers are with us now, but they are always 
in demand elsewhere. They are not permitted to remain in 
twelve and fourteen hundred dollar positions long. They 
could not if they would. Such teachers have many extra- 
ordinary expenses—books, lectures, pictures, magazines, 
travels, summer schools. These are the capital in trade of 
the real teacher. He cannot do without them. He has to 
look for better salaries than we are paying. We lose in 
the process. 

The time has long since passed when men measured a 
teacher’s worth by the law of demand and supply. Teach- 
ers should have something to look forward to by way of 
advance in salary and be encouraged by prospects of better 
conditions. Every teacher’s income should make it pos- 
sible for him to fit himself properly for his work each year. 
The progressive teacher does not qualify himself for a 
teacher once for all. Success is not a condition but a 
process. To fit for a teacher’s career is a continuous affair. 
It never ceases. 

The most important aid that the teacher can give to 
his or her pupils is to show them how to go about their 
work in the most efficient manner. This can best be ac- 
complished by a system of supervised study. To make this 
method of instruction a reality in our school a slight ex- 
tension of the class period and thus of the school day would 
be necessary. I advocate its adoption for it tends toward 
regular habits of work under systematic conditions of 
study; it eliminates blundering and wasteful methods of 
study; the conditions which make it difficult and often im- 
possible for a pupil to concentrate on the assigned lesson 
at home are removed; the learner is not given unwise aid, 
but is aided in a manner which stimulates ability and de- 
velops skill; individual differences of pupils are considered, 
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Two classes of people are especially interested in the 
education of children—parents and teachers. Parents spend 
years of life in hardest toil and anxiety that children may 
learn and grow into beings of usefulness. The most beauti- 
ful spectacle in our common life is this struggle of parents 
for the benefit of their children. Teachers come next with 
a devotion second only to that of parents, both working for 
a common end—the education of the youth. It seems to 
me strange, unnatural, and most unfortunate that parents 
and teachers know so little of each other. Stranger still 
it seems in some cases the parent harbors ill will against 
the teacher. None the less strange is it that parents and 
teachers are for the most part total strangers. Both are 
interested in the same end, working without consultation 
or mutual understanding, trying to help each other without 
definiteness of aim, trying to meet each other by walking 
apart. I believe this all should cease. The interest of the 
school is most vitally the community’s interest. Those in- 
terested in education should visit the school, meet the 
teachers, suggest, question. The school cannot, in five 
hours out of twenty-four, do all the educating of youth. The 
home has not the time to do it all. The home and school 
have to do it together. Therefore the teachers and parents 
must become acquainted and work intelligently together. 
There can be no lasting educational results without this 
unity. Community co-operation is the community’s only 
salvation. Can we not wisely form in East Bridgewater a 
live and functioning Parent-Teachers’ Association? 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education, for their ready support on 
every occasion and their appreciation of the efforts of the 
high school teachers; to the superintendent for his saga- 
cious criticism and helpful suggestions concerning the work 
in the school and his attention to the convenience of teach- 
ers and pupils; to the teachers, pupils and parents for their 
unvarying courtesy and kindly reception of suggestions,

for their unselfishness and co-operation from which have 
resulted the harmony and singleness of aim in our school 
this year.

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REPORT 


Mr. Theodore N. Waddell, 
Director of Accounts,

sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the peri- 
od from January 1, 1927 to November 10, 1928, and submit 
the following report thereon :— 

The books and accounts in the auditor’s department 
were examined and checked in detail. The reported receipts 
were checked with the records in the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with the treasurer’s cash 
book; and the expenditures were checked with the select- 
men’s warrants authorizing payments. 

The town clerk’s records of appropriations and trans- 
fers voted by the town were examined and checked to the 
appropriation accounts. ! 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town as of November 10, 1928. 

The outstanding debt was verified, and the debt and 
interest maturing and paid during the period of the audit 
were checked to the cancelled notes and checks on file. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
records of departmental payments to the treasurer, with 
other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, and with the auditor’s books, and the disburse- 
ments were checked to the warrants. 

In checking the disbursements it was noted that it has 
been the treasurer’s custom to pay debt, interest on matur- 
ing debt, and trust fund transactions without proper au- 
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thorization. It is therefore recommended that, in the fu- 
ture, all payments be made on authority of regular treasury 
warrants, as provided for in Section 52, Chapter 41, General 
Laws, which reads, in part, as follows: 

....The auditor or officer having similar duties in 

cities, and the selectmen in towns, shall approve 

the payment of all bills or pay rolls of all depart- 

ments before they are paid by the treasurer .... 

It was further noted that the Surplus War Bonus Fund 
of $1,888.57, together with the income tax refund of 1927 
amounting to $3,748.33, appropriated by the town for the 
purpose of acquiring and equipping a playground, had been 
deposited in savings banks and, at the completion of the 
audit, had accumulated interest amounting to $560.48. This 
fund should be transferred to the general treasury and an 
account set up on the books for the original amounts re- 
ceived from the Commonwealth, the interest accumulating 
thereon to be turned into the general treasury. 

The accounts of the collector of taxes for the levies of 
1925, 1926, 1927, and 1928 were reconciled from the date of 
commitment to November 10, 1928. 

The commitment books were added and the recorded 
payments were checked to the cash books, while the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were listed and compared with the 
treasurer’s and the auditor’s records. The abatements were 
checked to the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to about 600 persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town. Among the re- 
plies received were two from persons claiming payment, 
but upon investigation these claims were found to be in- 
correct. From the remaining replies received it appears 
that the accounts are correct as listed. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in reconciling 
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the collector’s accounts, owing to the method of reporting 
collections and to the failure on the part of the collector to 
turn over all collections weekly to the treasurer, as required 
by Section 2, Chapter 60, General Laws, which reads, in 
part, as follows: 

....In towns, not cities, he shall, once in each 

week or oftener, pay over to the town treasurer 

all money received by him during the preceding 

week or lesser period on account of taxes and in- 

terest. 

In reconciling the collector’s cash at the beginning of 
the audit, October 26, 1928, there was found to be due from 
him on account of the various levies and water rates, $1,- 
505.89, which sum was paid by him to the treasurer on 
November 10, 1928, together with all collections to that 
date. 

The audit date for all the other departments was con- 
sequently extended from October 26 to November 10. 

The records of tax titles acquired by the town were 
found to be incomplete and therefore it was difficult to 
prove the tax title account. The treasurer should institute 
proceedings for foreclosure of tax titles on hand, as re- 
quired by Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws, as 
amended, which reads as follows: 

If the town becomes the purchaser, the deed 

to it, in addition to the-statements required by sec- 

tion forty-five, shall set forth the fact that no suf- 

ficient bid was made at the sale or that the pur- 
chaser failed to pay the amount bid, as the case 
may be, and shall confer upon such town the rights 

and duties of an individual purchaser. Every such 

deed and every instrument of taking described in 

section fifty-four shall be in the custody of the 
town treasurer, and there shall be set up on the 
books of the town, whether kept by the treasurer 
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or otherwise, a separate account of each parcel of 

land covered by any such deed or instrument, to 

which shall be charged the amount stated in the 
deed or instrument, the cost of recording the same, 

all uncollected taxes assessed to such parcel for 

any year subsequent to that for the taxes for 

which such parcel was purchased or taken, with 

all the legal costs and charges, until redemption or 

foreclosure. The town treasurer, at the expiration 

of two years from the date of any such purchase 

or taking, shall institute proceedings for foreclos- 

ure. 

Attention is also called to the fact that tax titles on 
land of small value may be disposed of by complying with 
the provisions of Section 79 to 80, Chapter 60, Genera) 
Laws, as amended. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several] trust funds belonging to the town 
were listed and the receipts and disbursements proved. It 
was noted that the disbursements from the Alden Charity 
Fund in the custody of the selectmen were not reflected in 
- the treasurer’s records; and it is recommended; that, in the 
future, all income received be paid into the town treasury 
and that disbursements be made by the town treasurer 
upon regular approved warrants. 

In connection with the investment of trust funds, at- 
tention is called to Section 54, Chapter 44, General Laws, 
which reads as follows: 

Trust funds, including cemetery perpetual 
care funds, unless otherwise provided or directed 

by the donor thereof, shall be placed at interest in 

savings banks, trust companies incorporated under 

the laws of the commonwealth, or national banks, 

or invested by cities and towns in securities which 

are legal investments for savings banks. 
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The surety bonds of the treasurer, collector, and town 
clerk were examined and found to be in proper form. 

In addition to the departments mentioned, the books 
and accounts of the town clerk, sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, town infirmary, and of the library and water depart- 
ments were examined and checked, as were also the receipts 
from town hall rentals. 

The records of licenses granted by the selectmen were 
incomplete and therefore could not be properly verified. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and as- 
sessment accounts, together with tables relative to the trust 
fund transactions. 

While engaged in making the audit, I received the co- 
operation of the town officials and on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Librarian’s Report. 


I herewith submit the annual report of the East 
Bridgewater Public Library for the year ending December 
mid bs afew 

Again the question arises, ‘What report of the li- 
brary’s work will interest our townspeople ” That the 
work broadens and increases from year to year must be ap- 
parent to all those who visit the library, to those who per- 
use the magazines as they appear on our tables, or to those 
who watch for the latest popular novel to appear on our 
shelves. 

The circulation shows an increase of 835. New books 
added number 268, a little more than half the number added 
in 1927, which in a measure accounts for the small increase 
in the circulation, for “New books are the life blood of a 
library”’. 

The outstanding feature for anyone acquainted, with 
the service is the large percentage of work done with the 
children, both in reference to school work and home read- 
ing. One-half the circulation is among the schools. Many 
homes have no books in English. It is difficult to suggest 
any way in which the library can better serve future citi- 
zenship than by giving free access to books, books telling 
the story of our country and fiction illustrating the ideals 
of American life. 

Parents are urged to allow their children to borrow 
books from the library, and their codperation in the care 
and handling of the same is solicited.

The State Board of Public Libraries is a Division of 
the Board of Education and in direct connection with the 
educational work of the state. Through the local library its 
books are available. A catalog is on file and help will be 
given in procuring books. As in previous reports, you are 
reminded, “Whatever your need, come to the library and 
make your wants known.” The library that lets its patrons 
depart without the material sought fails to function. 

Thanks to the liberality of former residents the library 
is supplied with funds to purchase a large percentage of 
the most sought after books. Although many worth while 
volumes await readers, you cannot induce a public that 
clamors for western stories and will read and cares for no 
other to substitute the book suggested, however alluring 
the appeal. The epoch making books in science, the history 
of philosophy, great tragedies greatly written, novels that 
are faithful portrayals of other lands and other ideals, open 
doors to a wider and sometimes higher world. The people 
who like only one kind of book and will try no other forever 
miss the joy of expansion. 

A special book-case is arranged for mothers who de- 
sire clean books to read to little children. The scholars 
from the 3rd to 6th grade are also provided with book-cases 
from which to make selections. 

Through the fall the holidays received special atten- 
tion. An exhibit and posters for Children’s Week were in- 
teresting. Armistice Day brought to the table a display 
of books on “The World War,” and it was realized that to 
the younger generation these books were new. Thanksgiv- 
ing showed a collection relative to Plymouth and the Pil- 
grims. Christmas was especially delightful with its tree, 
40 new books placed around it, and a card reading ‘“‘A Merry 
Christmas and a New Book for the Holiday”. These ex- 
hibits have been arranged by our assistant and have been 
much enjoyed. 
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A steel book-stack was added to our shelf room in 
March. It was much needed, as it is eleven years since any 
addition has been made to our shelving capacity. 

Gifts of books were received from Mr. Grout and Mrs. 
Clifford Perry. 

A new bulletin-board has been hung and a few posters 
placed around the children’s book-case. 

While we are most fortunate in possessing the wonder- 
ful paintings of F. D. Millet, and many articles of value and 
interest, we need real library equipment that would secure 
for the book-room, the desk, and the reading-room the ef- 
ficiency of the modern library. 

The circulation keeps one busy at the desk the greater 
part of library hours, the reference work demands much 
time, and repair work is a never ending problem. 

The library welcomes greater opportunities and trusts 
that 1929 may be a busy and prosperous years. 

Miss Smith, who had served us faithfully for five years, 
left in September to fill a position as school librarian in 
Attleboro High School. While we were sorry to lose her, 
we rejoiced in the good fortune that was hers.

Report of Water Commissioners. 


The annual report of the Board of Water Commission- 
ers is herewith submitted including a financial statement 
for the year. The purchase of water for the year totaled 
approximately 55,000,000 gallons, a daily average of about 
150,410 gallons and a daily per capita consumption of 41.2, 
which is below the general average. Our source of supply is 
satisfactory and) our present system has other possible 
hookups which are of great advantage in case of emergency. 

During 1928 two important changes were made for the 
benefit of the system as a whole. The replacement of the 
Pleasant street line was completed from Vinton’s corner to 
Central and Elm streets, giving a continuous six inch line 
from the center, through the north end of our system. This 
work was done also in anticipation of street construction 
along this line. 

An important tieup was completed at the junction of 
Elm and Grove streets, when by laying about 2,000 feet of 
6 inch pipe, 3 dead ends were eliminated and the general 
circulation of the system increased. This tieup also af- 
forded additional possibilities for water supply in emer- 
gency periods such as a water system must always antici- 
pate. 

In our 1927 report we stressed the necessity for af- 
fording adequate fire protection to all sections of the town. 
The volume of water for fire fighting cannot be secured 
from a main of less than 6 inches in diameter. It is our 
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policy to recommend that each year certain sections of the 
old 4 inch mains be replaced with mains of larger capacity. 
This will not only guarantee better fire protection but will 
aid in the purity of the domestic supply.

Two recommendations are made this year and articles 
for these have been inserted in the warrant for the annual 
Town Meeting. One calls for an appropriation to allow 
changes to be made on North Central street from Ellis Lane 
so-called to the junction of West Union street, where the 
present main of one and a half inches in diameter is en- 
tirely unsatisfactory. Since the installation of the pipe on 
this section there has been a large increase in the number 
of water consumers. Retarding the progress of the circu- 
lation it has caused serious contamination of the water and 
often renders it unfit for domestic supply. We do not feel 
that we are providing any fire protection by the water sys- 
tem in this area. The small size mains are regarded as use- 


less by insurance companies and a higher risk rate prevails. 


We urge. that this work be done this year. 

We also recommend the replacement of the present 
four inch mains on Plymouth street from near the junction 
of Plymouth and Whitman Streets to below the junction 
of Plymouth and South streets with mains of a larger size. 
This section is served by water mains installed by the 
Bridgewater Water Company and there has been a heavy 
increase in the amount of water required on this line and 
our service line is insufficient to provide a satisfactory sup- 
ply. Corrosive action has: reduced the size of the pipes 
materially. Near the end of the proposed project is the 
Satucket Dairy, an establishment which is our largest 
water user and in our present condition we are not able to 


! 
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give satisfactory service, When this plant is drawing 
heavily on the mains, consumers below this point are un- 
able to secure water. At present the line offers only a lim- 
ited domestic supply and no fire protection. 

In 1928 we used $2,000.00 of the surplus earnings to 
pay notes maturing on water loans. This year we are 
faced with larger expenses if the reconstruction of Central 
and North Central is undertaken as approximately 60 serv- 
ice connections will have to be renewed. We believe that 
the mains serving these streets will afford service for sev- 
eral years yet and do not recommend their replacement.

Report of School Committee. 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Board of Education herewith submits its annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1928, and with it 
the annual report of the Superintendent of Schools and the 
heads of the various departments. 

The work of the schools has progressed through the 
year and we feel certain the high standing of our system 
has generally been maintained. 

The most urgent need of the schools at the present 
time is that of adequate housing facilities. All of our build- 
ings are capacity filled or over crowded and such a set of 
conditions, if permitted to continue will seriously hamper 
the high type of school room procedure and method of in- 
struction upon which we are insisting. 

The time has arrived when the citizens of East Bridge- 
water must launch a building program and we recommend 
one to care for the future growth of our schools for at least 
a ten year period. The attention of the voters is called to 
the report of the committee on Adequate School Accomo- 
dations, which is recommended by the Board of Education 
as being practical and sound, financially and: pedagogically. 

The year has been marked by the resignation of Mr. 
Edgar H. Grout, for one quarter of a century the supervisor 
of public instruction in East Bridgewater. By his retire- 
ment the schools and the town have lost a true friend and 
a sincere and conscienteous worker. : 

Several changes have taken place in the teaching per- 
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sonnel, as the call of larger towns and cities has come to our 
force. This yearly turnover is to be expected and is not 
entirely dependent upon salaries paid as the opportunities 
for advancement in the larger systems offers an induce- 
ment which cannot be denied. 

The marking system, somewhat lenient in the past, 
has been made more rigorous in an effort to raise the stand- 
ard of scholarship. While this may be displeasing to some 
pupils and their parents, any other method is but self de- 
ception and results in a sad awakening when disillusioned in 
higher educational institutions or in the school of life. 

The need of a playground has been felt for some years. 
The Parish Field has, by the kindness of the owners, been 
used by the High and Allen Schools for football, baseball 
and field hockey. This field is hardly large enough for such 
use and is not advantageously located for the use of the 
High School students. The Board urges the securing of 
such facilities in connection with the school buildings, when 
the citizens take action upon the program of school con- 
solidation and construction as reported by the special com- 
mittee. 

The budget for the year 1929 is somewhat larger than 
that of previous years. The reasons for this increase are 
readily discerned by a reading of the report of the superin- 
tendent. The officials in charge of the schools have been 
severely criticized, in the public prints and elsewhere, for 
alleged reckless and extravagant expenditures. A glance 
at the annual statement of the expenses of the schools, in- 
cluding books and supplies, salaries, supervision, etc., will 
furnish a significant commentary on these charges, and an 
inspection of the various school-rooms, with their contents, 
an unanswerable one. Modern life demands modern ideas, 
in education as well as in business, modern methods, mod- 
ern equipment and modern results. As well might we ask 
the old time pioneer with his rough logs and trusty axe to 
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plan and build a modern school house, as to require the 
teachers of today to instruct and educate our children with 
the apparatus and equipment of a former generation. Such 
apparatus and equipment must be supplied or the schools, 
or what is more important the scholars, will suffer. 

The amount of money expended in East Bridgewater 
annually for schools considered absolutely, may seem large; 
taken relatively it is small. For the purpose of tabulation, 
a statement of the school enroilment, attendance, expendi- 
tures, etc., is prepared annually by the school officials of 
each town, verified by oath, and transmitted to the proper 
authorities. From a column in the statistical table, headed, 
“Expenditure for support of public schools from all sources” 
—we find that East Bridgewater in all schools is expending 
$81.11 per child annually for wages of teachers, fuel, care 
of fires and school rooms, etc. This amount, computed on 
cost per deim basis, gives a daily cost per pupil education 
in East Bridgewater of $0.468. The cost per pupil in aver- 
age membership of high school, exclusive of general con- 
trol, for East Bridgewater is $114.72 and the cost per pupil 
in average membership of high school, exclusive of general 
control, for the state is $133.82. When one considers the 
fact that East Bridgewater received a reimbursement of 
$5,342.50 from the General School Fund for the year ending 
November 30, 1928, the total local cost of education is 
very materially reduced. 

It has semed advisable that the averages just given, 
which possess the merit of being prepared by competent 
authorities, and certified under oath, should be published, 
that every tax payer may know the exact cost for educa- 
tion in the town as compared with others in the state.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Board of Education of East Bridgewater, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit to you my first annual re- 
port. 

The year has been one of steady growth, following in 
general the organization and policies of past years. 

The enrollment in the public schools of the town in 
September 1928, was 806 or 64 more than on the same date 
in 1927. 'The increase in the enrollment of our schools, 
though not marked, has been constant for the last ten year 
period, and all indications seem to point toward a continued 
growth. The high school has at present an enrollment of 
194 and a normal capacity of 140. The Allen School has 
at present an enrollment of 320 and a capacity of 270. This 
lack of adequate accommodations exists not only at the 
two buildings mentioned above, but generally throughout 
the school system. With the incoming classes exceeding by 
large numbers those that are graduating, the situation will 
reach an acute stage by September 1929 unless immediate 
steps are taken to relieve conditions. Such a state of con- 
gestion seriously interferes with the work of both pupils 
and teacher, and, without relief, the high standard of work 
done by our schools can not be maintained. 

The method of relief advanced for these congested 
conditions should include a plan for the consolidation of 
our school system, a growing tendency in the educational 
world. 
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A survey just completed by the United States Bureau 
of Education reveals that, during the last decade groups of 
one-teacher, ungraded schools have been replaced by con- 
solidated schools, for the most part in rural communities at 
the rate of one thousand a year. 

One teacher with all grades cannot be expected to ac- 
complish results equal to those made possible by the spe- 
cialization of the well-graded school; one-room schools are 
usually taught by the least trained and youngest teachers: 
the percentage of attendance in one-teacher schools is far 
below that of grade schools; and the social advantages 
offered by larger schools give them a superiority in train- 
ing pupils for life that cannot be attained by small schools. 

The growth in number of large rural schools is due 
chiefiy to the following facts: Thoughtful people realize 
that the large and well-equipped school has more social and 
administrative advantages than the small one; that great 
improvement in roads has taken place; and that with the 
modern school bus, equipped with comfortable seats, heat- 
ers, windows, and front and rear doors, pupils can be trans- 
ported to school, satisfactorily and economically. 

Consolidated or centralized schools have been formed 
chiefly from a number of one-teacher schools, with result- 
ing material reduction in a number of small schools. In 
1920, the number of one-teacher schools was approximately 
189,000, in the forty-eight States; six years later it had 
been reduced to approximately 161,000, making an average 
annual decrease of 4,600 for the six years. These figures, 
together with statistics showing the increase in large rural 
schools, evince the progress that has been made in improv- 
ing conditions for rural school work throughout the coun- 
try. 

To show the results of instruction in ungraded and in 
consolidated schools, the Bureau of Education reviews data 
in reports of a large number of educational surveys. Median 
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scores, those at the middle of given groups, made by pupils 
in the two types of. schools, are presented in comparable 
form. They are arranged to show pupil achievement in 
various subjects by grades as reported in the several stu- 
dies reviewed. 

The most extensive investigation made to compare in- 
structional results in one-teacher and consolidated schools 
was directed by a committee of the department of rural 
education of the National Education Association in 1921- 
1922. This study shows higher median scores for 10,999 
pupils in 135 consolidated schools than for 4,653 pupils of 
corresponding grades in 374 one-teacher schools in twenty 
different States on the subjects of reading, arithmetic, 
language, spelling and handwriting. 

Other data were obtained from reports of eight State- 
wide educational surveys and from a number of studies 
less extensive in scope, but the median scores in each case 
used in making the comparisons represent a number of 
pupils sufficient to make the results significant. More than 
1,000 pupils were examined in each type of school in most 
of the State surveys, while a number included entire grades 
or schools in the smaller studies. 

Results of testing programs in six States surveys 
show that all comparable median scores were higher in 
consolidated than in one-teacher schools. Comparable scores 
in practically all the less extensive studies, as well as those 
in the State surveys reviewed, show that pupils trained in 
consolidated schools acquire a better mastery of the funda- 
mentals of learning, grade by grade, than those trained in 
one-teacher schools. 

The facts and figures favoring consolidation are pre- 
sented in the report of the committee appointed to investi- 
gate school accommodations. 

This committee has made a careful and complete inves- 
tigation of conditions. Their report states: the facts as 
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they exist, and their recommendations, based upon what 
is best in the interest of tax payer and student, should meet 
wit hthe hearty approval of the towns-people. 

The marking system has been revised and a standard 
basis for marking been adopted for general use throughout 
the school system. We believe the basic system adopted 
has valid scales for marking the various school subjects, 
and with the teachers as interested in the proper grading 
of each pupil as in imparting facts or stimulating enthusi- 
asm, results of no small value to the pupil will be achieved; 
and marks will be valued more, for the simple reason that 
they will mean more to-both pupil and teacher. With this 
scheme of marking achieved, unfairness, or the suspicion 
of unfairness in the marking of the pupil will be a thing 
of the past. What is more, the well-intentioned teacher, 
and all teachers have good intentions in marking, will know 
whether he has marked accurately or not; still better he 
will be able to show why a mark that has been given is 
justified. This system of marking, explained in detail by 
a personal letter to each parent, will react greatly to the 
advantage of the pupil. He will be stimulated to do better 
work when he knows that his poor work has been really 
measured and determined. Misunderstanding between pu- 
pils and teachers will to a great extent be eliminated. “Easy 
teachers” and “snap courses” will largely be a thing of the 
past. The entire “esprit de corps” of the schools will be 
raised and studying for marks will be the perfectly natural 
and justifiable thing to do. 

The educational world is at the present time concen- 
trating its attention upon the curriculum. The teaching 
profession, teachers’ colleges, professional organizations, 
educational foundations and the public schools are inaugu- 
rating research activities in the field of curriculum making 
to the end that subject matter and method may be directed 
toward the practical life needs of the individual. We are 
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at the present time engaged in the writing of courses of 
study for all grades, so that the teachers may have a defi- 
nite outline of the work with aims and objectives clearly 
defined. With the completion of this project we will adopt 
basal texts for all grades and thus bring about a standardi- 
zation of our text book equipment for the entire system. 
Various committees have been selected from the teaching 
corps to work on these outlines with the superintendent, 
and the progress made to date is very satisfactory. 

The budget for the school year 1929 calls for a larger — 
appropriation than that for the year 1928. This is due to 
several factors, principal among which are the introduc- 
tion of drawing into our schools and the establishment of 
a special class. 

East Bridgewater is numbered today as one of the few 
school systems of the state functioning without the ser- 
vices of a part time or full time drawing instructor. The 
subject of drawing, since 1870 a required subject in all 
schools, has in the past been taught by our regular teach- 
ers. Such work done without the direction of a special in- 
structor is bound to be spasmodic and desultory, with no 
definite plan or system of development, and can produce no 
lasting results. Most of us, I think, are believers in the 
practical, refining and ennobling influence of drawing which 
adds to the tongue and pen a third means of communicat- 
ing thought, the pencil. It’s importance in correlation 
with Geography, History, Botany, Nature Work, and many 
other studies is very great. I suggest that a systematic 
course be adopted to be taught under the direction of a 
special teacher. 

In every’ town of any size are to be found children of a 
low intelligence quotient. These children cannot be placed 
in any grade of the public schools with any advantage to 
themselves, nor in many cases, without positive injury to 
the other pupils. To be of lasting benefit, instruction in 
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such cases must be strictly individual in character and 
should be in charge of a specialist. The establishment 
of a special class to care for the instruction of mentally re- 
tarded children is governed by state law. The Statute 
reads—‘“the school committee of every town shall annually 
ascertain, under regulations prescribed by the department 
and the commissioner of mental diseases, the number of 
children three years or more retarded in mental develop- 
ment in attendance upon its public schools, or of school age 

and resident therein. At the beginning of each school year, 
the committee of every town where there are ten or more 
such children shall establish special classes for their in- 
struction according to their mental attainments, under re- 
gulations prescribed by the department ....” The report 
of the school nurse on the number of children to be exam- 
ined at the clinic indicates that the establishment of this 
class in September 1929 would be imperative. 

Education week in the East Bridgewater Schools was 
observed November 5 to November 9. The parents were 
urged to visit the schools during this period particularly for 
we seem to be unable to interest the parents in visiting 
schools at other times. While the attendance was not as 
large as we had hoped it would be, the program was suc- 
cessful in that a number of parents visited the schools. 
Parents and interested citizens are urged to visit our schools 
at their convenience. The best schools are found in commu- 
nities where the parents visit the schools, know the in- 
structors, and learn the conditions under which both in- 
structors and pupils work. Unkind, harsh criticism often 
comes from those who never visit the schools. 

Two general teachers’ meetings have been held during 
the fall term which have proven profitable to the teachers, 
to the schools and to me. The discussions have been spir- 
ited and helpful. The program for the year is as follows: 
October 18, Supt. James G. Reardan, leader—‘“‘A Basis For 
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Marking. Standards.” December 13, Principal Clifton ,M. 
Hamm, leader—“The Administration of Directing .'Teach- 
ing.” February 14, Supt. James G. Reardan, leader—‘‘Pro- 
ject Teaching.” April 25, Principal Ina M. Curley, leader— 
“The Best Basis for Promotion.” June 6, Supt. James G. 
Reardan, leader—‘“What Have We Accomplished ?” 

We are striving hard for better care, and a more eco- 
nomical use of books and supplies. Most of our schools are 
very careful in the use of supplies, but some have used 
more paper than is necessary. High School pupils are apt 
to fee] that school supplies are as free as “‘dust.”’ The man- 
ner in which many pupils use books is shameful. New 
books are soon ruined. Books would last longer if they 
were better cared for. Rough handling and soiled hands 
are the cause of the short life of many books. We urge 
parents to help us in training the children in the proper 
use of public property. 

A few minor repairs have been made on the buildings 
during the past year. Much needed drinking fountains 
were installed in all the outlying schools. The Northville 
school building was painted outside. The halls and rooms 
of the Allen School were tinted, as were the halls of the 
High School building. This new paint has added much to 
the attractiveness of the buildings. The desks and chairs 
in the Elmwood intermediate school have been re-arranged 
in an effort to provide lighting that would be less disastrous 
to the sight of the pupils. All repairs made have been only 
what were most essential and at a small cost. 

Several needs have been mentioned that require addi- 
tional expenditures. A town the size of East Bridgewater, 
however, cannot afford all, but these are mentioned so that 
the remedies can be applied one by one. In the management 
of a school system there can never be a lull unless retrogres- 
sion follows. 
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I would, therefore, make the following recommenda- 

tions: 

1. A longer school year. 

2. Increase of salaries for efficient teachers, with 
a reimbursement for Summer School attendance. 

8. Adoption of the building program with organi- 
zation on the 6-3-3 plan. 

4, A six year entrance regulation. 

5. Kindergarten for those under six. 

6. Physical education for all students. 

7. The disposal of all discarded district schools. 

8. The equipping of the High School with individu- 
al lockers. 

In conclusion let me state that the children have been 
very faithful in the care of their school yards, and have 
done their school work with an excellent spirit. The super- 
intendent is very grateful to them for their courtesy to him 
and their splendid attitude toward their work. Our teach- 
ers deserve much commendation for their earnest and suc- 
cessful work in the energy exhausting and trying positions 
they hold. 

I wish to express my thanks to the members of the 
Board of Education for their unvarying courtesy and kind- 
ly reception of suggestions, and to remind the citizens, that 
after the Board, the Superintendent and the teacher have 
done their utmost, the character of the schools will, in a 
very great measure, depend upon the parents. To the 
voter we look for the liberal appropriations needed for the 
support of the schools; to the mother, for regular and 
prompt attendance of her children; and to both, for the 
manifestation of that interest in and appreciation of the 
child’s efforts to discharge his school duties, without which 
the best results can never be attained.

The records show that, in contrast to a class of 27 
graduating from the school June 19, 1928, there entered 
this fall 68, making an already overcrowded building much 
more so. It was necessary to procure a number of one- 
armed student chairs which are moved about to the differ- 
ent rooms. Even then there are not sufficient rooms for 
all of the teachers so that the domestic science room, as- 
sembly hall, and science laboratory, all inadequately 
equipped with blackboards and lighting, must be utilized 
for language and History classes. In several instances reci- 
tations must be conducted in the same rooms with study 
pupils, detracting both from the effectiveness of the teach- 
er’s work and from the students’ concentration. It has 
become necessary to conduct a class in laboratory chemis- 
try after the regular school session is over because of lack 
of available room during the forenoon. 


SCHOOL BANKING 


The school has been carrying on its program of teach- 
ing thrift by means of a system of school savings. Thurs- 
day of each school week is bank day. The banking is car- 
ried on in the students’ home rooms with a student room 
treasurer in charge under the supervision of the teacher. 

The cooperation of the parents in the matter of influ- 
encing their children to make regular deposits is here sug- 
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gested in order to create those punctual habits of saving 
so essential in the proper training of any girl or boy. 

The East Bridgewater Savings Bank has presented to 
the schoo] a thrift banner to be awarded each week to the 
room having the highest percentage of students making 
deposits for the week. To date room two is leading in this 
banner contest. 


LIBRARY 


Our school Library is meagre at most. One new set 
of reference books, consisting of ten volumes, has been 
added this year, together with eight single volumes. One 
excellent daily newspaper is being received. But we need 
magazines on Literature, History, and Science for outside 
reference reading, and reports. 

Again through lack of a study Library, the school 
is somewhat handicapped. An attempt has been made to 
improvise a reference room by placing two study tables on 
one side of the assembly hall and arranging all available 
material here for the students’ use. 

The Public Library now supplies all of the outside 
reading for English classes and the greater part of the ref- 
erence work for the History and Science students. Without 
this assistance we could accomplish nothing in the matter 
of reference work. The School Library should contain 
sufficient material to enable a pupil to get study helps while 
he is preparing his assignments at school, the student 
should also establish the habit of using a library in connec- 
tion with his study so that when thrown upon his own re- 
sources at college or in after life, he will know where to 
turn for information and will know how to obtain that in- 
formation in a minimum amount of time. 
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SCHOLARSHIP FUND 


At the June Graduation in 1914, Miss Winnie M. Pack- 
ard of the High School Faculty gave the sum of Forty 
Dollars to initiate a movement to establish a “Scholarship 
Fund” to be known as the “Sylvanus Cook-Packard-Alumni 
and Citizens’ Scholarship Fund.” Fifteen Hundred Dollars 
was named as the stipulated amount to be raised before the 
income from the fund could be used for its intended pur- 
pose. 

“The income from this fund is to be awarded each 
year, on graduation night, to that member of the graduat- 
ing class who, being prepared to enter college or a Scientific 
School of high standing, has excelled in scholarship, De- 
portment, Industry, Spirit and Leadership, during his High 
School course.” The money to be available for first year col- 
lege expenses. 

‘““At the time of receiving payment, the holder of this 
scholarship must be an enrolled candidate for a degree in 
a college of recognized standing. Payment shall be made 
as soon as satisfactory evidence is furnished to the trustee 
of the fund that this condition has been complied with.” 

Many generous contributions have swelled the fund 
until, with the January 1929 dividend from the East Bridge- 
water Savings Bank, the total stands at $1,479.62. The 
fund will undoubtedly be completed so that the income will 
be available for the first time to a member of the 1929 
Graduating Class. 

Athletic activities are furnishing to the students that 
part of the high school program which has been found to 
be so essential in the development of normal healthy pupils. 

The football team under its new coach, Mr. J. J. Dona- 
hue of Boston College, has completed a very successful sea- 
son. 

Mr. Donahue is coaching the boys’ basketball teams. 
during the winter. 
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Miss Margaret L. Burrington is coaching the girls’ 
basketball teams, Miss Burrington also coached the girls’ 
field hockey team during the fall months. 

Mr. Richard L. Moorhouse of Brown University, a new 
member of the faculty, will care for the coaching during the 
baseball season. 

The following pupil organizations are carrying on their 
work in conjunction with the school program: the Student’s 
Pen, The Student’s Council, The High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation, The French Club, The General Science Club, The 
Biology Club, The Shorthand Club, The Supper Club. 

The Girls’ Glee Club, the Boys’ Glee Club and the 
School Orchestra have made commendable progress during 
the school year. 

The Domestic Science Department continues to fur- 
nish nutritious inexpensive hot lunches during the noon 
recess. This work is of especial value to the students who 
prepare the food and the lunches themselves supply a need 
quite essential for the proper health of students and teach- 
ers alike. 

The spirit of cooperation shown by both teachers and 
students has been very much in evidence and has been of in- 
estimable value in creating a commendable morale in the 
school. Teachers have been urged to weave into the rou- 
tine instruction of their subjects the more important les- 
sons of acquiring habits of work, thrift, and obedience to 
law; the lack of which habits is so noticeable in our present 
day social fabric.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Mass. 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my first report on the music in the 
public schools of East Bridgewater. 

We are using The Progressive Music System in our 
- schools. There is no one method that will adequately fit our 
classes as most music systems are based on one grade 
classes. 

In the outlying schools the work in music is more or 
less desultory and unsatisfactory. This is due to the fact 
there are several grades to one teacher and only a frac- 
tional part of the music period can be given to each class. 
With so many grades and so much to teach and so little 
time for the teaching the children do not get the best ad- 
vantages. Then again a teacher may be limited musically, 
in some cases cannot carry a tune, the result is musically 
disastrous to the child. There is little or no competition 
in the rural schools. The older pupils do so much better 
than pupils of the lower grades that the quality of their 
work is often magnified. In a larger school of one grade 
where pupils are nearer of an age, competition is keener, 
more opportunity and attention are given the individual 
child, and oftentimes an exchange of teacher may be made, 
if necessary, in order that the child may derive the great- 
est good from the particular subject taught. 

Our schools are in need of equipment for the purpose 
of teaching music appreciation. At least one lesson a 
month should be spent on this. How can pupils listen in- 
telligently if they do not know TO what they should listen 
and FOR what? The High School should have a victrola 
and if possible a special] class in theory and music apprecia- 
tion. The Allen School is in need of a new piano and should 
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have a victrola suited to work for the appreciation of music. 
I find an attentive interest at all times when I introduce a 
bit of appreciation into the routine class room work. 

The first two or three years of a child’s musical train- 
ing is largely through the ear and through rhythmic games 
and dances. A toy symphony orchestra was bought for 
Grades I and II at the Allen School last year. These little 
orchestras are very valuable in rhythmic training, con- 
certed playing and lay the foundation for the future Junior 
orchestra. Children thoroughly enjoy this and are always 
eager to take part. 

The Glee Clubs, Orchestra and High School Chorus 
have grown. There was a marked increase of interest as 
a result of the operetta “The Pioneer’s Papoose” that was 
presented last year. 

I am much pleased that an effort is being made to or- 
ganize classes in instrumental playing. In this day of the 
radio there is a tendency to spend much time in listening 
and not enough in doing. As a matter of fact music lovers 
are divided into three classes, Listeners, Performers, Crea- 
tors. ) 

The longer I am in the work the more I am convinced 
of the tremendously important part music plays in the life 
of society and of the individual. It is through art people 
find the expression of their better, truer selves. Sometimes 
it is expressed in literature, sometimes in sculpture and 
architecture, sometimes in painting, but of all the fine arts 
there is none that makes such an universal and compelling 
appeal as music. No other expression of beauty finds such 
readily and naturally ennobling response in the heart of 
mankind. It is the art especially representative of the hope 
of the world.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Reardan: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the School 
Nurse for the year ending December 31, 1928. 

The year 1928 was not marked for any one accomplish- 
ment. The work in the schools and the homes seemed to 
go along very normally. 

During the year the pupils in the elementary grades 
were weighed four times. There is a definite decrease in 
the number of children who are ten percent or more under- 
weight. This is due to better understanding of the correct 
habits of nutrition, of rest and of exercise and fresh air 
on the part of both the mother and the child. Our grocers 
tell us that they are selling more and more the food that 
contains the high nutritional values. But in spite of all 
that we can do there will always be some underweight chil- 
dren in the schools. One of the most discouraging types of 
a child is the one who will not respond to the right food and 
correct habits. Another type is from lack of cooperation 
on the part of the parents. But this is surely being elim- 
inated from our problems as each mother is appreciating 
more each day the real value of good health to her whole 
family. Toward this goal we of the Public Health field 
carry on. The placing of available milk at recess time in 
the schools is assisting the parents, the children and the 
teachers with the underweight situation. The Eastern Star 
Club, the Sachem Rock Chapter, the Community Service 
of the Grange and Mr. Parker have made it possible to 
have free milk in the schools so that those who need it may 
have it even though they cannot finance it. During the 
month of November the Re-examination Clinic was held 
and nearly all of those who attended the Clinic had im- 
proved which means we have no active cases of tuberculosis 
in our schools. A deplorable fact is that in the study of 
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the tuberculosis situation in the State the morbidity and 
the mortality rate of tuberculosis has been lowered in all 
ages of people except those of High School age. For some, 
as yet unknown, reason the rate in this High School age is 
the same as it was in 1904 when war was begun on this so- 
called “White Plague.” 

During the summer three children from East Bridge- 
water spent eight weeks at the Plymouth County Health 
Camp at South Hanson bringing back with them to our 
town twenty pounds. A very precious pounds! 

A great many visits were made for follow up work to 
the parents whose children had physical defects found dur- 
ing the physical examinations in, the schools by the school 
physician. There was a decrease in the number of defects 
found in the children during the physical examinations of 
1928 from the number found in 1927. This is what we are 
striving for so hard each year. A great deal of this will be 
brought about by the Summer Round Up Program which 
means that all children planning on entering school for the 
first time in the fall will have thorough physical examina- 
tions in the spring or summer, and all defects recommended 
for correction, corrected before entering. 

Several trips were made during the year to the Massa- 
chusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary. The Children’s Hospital, 
The South Hanson Hospital, Brockton Hospital, Goddard 
Hospital, and many other private sources. All of which 
were for the correction of defects, such an important part 
of the School Nurse’s work. 

Forty-three Dental Clinics were held from January 
until June which necessitated having three some of the 
weeks. The aim of the Dental Clinic is to have all perman- 
ent teeth cared for in all of the mouths of the school chil- 
dren. To do this is to start with the children in whose 
mouths the second teeth are just beginning to come. As 
I have told so many mothers this year, the six year molars 
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appear many times at the age of five years and sometimes 
have a fissure or small cavity very early and filling at once 
will save the tooth for life. We are attempting to have 
every child in our first and second and if possible third 
grades, attend the Clinic sometime during this year and 
have all necessary operations completed. These operations 
consist of prophylaxis, filling only permanent teeth and 
extracting when necessary. Next year these children will 
come again many needing only prophylaxis treatment and 
again the first grade will attend and have their mouths 
cared for. Our aim in a few years will have been reached 
and all of the children in the grades will have had Dental 
attention all through their School life. 

There have been many interesting conferences in sur- 
rounding towns and cities, inclusive of which have been 
Providence, Boston, Plymouth, Bridgewater and others of 
interest all of which if it was possible I attended. 

During the month of March in cooperation with the 
Public Health Nursing Association we held a Toxin Anti 
Toxin Clinic at which nearly two hundred children, pre- 
school and school, received the immunization treatment for 
diphtheria. We hope to have a similar Clinic during the 
year of 1929 and those who received the Toxin Anti Toxin 
will have an opportunity to receive the Schick test and 
those who were unable to take advantage of the Clinic last 
year will have the opportunity during the next Clinic. 

The second School Clinic was carried on by Dr. Scorer 
with myself assisting. As a result of these Clinics not 
quite a sufficient number of children were found to make 
a Special Class worth while. We are looking forward to our 
Clinic the coming year to decide whether or not we shall 
have a Special Class in the near future. A Special Class 
is an opportunity for the children who need it to find their 
place in their community and perhaps in life. From the 
standpoint of the citizen it is a financial saving as we all 
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realize it means money for a child to repeat a grade. 

I assisted, with several Health talks on Health Day, or, 
for some celebration of Health, many local organizations. 
I consider this a privilege and an opportunity to bring to 
the people perhaps a little closer the relation of the School 
Nurse and her work to the community. 

In the spring of 1928 we had what would probably be 
termed an epidemic of measles. Likewise every city and 
town in the Commonwealth had a similar epidemic. We 
had several cases of whooping cough throughout the year 
and some cases of scarlet fever. All of scarlet fever were 
from different sources and at no time have we had a case 
by contact in our schools. We have had the usual amount 
of impetigo, ring worm, scabies and pediculosis, having 
excluded without exception all children with these diseases. 

Health Education is taking the form of correlation with 
the other studies. This is recommended as the best method 
of Health Teaching. I consider it my duty to compliment 
the Health Teaching with talks and to assist at all times the 
teacher with material and supplies that will help her in 
promotion of Health projects. 

We observed for the first time May Day as Child Health 
Day in the schools. Some of the schools put on some very. 
delightful Health plays. I awarded the Health tags which 
consisted of the Weight tag and the Teeth tag. The May 
Day of 1929 I will also award Posture tags and any child 
receiving three tags will also receive a half holiday. 

I wish to take the opportunity at this time to thank 
all of those who have cooperated so splendidly with me 
thereby making my work possible.

Report of Selectmen, Assessors and 


Department of Public Welfare. 


Selectmen’s Department. 


In addition to the regular business conducted by the 
Board of Selectmen this year there have been several un- 
usual problems for consideration. The members of the 
Board of Selectmen wish to take this opportunity to briefly 
call attention to these important matters which they have 
tried to handle to the advantage of the citizens. 


1. The Board of Selectmen feels that, in view of the fact 
that many citizens have called on them during the past 
year with claims of personal and property damage received 
on the highways and sidewalks of the town, there should 
be printed in the Town Report the following paragraph from 
the General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 62, which has been 
adopted by the town: 


“Tf a Highway Surveyor be chosen he will have the 
exclusive control of the ordinary repair of the 
public ways in his town without being subject to 
the authority of the Board of Selectmen.” 


We quote this merely to explain to the citizens that 
the Board of Selectmen has no jurisdiction over the gen- 
eral repairs of the highways of the town. 
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2. After three years of surmounting many obstacles the 
reconstruction of Central Street has been undertaken. 
The State imposed the last obstacle by refusing to give us 
aid in the work unless the rails of the Eastern Massachu- 
setts Street Railway were removed. Although the road was 
reopened for traffic about the middle of December, 1929, it 
has not been entirely completed. The town is withholding 
about $12,000.00 of the cost until the road has proved sat- 
isfactory and has been accepted by the Board of Selectmen 
for the town. 


3. The necessity of rail removal along Central Street 
occasioned a readjustment of transportation facilities. The 
Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway refused to remove 
its rails without a permit to operate a bus line along its 
former carline route. When, as was necessary, this matter 
was placed before Brockton and West Bridgewater a little 
friction arose in regard to fare zoning in Brockton. The 
Board of Selectmen of East Bridgewater was instrumental 
in arranging a satisfactory settlement of this question and 
at the same time gained the ten cent fare limit from Brock- 
ton to Richard’s Corner and the resuming of transporta- 
tion to Elmwood. 


4. In face of the fact that the New England Transpor- 
tation Company is showing figures which represent the 
cost of their bus operation at forty cents per mile against 
an average revenue of sixteen cents per mile on the runs 
between Whitman and Bridgewater, the Board of Select- 
men is endeavoring to retain the present weekday schedule 
of bus service for train connections. 

5. Another unusual problem has been the proposed re- 
moval of our local rural delivery of mail, recommended by 
Postal Inspector Swift. The Board of Selectmen requested 
Congressman Wigglesworth to confer with them at their 
regular meeting on December 30, 1929. At that time they 
obtained his promise of assistance at Washington when the 
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matter comes up for consideration. A brief outline of the 
situation follows: 

Postal Inspector Swift recommends that the Post Of- 
fices of Whitman, Bridgewater and West Bridgewater take 
over the rural delivery in East Bridgewater in this manner; 
Whitman to serve the eastern end of the town to the Com- 
mons, Bridgewater to serve Bedford, Whitman and Plym- 
outh Streets to the Commons, West Bridgewater to serve 
Union Street to the railroad crossing and the entire north- 
ern end of the town from Elm Street. East Bridgewater 
has an area of seventeen and one-half square miles. If this 
proposed plan carries our Post Office will serve less than 
one square mile of the entire area. This will reduce the 
rating of our Post Office and lead to probable curtailment 
of mail service. 

The Board of Selectmen has requested, through Cong- 
ressman Wigglesworth, that our local office be allowed to 
serve the entire township, thereby regaining territory 
which is now being served under the present arrangement 
of the routes.

The Department of Public Welfare in making their 
annual report have, for the first time slightly over-run their 
appropriation, due to the increased number of calls for out- 
side aid. 

We have aided in sixteen cases which includes forty 
persons. Aid has been in the form of cash, groceries, fuel, 
rent and medical attendance. Of the families aided, eight 
are settled cases, the remainder being cases of State or 
other towns for which we receive reimbursement. We also 
have four cases by other towns and State which are 
charged to us. Of Mothers’ Aid cases, we have four, two of 
which are settled cases. Our Infirmary under the super- 
vision of Mr. and Mrs. Grant as Warden and Matron is well 
taken care of and is a credit to the Town. We have at the 
present time eight inmates. Elizabeth E. Baker, a member 
of the Board has resigned. 

A financial statement will be found in the Town 
Auditor’s Report.

During the year the Department responded to 25 
alarms; 11 district and 14 still or telephone alarms.

We have issued 29 permits for the storage of gasoline, 
3 permits for the installation of oil heating apparatus, 3 
permits for transportation and use of dynamite, 4 permits 
for the sale of fireworks and 48 permits for the storage of 
fuel oil. 

At the Central Fire Station there are a Maxim Triple 
Combination truck and one horse drawn hook and ladder 
truck, both fully equipped; also five 214-gallon fire ex- 
tinguishers. 

At the Elmwood Station one International Chemical 
Combination truck and one horse drawn hook and ladder 
truck, both fully equipped. 

The department has 3,500 feet of double jacket rubber 
lined hose 214 inches in diameter, 350 feet of single jacket 
rubber lined hose, and 100 feet of 114 inches in diameter 
double jacket rubber lined hose.

Librarian’s Report. 


The Trustees have asked me to write the report, as 
eleven months I served as your librarian. To do this is hard. 
It is difficult to review a lifetime’s work and know what to 
include in a report that of necessity must be brief. 

Little did I realize on June 25, 1887, when I entered the 
Saving’s Bank Building to assume my duties as librarian, 
how all that was to make my life worth while centered 
there. Today one wonders where 987 books were shelved and 
how the public was served in the small space that was used 
both as town office and library. 

In 1892 a room was rented in Masonic Building and the 
library was open three afternoons and evenings. Here our 
first attempt at a reading-room was launched. Our equip- 
ment was only one table and six chairs, but our magazines 
were on display, and the children had one end of the table 
for “Youth’s Companion” and “St. Nicholas’—and civic 
pride entered here. 

The first year in the new building showed .an increase 
in circulation of nearly 3,000, an increase in the librarian’s 
salary of $25, or $125 a year, and an appropriation from 
the town of $400. 

In 1897 we again moved, but this time into our own 
building, the gift of Mr. Cyrus Washburn, a native of East 
Bridgewater. The building was without furnishings or 
equipment. A fair was held, netting over $300. From this 
sum curtains were bought and 170 books added. At the 
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dedication of the building many people gave books in which 
a special souvenir book-plate was inserted. Mr. Frank D. 
Millet, the artist, loaned his painting “Sailing in the Bay of 
Naples.” This painting is now the property of the library 
and we are most fortunate to possess so valuable and strik- 
ing a work of art. How many times while waiting for a pa- 
tron to decide upon a book have I feasted upon this marvel- 
ous painting and ever gained inspiration! Mr. Alfred Parker 
hung a fine steel engraving upon our walls, and many others 
added to our treasures. A delivery was maintained at Elm- 
wood, Mr. W. L. Richards carrying the box to and fro, and 
the librarian preparing the box before opening hours. This 
was a gratuitous service and a pleasure. Later it was ex- 
tended to Robin’s Pond. With our entrance to our own build- 
ing the library’s real growth began. Miss Rust, a devoted 
trustee for years, interested many friends, and funds were 
given for the purchase of books. Without books, and more 
books, a library cannot hope to establish itself in any com- 
munity. Today our book fund averages $550 a year. It was 
the desire of the donors of two funds “that the income be 
spent for books we could not otherwise afford.’ Many bio- 
. graphies come in this class. In 1900 the number of books 
purchased was 62, circulation, 1,747; in 1929, purchased 
446, circulation, 23,845. All through these early years rum- 
mage sales and fairs were held to augment funds. I should 
not feel right did I not mention the great interest and help 
of Mrs. Robert O. Harris, who gave most generously. The 
usefulness of and necessity for a well-supported library in 
the small town was not yet developed. The gift of Mrs. 
Aaron Hobart in 1903 of $500 ‘“‘to be used as the needs of 
the library may demand” was a gift, the significance of 
which it is hard to realize at this late day. As you are aware 
all books receive a book-plate denoting from what fund they 
are purchased. More than one boy said to me: “Gee, Miss 
Hobart picks out corking books.” 
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In the early days the books were not so accessible as 
they are today. One must wait until his twelfth birthday 
ere he could enjoy the privileges of the Library. How many 
youths have approached the desk to announce: “I’m twelve 
today.” Through the years, age restrictions have been re- 
moved in keeping with present day library policy; now the 
parent decides when the child shall have a book. At ten 
years he can sign the register. I have ever tried to impress 
upon the youthful applicant for a card that this was his 
first step in citizenship. “Value it by treating the book 
well.” How many have heard me say “Handle carefully, 
keep clean, and return promptly” even to the third genera- 
tion. Then too, the number of books allowed each adult has 
increased from one to three, with special provision for stu- 
dent work. 

Our reading-room is much used in the winter. It is too 
small, and in a town with no community house has to serve 
as a club-room, often to the annoyance of magazine readers. 
A children’s room must be available, when the town can 
afford two librarians. The salaries have ever been at a mini- 
mum. For seven years the librarian’s salary was $100 per 
year, and it was many years before it reached $200. The . 
janitor service was $25 a year, until the library was in its 
own building, and then for years it was $100. One ton of 
coal a year heated Masonic Block. It was a long time before 
we had an adequate heating plant in our present building. 
All worked hard and gave much for little, while the com- 
munity grew to a realization of the importance of a library. 

This past year statistics were prepared of seventeen 
towns nearest East Bridgewater in population and it was 
found that the average circulation was 16,000 and East 
Bridgewater’s was 22,000 or 35% above the average. 

Until 1929 all the work, outside of book-mending, in- 
volved in circulating 23,000 books, an average of 128 a day, 
and preparing for circulation an average of 400 to 500 new 
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books, was done by your librarian with two hour’s help a 
day and an extra hour’s desk-help Saturday night. The long 
service rendered made this possible. As the old-time house- 
wife “Could put her hand on any dish in the dark,” so a book 
could be at once located without reference to the card-cata- 
log. School work was easy, too, for if a book on a subject 
asked for had been bought, cataloged, and shelved, it at 
once became available, as would an article used in your own 
home. 

No one can begin with 13,000 books and know them as 
though their number was 1,000. 

The service I have rendered the past year has not been 
up to the standard of my earlier work. A physical handicap 
has prohibited attendance at the meetings of the Massachu- — 
setts Library Club, and only from the meetings of our local 
group has it been possible to gain enthusiasm and zeal to 
carry on; this has been a real sorrow to me personally and 
a regret lest the library suffer. During 1929, I was not at 
my desk for three months. As I was unable to promise con- 
tinuous service it seemed only fair to all that I hand in my 
resignation, which I did in June. The Trustees most gener- 
ously deferred action until December. At that time I was 
still unequal to the task, and Mrs. Ethel B. Chandler was 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

Mrs. Chandler comes to you qualified in all ways to 
serve you, by education and a pleasing personality, and I 
can but wish her the joy and pleasure that has abided with 
me throughout my years of service. 

I wish to express gratitude to Miss Andrews for her 
faithful help in carrying on so efficiently the three months 
I was kept from the desk. 

In closing I would thank my Board of Trustees and all 
my townspeople for giving me the great joy of service. 

The uphill work in the development of that library is 
done, from now on will be the greater joy of expansion, and 
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that the library may ever move onward and upward is the

Report of Highway Department. 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater : 


I herewith submit my annual report for your considera- 
tion, concerning the activities of the Highway Department 
during the year just passed. In the early part of the year 
several of our streets were in a very bad condition, namely: 
Bridge, Union, Hobart, Laurel, Pine, Cross, Emerald, 
Willow Avenue and Wildwood Avenue, which were 
graveled and made passable during the muddy spell, at a 
cost of approximately $4,500.00. 

Central, North Central and Pleasant Streets were badly 
in need of temporary repairs due to the fact that there was 
a great deal of delay in getting the proper appropriations 
and also removing the rails of the Eastern Mass. St. Ry., 
and due to the deplorable conditions and continuous com- 
plaints, it was necessary for me to make these streets 
passable, this was done at a cost of approximately $2,000.00. 

~ Cold patching has been quite a large item in the past 
year, road scraping needed a great deal of attention which 
I had to let go the latter part of the year owing to lack of 
funds. 

Cedar, Oak, West Union, North Central, Belmont, Ore- 
gon, Chestnut and Crescent Streets have been graveled and 
oil penetrated with one coat of oil. These streets should have 
had another coat of penetration, but owing to lack of funds 
it was impossible. It is hoped to apply the necessary oil the 
coming year, which will give us more or less permanent 
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streets on the above mentioned. 

East Street and Elm Street were not worked on owing 
to lack of funds. It is hoped to have the money available 
this coming year, as I have inserted special articles in the 
warrant to be acted on at the annual meeting. I would also 
like to complete and repair by oil with gravel penetration 
Central Street to the Hanson line; also Spring Street from 
the Spring Street bridge so-called, to the junction of West 
Street. These last named are in a deplorable condition. 

I am also submitting with this report an inventory of 
stock, equipment and tools.

ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 3. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred, a notice 
stating the date and place of the birth, giving the street 
number if any, color and the family name. They shall within 
fifteen days after the birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or 
registrar of the city or town in which the birth occurred, a 
report of the birth, stating the date and place, the name, 
if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residences of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number 
of the ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, if the 
full return is not made within the forty-eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty-five 
cents for each birth so reported. A physician or midwife 
who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight hours 
or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
clerk of the city or town in which such child is born. 

The facts required for record, as stated in section 38, 
shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 

Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by section 6, is 
required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a birth or 
death, who neglects to do so for ten days after the time 
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limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five dollars for 
each offense. 

Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for re- 
turns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 
midwives who apply therefor.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the Town of East Bridgewater for the period from Nov. 
11, 1928 to March 20, 1929, and the installation of a system 
of accounts, as petitioned for by vote of the town’ and in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to 
me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this 
Division.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the 
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period from Nov. 11, 1928, the date of the previous audit, to 
March 20, 1929; in addition, have installed a system of: ac- 
counts as petitioned for by vote of the town and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws; and 
report thereon as follows: 


The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the records in the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with the other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. The 
payments were checked with the warrants authorizing the 
treasurer to disburse town funds and with the cancelled 
checks and original vouchers on file. 

The cash book was footed, the receipts were analyzed, 
and the cash balance was verified by a reconciliation of the 
bank account with a statement furnished by the bank. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes and 
of water rates were examined and verified. The recorded 
receipts were checked to the commitment book, the abate- 
ments were checked with lists of abatements granted by 
the assessors and water commissioners, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified by a comparison with the treas- 
urer’s books, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled. — | 

The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the several trust funds in the custody 
of the selectmen, town treasurer and the East Bridgewater 
Savings Bank were examined and listed. 

The tax title deeds held by the town were examined 
and listed. Attention is again called to the provisions of 
Sections 50, 79 and 80, Chapter 60, General Laws, dealing 
with the disposition of tax titles held by the town. 

It was also noted that tax titles acquired by the town 
were treated as cash transactions, in which connection it is 
recommended that the collector be credited, through a 
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journal entry, with the amount of taxes on property pur- 
chased or taken by the town for non-payment of taxes, as 
is provided in Section 95, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


In checking the appropriations for 1929 it was noted 
that no appropriation has been voted by the town for the 
maintenance and operation of the water department, it be- 
ing understood that the water department receipts are 
available for the use of the department, as heretofore. At- 
tention in this connection is called to Section 2, Chapter 396, 
Acts of 1928, which reads as follows: 


All provisions of special acts effective prior 
to January first, nineteen hundred and twenty-one 
which authorize the incurring of liabilities by any 
board or officer of a city, except Boston, or of a 
town without appropriation, or which authorize 
any such city or town to incur indebtedness for any 
purpose not permitted by general law, or which 
authorize any such city or town to incur indebted- 
ness outside the statutory limit of indebtedness for 
a purpose for which the incurring of indebtedness 
provided by general law to be inside said limit, or 
which authorize the payment of debt by such a 
city or town in a manner inconsistent with general 
law, are hereby repealed. Nothing in this act shall 
be construed as affecting the validity of any 
act done prior to the effective date of this 
act in conformity with any special act, or the le- 
gality of any debt incurred, or of any bond or note 
issued, prior to said effective date, in accordance 
with any special act, or as affecting the liability of 
the obligor city or town to discharge any such debt, 
or its liability to pay the principal and interest on 
any such bond or note. : 
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It is also recommended that caution be exercised in 
voting appropriations by transfer from surplus revenue, for 
unless such transfers are actually represented by free cash 
in the treasury, the financial condition of the town may be 
impaired and the treasurer hindered from complying with 
the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws, as affecting the 
issuance and payment of temporary revenue loans. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a recon- 
ciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, 
assessment, water and trust fund accounts, and a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the town as of 
March 20, 1929. 

The books and accounts under the new system were 
opened as of January 1, 1929, and the financial transactions 
to March 20, 1929, were entered therein. The system as in- 
stalled provides automatic checks which will furnish the 
administrative officers with information that should prove 
helpful in carrying on the work of the respective depart- 
ments. Citizens may also be furnished with facts relative 
to the cost of the several functions and activities of the 
town government. 

A list of the books and forms provided for the town, 
together with a brief description of their use and certain 
general instructions relative to the keeping of the accounts, 
follows: 


Journal for accounting officer. 

Cash book for accounting officer. 

Ledger for accounting officer. 

Classification book for accounting officer. 
Debt record book for accounting officer. 
Cash book for treasurer. 

Check register for treasurer. 

Schedule of department bills payable. 
Treasury warrants. 

Schedule of collector’s payments to treasurer. 
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Schedule of departmental payments to treasurer. 
Schedule of treasurer’s receipts. 

Schedule of tax abatements allowed. 

Voucher folder. 

General department pay-rolls. 

School department pay-rolls. 

Monthly abatements. 


All of these books and forms are arranged so as to 
simplify the reporting and make possible a proper check on 
the accounting of public moneys; also to insure a classifica- 
tion of both receipts and payments. All moneys received 
from every source and paid to the treasurer are also re- 
ported to the accounting officer, in whose book will be re- 
corded all cash transactions in detail, which will furnish 
an absolute check on the total. 

For the courtesies extended during the process of the 
audit and the installation of the accounting system, I wish, 
on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express ap- 
preciation.

Report of Safety Committee. 


TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 


Be it ordained by the Selectmen of the Town of East 
Bridgewater as follows: 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1. (Definitions.) Whenever in these regula- 
tions the following terms are used, they shall have the 
Meanings respectively ascribed to them in this section. 

Street or Highway. Any way used for vehicular and 
_pedestrial travel which has become public by authority of 
law. 

Roadway. That portion of a street between the regu- 
larly established curb or that part devoted to vehicular 
traffic. 

Sidewalk. That portion of a street between the curb 
lines and the adjacent property lines. 

Intersection. The area embraced within the prolon- 
gation of the lateral boundary lines of two or more streets 
which join one another at an angle whether or not one such 
street crosses the other. 

Crosswalk. That portion of the roadway ordinarily 
included within the prolongation of curb and property lines 
at street intersections or that portion of a roadway clearly 
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indicated for pedestrian crossing by lines marked on the 
surface. 


Safety Jone. The area or space officially set apart 
within a roadway for the exclusive use of pedestrians and 
which is protected or is so marked or indicated by adequate 
signs as to be plainly visible at all times while set apart 
as a safety zone. 7 


Loading Zone. That portion of a roadway adjacent to 
a curb for the exclusive use of vehicles during the loading 
or unloading of passengers or material. 


Vehicle. Any contrivance on wheels or runners used 
in the roadways of public streets for carrying persons or 
things. | 

Motor Vehicles. Every vehicle, as herein defined, 
which is self-propelled. 


Street Car. Every device travelling exclusively upon 
rails when upon or crossing a street other than cars or 
trains propelled or moved by steam. 


Authorized Emergency Vehicle. Police, Fire Depart- 
ment apparatus, emergency repair wagons of public service 
corporations, ambulances, and United States mail vehicles. 


Pedestrian. Any person afoot. 


Operator or Driver. Any person who is in actual 
physical control of a vehicle. 

Traffic. Vehicles and street cars either singly or to- 
gether while using any street for purpose of travel. 


Right-of-Way. The privilege of the immediate use of 
the street or highway. 

- Parking. The stopping or standing of a_ vehicle, 
whether attended or unattended, upon a roadway other- 
wise than temporarily for the purpose of and while actu- 
ally engaged in loading of or unloading passengers or in 
obedience to traffic regulations or traffic signs or signals. 
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Official Traffic Signs. All signs, signals and marking 
not inconsistent with these regulations heretofore or here- 
after placed or erected under these regulations or by au- 
thority of the Selectmen for the purpose of regulating or 
directing traffic. 


ARTICLE I 
Authority of Police 


Section 2. Police to Direct Traffic. No person shall 
refuse or fail to comply with any lawful order, signal, or 
direction of a police officer. In case of an emergency offer- 
ing an immediate threat to public safety, police officers in 
regulating traffic, may depart temporarily so far as may 
be necessary, from the provisions set forth herein. Such 
departure shall be reported by any police officer at the 
earliest possible moment to his commanding officer, for 
confirmation. 

Section 3. Meaning of Traffic Whistles. Whistles 
used by any police officer in directing traffic shall have the 
following meaning. 


(1) On one short blast of a police officer’s whistle at 
an intersection all moving vehicular traffic shall come to a 
stop, when pedestrians may cross the street. 


(2) Two blasts of a police officer’s whistle followed by 
a warning hand signal shall indicate termination of the 
pedestrian crossing interval and vehicular traffic shall pro- 
ceed upon receiving a hand signal from a police officer. 

(83) Three or more blasts of a whistle given by a po- 
lice officer shall indicate the approach of an authorized 
emergency vehicle, when both vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic shall immediately stop or proceed as directed by the 
police officer. 


Section 4. The provisions of these regulations gov- 
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erning the movement, parking and standing of vehicles 
shall not apply to authorized emergency vehicles while the 
drivers of such vehicles are operating the same in an 
emergency in the necessary performance of duties. This 
exemption shall not, however, protect the driver of any 
such vehicle from the consequences of a reckless disregard 
of the safety of others. Said vehicles shall have the right 
of way in any street and through any procession when op- 
erated in response to but not when returning from an emer- 
gency call. 


Section 5. Persons Propelling Pushcarts or Riding 
Bicycles or Animals to Obey Traffic Regulations. Every 
person propelling pushcart or riding a bicycle or an animal 
upon a roadway shall be subject to the provisions of these 
regulations applicable to the driver of any vehicle. 


ARTICLE III 


Traffic Signs and Signals 


Section 6. Traffic Signs and Signals. The Selectmen 
shall determine and designate the character or type of all 
official warning and direction signs and signals and the 
location thereof. ; 


Section 7. Obedience to Traffic Signs and Signals. It 
shall be unlawful for any operator or for the motorman of 
any street car to disobey the instructions of any traffic con- 
trol signal, traffic signs or marks upon the street placed in 
accordance with the provisions of these regulations, unless 
otherwise directed by a traffic or police officer. 


Section 8. Obedience to Traffic Control Signals. 
Colors in traffic control signals shall have the commands 
ascribed to them in this section, and no other meanings, 
and no driver of a vehicle shall fail to comply with said 
commands. 
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(1) RED: While the red lens is illuminated, no 
driver of a vehicle facing the signal shall enter the inter- 
section, provided, however, that if a right or left green 
arrow lens is illuminated at the same time, a driver may 
enter the intersection to make the turn permitted by the 
arrow. 

(2) YELLOW: While the yellow lens is illuminated, 
any waiting driver of a vehicle shall remain standing until 
the green lens is illuminated ;—and any driver of a vehicle 
approaching the intersection who is further from the inter- 
section than the legal braking distance for the speed at 
which he is travelling at the time the yellow lens was first 
illuminated, shall stop said vehicle before reaching the inter- 
section, or a parked stop line. 


(3) GREEN: While the green lens is illuminated, 
any driver of a vehicle facing the signal shall proceed, sub- 
ject to the safety of those who may have been in the inter- 
section at the time the lens was illuminated, and subject to 
the special turning restrictions contained in paragraph (5) 
of this section. 


(4) RED AND YELLOW: When the red and yel- 
low lenses are illuminated together, no driver of a vehicle 
shall enter the intersection, and during such time the in- 
tersection shall be reserved for the exclusive use of pedes- 
trians. 


(5) GREEN ARROW LENS: When a special right 
or left turn green arrow lens in incorporated in a signal, 
drivers facing said signal may make a turn in the direction 
of such arrow only when such lens is illuminated. 


(6) FLASHING RED: The red lens when illumin- 
ated with rapid intermittent flashes shall indicate the in- 
tersection of a through way and shall require drivers to 
come to a complete stop before entering the intersection. 

(7) FLASHING YELLOW: The yellow lens when 
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illuminated with rapid intermittent flashes shall indicate 
the presence of danger and shall permit drivers to proceed 
only with caution. 


Section 9. Display of Unauthorized Signs Prohibited. 
Except upon authorized permission of the Selectmen, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to place, maintain or to 
display upon or in view of any street, any unofficial sign, 
signal or device, which purports 'to be or is an imitation of 
or resembles an official traffic sign or signal, or which at- 
tempts to direct the movement of traffic. 


Section 10. Interference with Signs Prohibited. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to wilfully deface, injure, 
move, obstruct, or interfere with an official sign or signal. 


ARTICLE IV 
Section 11. Pedestrians’ Right-Of-Way. 


(1) The operator of any vehicle upon any street 
within the Town of East Bridgewater shall yield the right- 
of-way to a pedestrian crossing the roadway within any 
clearly marked crosswalk or any regular pedestrian cross- 
ing included in the prolongation of the lateral boundary 
lines of the adjacent sidewalk at the end of a block, except 
at intersections where the movement of traffic is being 
regulated by a police officer or traffic signal. 


(2) Whenever any vehicle has stopped at a marked 
crosswalk, or at any intersection, to permit a pedestrian 
to cross the roadway, no operator of any other vehicle ap- 
proaching from the rear shall overtake and pass such 
stopped vehicle. 


(3) Every pedestrian crossing a roadway at any place 
within the Town of East Bridgewater at any point other 
than a marked pedestrian crossing, or crosswalk at a street 
intersection, shall yield the right-of-way to any vehicle 
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upon the roadway, provided that this provision shall not 
relieve the driver of any vehicle from the duty of exercis- 
ing due care for the safety of pedestrians. 


Section 12. Pedestrian Rights and Duties at Con- 
trolled Intersections. At intersections where traffic is con- 
trolled by stop and go signals, or by police officers, pedes- 
trians shall yield the right-of-way to vehicles lawfully pro- 
ceeding directly ahead on a go signal, and operators of 
vehicles shall yield the right-of-way to pedestrians cross- 
ing, or who have started to cross, the roadway on a go sig- 
nal; no pedestrian shall cross any roadway at an intersec- 
tion when directed to stop by a police officer. 


Section 13. Pedestrians Soliciting Rides. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to stand in a roadway for the pur- 
pose of soliciting a ride from the operator of any private 
vehicle. 

Section 14. Driving Through Safety Zones Pro- 
hibited. No operator of a vehicle shall drive the same 
through a safety zone. 


ARTICLE V 


Railroad Trains and Bus 


Section 15. Boarding or Alighting from Bus or Vehi- 
cles. It shall be unlawful for any person to board or alight 
from any street car or vehicle while such street car or 
vehicle is in motion. 


Section 16. Railway Trains Not to Block Streets. 
No directing officer or operator of any steam railway train 
or car, shall operate or cause the same to be operated in 
such a manner as to prevent the use of any street for the 
purpose of travel for a period of time longer than five min- 
utes, except that this provision shall not apply to trains or 
cars in continuous motion. 
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ARTICLE VI 


Stopping, Standing and Parking 


Section 17. Stopping Prohibited in Specified Places. 
No operator shall stop, stand or park a vehicle in any of the 
following places, except when necessary to avoid conflict 
with other traffic or in compliance with the direction of a 
police officer or traffic sign or signal: 


(1) Within an intersection; 

(2) On a crosswalk; 

(3) Between a safety zone and the adjacent curb or 
within twenty feet of a point on the curb immediately op- 
posite the end of a safety zone; 

(4) Upon the approach to an intersection within 
twenty feet of the intersection; 

(5) Within fifteen feet of the driveway entrance to 
any fire station; 

(6) Within ten feet of a fire hydrant; 

(7) In front of a private driveway ; 

(8) On a sidewalk; 

(9) Upon any bridge, viaduct or the approach thereto 
except in established loading zones. 


The provisions of paragraphs (8), (5), and (6) shall 
be marked by appropriate signs. 


Section 18. Standing for Loading or Unloading Only 
in certain Places. 


(1) No operator shall stop, stand or park any vehicle 
except for the purpose of, or for a period of time longer 
than is necessary for the loading and unloading of passen- 
gers, and in no event longer than three minutes at any 
curb adjacent to the entrance of a school, church, theater, 
hotel, hospital, public building, or any place of public as- 
semblage, during the hours and between the points desig- 
nated by official signs, provided that this regulation shall 
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not apply to the shipping or service entrances to any such 
building. 

(2) No operator shall stop, stand or park any vehicle, 
in any loading zone, except for the purpose of, or for a 
period of time longer than is necessary for the loading and 
unloading of passengers or materials, provided that the 
loading or unloading of materials shall not consume more 
than twenty minutes. 


(3) The Selectmen are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to establish bus stops, taxicab stands and hackney 
stands on such public streets in such places and in such 
number as they shall determine to be of the greatest bene- 
fit and convenience to the public, and every such bus stop, 
taxicab stand or hackney stand shall be designated by ap- 
propriate signs. 


(4) It shall be unlawful for the operator of any 
vehicle other than a bus to stand or park in an Officially 
designated taxicab stand, or for any vehicle other than a 
hackney to stand or park in an officially designated hack- 
ney stand, except that the operator of any passenger 
vehicle may temporarily stop in any such stop or stand for 
the purpose of and while actually engaged in the loading 
or unloading of passengers. 


(5) It shall be unlawful for the operator of any bus, 
taxicab or hackney to stand or park upon any street in any 
business district at any place other than a bus stop, taxi- 
cab stand or hackney stand respectively, except that this 
provision shall not prevent the operator of any such vehicle 
from temporarily stopping in accordance with other parking 
regulations at any place for the purpose of and while actu- 
ally engaged in loading or unloading passengers. 


(6) (a) It shall be unlawful for any operator to 
stop, stand or park any vehicle upon a street, other than 
an alley, in such a manner or under such conditions as to

leave available less than ten (10) feet of the width of the 
roadway for free movement of vehicular traffic, except that 
an operator may stop temporarily during the actual loading 
or unloading of passengers or when necessary in obedience 
to traffic regulations or traffic signs or signals or a police 
officer. 
(b) It shall be unlawful for any operator to park a 
vehicle within an alley in such a manner or under such 
conditions as to leave less than ten (10) feet of the width 
of the roadway for the free movement of vehicular traffic. 


Section 19. All Night Parking Prohibited and Certain 
Other Parking Prohibited. No operator shall park any 
vehicle in any street in the Town of East Bridgewater for 
a period of time longer than two hours between the hours 
of one o’clock A. M. and seven o’clock A. M. of any day. 

No person owning or possessing or having the care of 
any vehicle shall store or permit the same to remain unem- 
ployed and out of use in any street or part of a highway, 
except temporarily in case of emergency. 

Section 20. Parking Close to Curb. 

(1) Except when necessary in obedience to traffic 
regulations, traffic signs or signals, no operator shall stop, 
stand or park any vehicle in the roadway other than par- 
allel with the edge of the roadway headed in the direction 
of traffic and with both right wheels of the vehicle within 
one foot of the edge of the roadway. 

(2) Upon those streets which have been marked or 
signed for angle parking, vehicles shall be parked at the 
angle to the curb indicated by such marks or signs. 


Section 21. Parking So as to Obstruct Traffic. No 
operator shall park any vehicle in such a manner as to ob- 
struct the movement of any street car, nor under any con- 
dition when the parking of said vehicle leaves less than ten 
teet of the width of the roadway available for the passage 
of traffic. 
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Section 22. Stopping and Operation of Buses. No 
operator of any omnibus or other vehicle capable of carry- 
ing eight or more passengers from whom fare is collected 
shall stand such vehicle in a street unless to take on or let 
off a passenger, and then only at such places as may be 
designated by the Selectmen and for such time as may be 
sufficient to enable the passenger to take his or her seat 
or to leave said omnibus or vehicle, and provided further 
that no operator of such vehicle shall operate it in a street 
other than that designated by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE VII 


Operation of Vehicles 


Section 23. Drive on Right Side of Street. 


(a) Upon all highways, except one-way streets, the 
driver of a vehicle shall drive the same upon the right half 
of the highway and shall drive a truck, bus, horse drawn 
or slow moving vehicle as closely as practicable to the right 
hand edge or curb of such highway, except when overtak- 
ing and passing another vehicle, or when placing a vehicle 
in a position to make a left turn. 


(b) When any highway has been divided into lanes, 
a driver of a vehicle shall drive the same so as to be entire- 
ly within a single lane and shall not move from the lane in 
which he is driving until he has first ascertained if such 
movement can be made with safety; further, provided that 
the driver of a vehicle shall operate the same in the lane 
nearest the right side of the highway when said lane is 
available for travel, except when overtaking another vehi- 
cle or in preparation for a left turn; and upon any highway 
which is divided into three lanes, no driver of a vehicle 
shall operate the same in the center lane unless overtaking 
another vehicle or in preparation for a left turn, or unless 
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the right lane is impassable, or unless instructed so to do 
by a police officer. 


Section 24. On a street divided by a parkway, grass 
plot, reserved space for street railway care, viaduct, walk, 
sunken way, safety zone or subway or other structure, 
vehicles shall keep to the right of such division. 


Section 25. Limitations on Privilege of Overtaking 
and Passing. 


(a) The driver of any vehicle overtaking another 
vehicle proceeding in the same direction shall pass at a safe 
distance to the left thereof. 


(b) The driver of an overtaking motor vehicle not 
within a business or residental district shall give audible 
warning with his horn or other warning device before pass- 
ing or attempting to pass a vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction. 


(c) The driver of a vehicle shall not drive to the left 
side of the center of a highway in overtaking and passing 
another vehicle proceeding in the same direction unless 
such left side is clearly visible and is free 6f oncoming 
traffic for a distnace ahead to permit such overtaking and 
passing to be made as provided in clause (d). 


(d) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass another vehicle proceeding in the same direction un- 
less there is space ahead on the right side of the highway 
to permit the overtaking to be complete without impeding 
the safe operation of any vehicle ahead, or without causing 
the driver of any such vehicle to change his speed of move- 
ment or alter his course except as provided in section (26) 
hereof. 

— (e) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass another vehicle proceeding in the same direction upon 
any hill or any curve in the highway where the driver’s 
view along the highway is obstructed within a distance of 
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three hundred feet, unless the highway is divided into four 
or more lanes and the overtaking and passing can be com- 
pleted without driving to the left of the center of said 
highway, and further provided that the driver of a vehicle 
shall not overtake and pass another vehicle at any place 
where official highway signs have been erected prohibiting 
such passing. 


(f) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass any vehicle proceeding in the same direction at any 
steam or electric railway grade crossing, unless permitted 
to do so by a police officer. 


Section 26. Driver to Give Way to Overtaking Vehi- 
cle. The driver of a vehicle when about to be overtaken 
and passed by another vehicle approaching from the rear 
shall give way to the right when practicable in favor of 
the overtaking vehicle, on suitable and audible signal be- 
ing given by the driver of the overtaking vehicle, and shall 
not increase the speed of his vehicle until completely passed 
by the overtaking vehicle. 


Section 27. Following too Closely. 


(a) The driver of a motor vehicle shall not follow 
another vehicle more closely than is reasonable and pru- 
dent, having due regard to the speed of such vehicles and 
the traffic upon and condition of the highway. 

(o) The driver of any motor truck, bus, or horse 
drawn vehicle when travelling outside of a business or resi- 
dential district shall not follow another such vehicle within © 
two hundred feet, but this shall not be construed to pre- 
vent a faster moving motor truck, bus or horse drawn 
vehicle overtaking and passing another vehicle. 


Section 28. Left Turns Regulated. 
(1) The operator of a vehicle intending to turn to 


the left at an intersection, or into a driveway, shall ap- 
proach the point of turning in the line of traffic to the right 
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of, and next to the center of the roadway and unless other- 
wise directed by turning markers, the operator of a vehicle 
in turning left at an intersection, shall pass to the right of 
the center of the intersection before turning. Upon streets 
laned for traffic, and upon one-way streets left turns shall 
be made from the left lane of traffic. 


(2) The operator of a vehicle or street car intending 
to turn to the left at an intersection where traffic is con- 
trolled by stop and go signals, or by a police officer, shall 
proceed to make such left turn with proper care to avoid 
accident upon the go signal, unless otherwise directed by a 
traffic officer. | | 

Section 29. Right Turns Regulated. The operator 
of a vehicle intending to turn to the right at an intersec- 
tion, or into a driveway, shall approach the point of turn- 
ing in the line of traffic nearest the right hand edge or 
curb of the roadway, and in turning, shall keep as closely 
as practicable to the right-hand curb or edge of the street: 
subject to the erection of official signs permitting depart- 
ure from this rule: and further provided that at intersec- 
tions controlled by a police officer or traffic stop and go 
signal such right turn shall be made only upon signal to 
proceed. 

Section 30. Complete Turns Restricted. At any in- 
tersection where traffic is controlled by a stop and go sig- 
nal, or by a police officer, no operator of a vehicle shall 
turn such vehicle at the intersection so as to proceed in the 
opposite direction. 

Section 31. Mid-Block Turns Regulated. No _ oper- 
ator shall turn a vehicle so as to proceed in the opposite 
direction, unless such turn can be made without backing, 
and without causing any approaching operator to slacken 
speed or change his course. 


Section 32. Vehicles Shall Not Be Driven on Side- 
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walks. The operator of a vehicle shall not drive within 
any sidewalk area except at a permanent or temporary 
driveway. | 

Section 33. Operation of Vehicles on Approach of 
Authorized Emergency Vehicles. Upon the approach of 
any authorized emergency vehicle or vehicles giving audible 
signal by bell, siren or exhaust whistle, the driver of every 
other vehicle shall immediately drive the same to a position 
as near as possible and parallel to the right-hand edge or 
curb of the street clear of any intersection and shall stop 
and remain in such position until the authorized emer- 
gency vehicle or vehicles shall have passed unless other- 
wise directed by a police officer and the operator of every 
street car shall immediately bring such car to a stop clear 
of any intersection and remain in such position until the 
authorized emergency vehicle shall have passed unless 
otherwise directed by a police officer. 

Section 34. Emergency From a Private Driveway. 
The operator of a vehicle emerging from a driveway or 
garage shall stop such vehicle immediately prior to driv- 
ing onto a sidewalk or onto the sidewalk area extending 
across any such driveway. 

Section 35. Vehicles to Observe Marked Zones. 
Where traffic lanes have been marked upon the roadway 
and signs have been erected instructing operators to keep 
in line, no operator shall fail to keep his vehicle within the 
designated boundaries. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Miscellaneous Provisions 


Section 36. Motor Vehicles Left Unattended, Brakes 
to be Set and Engine Stopped. No versons having control 
or charge of a motor vehicle shall allow such vehicle to stand 
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on any roadway unattended without first setting the 
brakes thereon and stopping the motor of said vehicle and 
when standing upon any grade, without turning the front 
wheels of such vehicle to the curb or side of the roadway. 
No person shall leave a horse of horses unattended in any 
street unless securely fastened by being tied to a post or a 
weight, or unless one or more of the wheels of the vehicles 
to which same is hitched is securely tied fastened or 
chained and the vehicle is of sufficient weight to prevent its 
being dragged at a dangerous speed with the wheel or 
wheels so secured. 


Section 37. Clinging to Motor Vehicles. It shall be 
unlawful for any person travelling on any bicycle, sled or 
any toy vehicle to cling to or attach himself or his vehicle 
to any other moving vehicle or street car upon any road- 
way. 

Section 38. Operators Not to Drive Through Any 
Procession. No operator of any vehicle shall drive between 
the vehicles comprising a funeral or other authorized pro- 
cession, provided that said vehicles are conspicuously so 
designated. This provision shall not apply at intersections 
where traffic is controlled by signals. 

Section 39. Obstruction to Driver’s View. 

(1) No operator of any vehicle shall drive the same 
when such vehicle is so loaded, or when there are in the 
front seat of such vehicle such number of persons as to 
obstruct the view of the driver to the front or sides, or to 
interfere with the operator’s control over the driving 
mechanism of the vehicle. 

(2) No passenger in a vehicle shall ride in such posi- 
tion as to interfere with the operator’s view ahead, or to 
the sides, or to interfere with the operator’s control over 
the driving mechanism of the vehicle. 

Section 40. Following Fire Apparatus Prohibited. 
No operator of any vehicle, other than one on official busi- 
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ness, shall follow any fire apparatus travelling in response 
to a fire alarm closer than five hundred feet or drive into 
or park any vehicle within 300 feet of where a fire appar- 
atus has stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 


Section 41. Crossing Fire Hose. No vehicle shall be 
driven over any unprotected hose of the Fire Department 
when laid down on any street, private driveway or street 
car track, to be used at any fire or alarm of fire, without 
the consent of the Fire Department official in command. 


Section 42. Riding on Handle Bars Prohibited. No 
operator of any bicycle or motorcycle when upon the street 
shall carry any other person upon the handle bar, frame or 
tank of any such vehicle, nor shall any person so ride upon 
any such vehicle. 

Section 43. Signals on Starting, Stopping and Turn- 
ing. 

(a) The driver of any vehicle before starting, stop- 
ping, or turning from a direct line shall first see that such 
movement can be made in safety, and if any pedestrian 
may be affected by such movement, shall give a clearly 
audible signal by sounding the horn, and whenever the 
operation of any other vehicle may be affected by such 
movement, shall give a signal, as required in this section, 
plainly visible to the driver of such other vehicle, of the in- 
tention to make such a movement. 

(b) The signal herein required shall be given a suf- 
ficient time in advance of the movement indicated to give 
ample warning to any person who may be affected by said 
movement, and shall be given either by means of the hand 
and arm in the manner herein specified, or by a suitable 
-mechanical or electrical device, except that when a vehicle 
is so constructed or loaded as to prevent the hand and arm 
signal from being made or from being visible both to the 
front and rear, the signal shall be given by a suitable de- 
vice, 
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(c) Hand and arm signals, as required herein, shall 
be made as follows: 


(1) An intention to stop shall be indicated by ex- 
tending the arm horizontally to the left of and beyond the 
side of the vehicle. 


(2) An intention to turn to the left shall be indicated 
by extending the arm horizontally to the left of and beyond 
the side of the vehicle, and by pointing to the left with the 
index finger. 

(8) An intention to turn to the right shall be indi- 
cated by extending the arm horizontally to the left of and 
beyond the side of the vehicle, and by moving the hand in 
a circle. 

Section 44. Loud Noises Prohibited. No vehicle shall 
be operated upon any street if such vehicle is so conditioned 
or loaded as to make an unreasonable noise, and no operator 
shall sound any horn otherwise than as a reasonable warn- 
ing incident to the operation of said vehicle. 

Section 45. Dangerous Vehicles. No person shall 
operate any vehicle in such condition or so constructed 
or so loaded as to be likely to cause delay in traffic or acci- 
dent or injury to any person or property. 

Section 46. Size of Horse-Drawn Vehicles Restricted. 
No person shall operate on any public street any horse- 
drawn vehicle which, with its load exceeds ten feet in width, 
or twenty-four feet six inches in length, measured from the 
end of the shaft to the extreme end of the side, nor any | 
horse-drawn vehicle with a trailer, except in accordance 
with a permit from the Chief of Police. 

Section 47. Flags or Lights at End of Load Every 
person operating or controlling any vehicle loaded with any 
material extending more than four feet beyond the front 
or rear of such vehicle shall provide same with a red flag by 
day and redlight or lights at night placed at the front and 
rear of such load. 
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_ Section 48. Warning at Garage Exits Required. 
Where buildings are used for the keeping of more than four 
vehicles and the exits therefrom are within ten feet of the 
line of a public street, warning by mechanical or electrical 
device visible for a distance of fifteen feet on either side 
of said exits, or by a bell or gong audible for a distance of 
fifteen feet on either side of said exits, or by a person sta- 
tioned at said exits, shall be given when vehicles are about 
to leave such building. 


Section 49. Advertising Vehicles Regulated. No 
person shall drive or propel any vehicle used primarily for 
the display of advertising signs without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the Chief of Police. 


Section 50. Storage of Goods in Streets Restricted. 
No person shall leave or store any goods or merchandise 
in any roadway of any street at any time nor on any side- 
walk, except for such period of time as may be necessary 
for the reasonably expeditious loading or unloading of said 
goods or materials, provided, however, that such goods or 
materials shall never be left in such a manner as to ob- 
struct more than fifty per cent of the width of any side- 
walk. The above shall not apply to the placing of building 
materials in accordance with permit issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 

Section 51. Transfer of Merchandise Over Sidewalk 
Restricted. No one shall transfer merchandise from or to 
trucks or other vehicles over the sidewalk by the use of 
planks or skids, except when such transfer is reasonably 
necessary and provided the sidewalk is not unreasonably 
obstructed, and then only for. such period of time as is 
necessary and any police officer in uniform may order such 
skids or planks removed and if not removed he may remove 
or cause the same to be removed. 

Section 52. Parades. No person in charge of, and no 
person or persons participating in any parade or procession 
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shall permit it to occupy or march on any street to the ex- 
clusion or interruption of other persons in their individual 
right and use thereof, except Police and Fire Departments, 
the organized militia, or the organized naval forces, the in- 
dependent chartered military organizations, the military 
and naval forces of the United States, Associations wholly 
composed of soldiers, sailors, or marines, honorably dis- 
charged from the service of the United States, veterans of 
the National Guard or Naval Militia, the organizations of 
the order of the Sons of Veterans, unless written permit 
therefor be given by the Chief of Police of the Town, and 
said Chief of Police may designate the time in which said 
street or parts of streets may be so occupied and how much 
of the street or streets such procession or parade may oc- 
cupy, and when so designated the Chief officer of such pro- 
cession or parade shall be responsible that the designation 
be obeyed. 


Section 53. Special Permits. The Selectmen reserve 
the right to issue special traffic permits for emergency or 
business purposes. 


Section 54. Repeal. All former traffic regulations or 
ordinances of the Town of East Bridgewater in conflict with 
or inconsistent with the provisions of these regulations are 
hereby repealed except that this repeal shall not affect or 
prevent the prosecution or punishment of ‘any persons for 
an act done or committed in violation of any ordinance or 
regulation hereby repealed prior to the taking effect of 
these regulations. 


ARTICLE IX 


Section 55. Penalties. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of the foregoing rules and regulations shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence.

Section 56. Effect of Ordinance. If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause, or phrase of the Ordinance is for 
any reason held to be unconstitutional, such decision shall 
not effect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
Ordinance. The Board of Selectmen hereby declares that 
it would have passed this Ordinance and each section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause and phrase thereof, irrespective of 
the fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sen- 
tences, clauses or phrases be declared unconstitutional.

Report of Board of Education. 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Board of Education herewith submits its report 
for the year ending December 31, 1929 and with it the re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools and the heads of the 
various departments. 

The year passed has been one of progress and the con- 
dition of your school system, entrusted to our care, is funda- 
mentally sound. We feel the schools are on a plan above that 
of last year. For details as to the accomplishments of each 
department and the projects being carried on we refer you 
to the reports of the department heads. 

The question of finances is always vital, and a question 
which, quite frequently creates considerable interesting in- 
vestigation on the part of the citizens; and justly so, for 
they in the final analysis are the ones to whom we look 
for our support. 

A glance at the school budget for the year 1930 dis- 
closes an increase over that of last year. This is readily 
comprehended as being perfectly natural and to be expected 
when one analyze the situation as it exists. This increase 
is due to several factors, principal among which are the fol- 
lowing: 1. The school year, in years past too brief, has 
been lengthened thirteen days. This means an additional 
cost for transportation, salaries of teachers, janitors serv- 
ices and maintainances. 2. Each year the salary of teach- 
ers who have not reached the maximum is automatically 
increased. 3. The constant growth of our high school 
must, as we all are aware, increase the teacher-load. The 
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only solution for this condition is the addition of another 
teacher in September, if we wish to maintain the high 
standard of our instruction and the standing of our educa- 
tional system. 4. We have been petitioned by a large 
number of residents who are not naturalized citizens to 
inaugurate a department in our schools which has never 
been conducted in East Bridgewater before, Americaniza- 
tion. This projects has been investigated thoroughly and 
we feel, as does the State Department that, though there 
is no law making obligatory the establishment of this 
course, our duty is clearly outlined and -we must, in the best 
interest of community, state and nation, extend to these 
people who are interested in becoming citizens the privilege 
and opportunity of so doing. 

This increase in the school budget is appreciated by 
none of the citizens more than those who are members of 
the Board of Education. We are all taxpayers and all feel 
the burden if an increase in the expenditures of our town 
departments, but we cannot sacrifice the training of those 
who are to be the future citizens, and rulers of this com- 
munity and nation. 

One hears much about the expenditures of the School 
Department, which by some are considered to be on the 
verge of extravagance. For the enlightenment of our towns- 
people we wish to quote from statistics compiled by the 
State Department of Education :— 

The cost per pupil for education in East Bridgewater is 
$78.95, which is $20.10 below the average for the State of 
Massachusetts, and $3.06 lower than the per child annual 
cost for 1928. This decrease in per capita cost does not con- 
firm the unauthoritative statements of increased costs of 
schools nor does it justify the use of such unfounded mathe- 
matical calculations as one is wont to hear.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Board of Education of East Bridgewater: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present to you my second annual 
report. 

The year passed has been one of accomplishment. The 
same studies and the same methods have been pursued, with 
such additions and modifications as experience and the 
science of education have suggested and local peculiarities 
demanded. On the whole, in my judgment, more work has 
been done during the past twelve months than in the year | 
preceeding, and it certainly has suffered no deterioration in 
quality. 

A considerable portion of my last report was devoted 
to a consideration of the congested conditions which exist 
generally throughout our school system and to the ad- 
vantages of a consolidated, graded system. It seems un- 
necessary and unprofitable to traverse the same ground 
again so soon. Suffice to say, the same conditions exist, only 
in a more acute state. The enrollment in the schools of the 
town in September 1929, was 858, an increase of 52 pupils 
over the corresponding enrollment of last year. 

The attendance for the year, as a whole, has been better 
than that of previous years. This improvement has, no 
doubt, been due in no small measure to the careful super- 
vision and efficient performance of duty of our supervisor 
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of attendance. Punctuality and promptness are important 
factors in education and should be emphasized throughout 
all the grades. Satisfactory academic work cannot be done 
by the teacher without good attendance and punctuality on 
the part of the pupil. In this respect the parents have a 
very important duty to see that the child does not remain 
at home needlessly, but that he attends school regularly, 
and, furthermore, is there on time. Being prompt and regu- 
lar in school attendance not only means that the pupil will 
take a greater interest in his work and do work of a more 
superior grade, but it also means that a habit is being 
formed, which will be of inestimable value throughout his 
life. ? 


It is to be feared that the average citizen fails to ap- 
preciate the all pervading influence of the school. From the 
earliest infancy of our state, the legislature has fostered 
and encouraged the public school. Beginning with the first 
enactment of 1642, based upon the principle that “Educa- 
tion is a matter of the deepest possible importance and the 
greatest possible interest to all nations and to all communi- 
ties, and that as such it is, in an eminent degree, deserving 
of the peculiar attention of the State,’ almost every year 
has witnessed some legislation extending it’s scope or in- 
creasing its resources, until, at the present time, it’s 
blessings, like the air we breathe and the water we drink, 
are in danger of being forgotten and unappreciated from 
their universality. 


This policy, consistently followed for almost three cen- 
turies by the legislative department of our commonwealth, 
is in no way due to philanthropic or charitable motives. Our 
ancestors were not men addicted to reckless expenditure or 
indiscriminate almsgiving, nor have their descendents de- 
generated in these particulars. They understood that the 
state can make no better investment than furnishing its 
citizens the means of raising themselves above the levels 
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of vice and ignorance. Their action was dictated by the 
soundest business judgment and the most profound po- 
litical economy. “The State educates children and youth, 
not for their own sake, but for it’s own sake; and it has no 
collective interest or need of more intense importance than 
the advanced culture of an even larger proportion of those 
who shall be citizens.” 


What could less resemble the colonists of New England 
than the heterogeneous mass which constitutes the greater 
part of immigration? These are the elements of which a 
nation has to be made; without roughly assailing, too, the 
veneration immigrants feel for any former national or re- 
ligious customs, all must be Americanized as fast as pos- 
sible, so that they shall not have the slightest inclination to 
constitute nations within a nation, but shall all have become 
Americans and be proud of being so. What is the cause of 
this wonderful transformation? What instrumentality in- 
fuses American blood into these thousands of people? Every 
statesman will tell you “It is the public schools.” The school 
in the United States is, above all, a national institution; it 
forms not only men, but American citizens. It is, as it were, 
a social mould of wonderful power; whatever be the ele- 
ments thrown in, only Americans can ever come out of it. 


That the country has become, and that it remains what 
it is, is literally due to the public schools. 

A distinguished foreigner after a careful study of our 
schools says, “one notable sight has attracted universal at- 
tention,—the steady march of millions from many lands 
into this land of promise and hope.’ A more astonishing 
sight, however, has been the safe and comparatively speedy 
absorption of these multitudes intc the American nation- 
ality. 

If there could not be such a fusing of the diverse ele- 
ments, so that the many become one, the vast immigration 
would be fatal to the republic. Here again we perceive the 
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usefulness, the absolute necessity of the public school. The 
essential work of ‘unifying heterogeneous elements is 
chiefly the work of the public schools. This institution an- 
tagonizes none, but embraces all, and harmonizes and unites 
all; and it is through its agency mainly, that the motto of 
America is realized in a larger and sublimer sense than the 
founders of the republic ever imagined. The national 
escutcheon might well bear the design of a schoolhouse in 
connection with the legend “E Pluribus Unum.” 


I recommend the establishment of an evening school 
for thee:purpose of conducting classes in Americanization, 
and that the sum of $350 be added to the budget for the 
school year of 1930 to be used in conjunction with a similar 
- sum donated by the State Department of Education for the 
purpose of establishing this school. 


The public school is emphatically a democratic institu- 
tion: in any form of government it is a desideratum: in a 
republic it is a necessity. Since we must in the interests of 
self-preservation have the school, it behooves us to see that 
we have the best. What, then, are the essential requisites 
of a good school? Ample supplies of modern textbooks and 
apparatus, efficient and capable teachers, intelligent super- 
vision are all necessary but of equal importance are ade- 
quate, hygienic and accessible school houses. 

The citizens of East Bridgewater are earnestly urged 
to adopt a definite course of action relative to adequate 
housing facilities along the lines recommended by the re- 
port of the special committee, a report reflecting ex- 
haustiveness of study, intelligent observation and present- 
ing a sensible, practicable and foresighted solution of our 
problem. 

As the great Louis is said to have exclaimed: “I am 
the state,” so can the teacher, but with a far better right, 
say “I am the school.” The most thoroughly planned course 
of study, the most modern methods of teaching, and the 
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most careful supervision can be rendered inane and use- 
less by a poor teacher; while on the other hand, the good 
teacher will render effective whatever good there is in the 
most meager course of study and in the most antiquated 
methods, in spite of the most slipshod sort of supervision. 

The best is the cheapest; in teaching, as in all other 
pursuits, the poor is dear at any price. 

In these days of educational achievement the qualifica- 
tions for a teacher are much higher than they were in times 
past, when a fair amount of common sense supplemented 
by common school education was supposed to furnish suffi- 
cient capital to warrant anyone’s entering the teachers’ 
ranks, and, assuredly, these qualifications are not unreason- 
able to require in those who are to have in so large a mea- 
sure the training of our children fcr a term of years. 


We are very fortunate to have in East Bridgewater an 
efficient, conscientious and capable corps of teachers in our 
school system. It will be impossible for us to retain these 
teachers in service unless we make our recompense for so 
noble a work adequate. “It will cost a great deal’; it cer- 
tainly will increase the amount of the salary list somewhat, 
but money is valuable, not in itself, but for what it will 
buy; and what better commodity can we buy than skilled 
instruction for our children. Moreover, during the past five 
years there has been a very decided increase in the size of 
salaries paid teachers throughout the state, while we have 
been at a standstill in this respect or paying slightly more 
than we did at that time. 

We cannot hope to secure or to retain teachers of abil- 
ity, unless we give an equivalent for the duty they perform. 
“Fhe laborer is worthy of his hire.” 


In this connection let me say a few words relative to 
that long suffering and unappreciated class of teachers, the 
grammar school teachers. 

In years past and possibly in some cases at the present 
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time an idea has existed that the grammar school, particu- 
larly the primary department, does not measure up in im- 
portance to the more advanced grades. If at any time in the 
children’s school life, skilled training, experience, and dis- 
cretion in his instructor are required, it is, assuredly, at the 
outset of these first years. Habits ef attention, study, and 
thought are learned, which will endure throughout life. The 
most consumate tact and a genuine love of the work, aided 
by the most thorough training and the most painstaking 
study of individual children, alone can insure these habits 
being rightly formed. 


I recommend that the maximum salary of the gram- 
mar school teachers be $1300 a year, an increase of $50 per 
teacher and for this purpose a sum equivalent to cover the 
same be included in the annual budget. 


The standardization of basal text-books throughout 
our entire school system is rapidly being accomplished. 
This is a task which requires much study, research and ex- 
tended investigation. We hope to have this objective ac- 
complished by the end of the present school year. Simul- 
taneously, we are approaching our aim mentioned in last 
years report relative to reorganization of curriculum. With 
the completion of the writing of our new courses of study, 
the aims and objectives of each grade-subject and of each 
year will be clearly defined. Then it will be our endeavour 
to arrange and establish a study and recitation program, 
having specific time allotments applicable to all schools 
and every grade in the system. This is truly attempting the 
impossible task under our present conditions of housing, 
but even under such conditions, the results will be gratify- 
ing and justify our labors. 

The exhibit of work carried on by the various clubs, of 
projects directed by the teachers throughout the system, 
and the display of general scholastic achievement held last 
spring in the High School building was successful in at- 
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tracting more than one hundred and fifty parents and citi- 
zens. This enthusiastic display of interest has prompted us 
to hold another general exhibit which will be conducted at 
the High School building on Wednesday, April 9. 


The work in music is being carried on under the able 
direction of Mr. Luther Churchill. Those who are acquainted 
with Mr. Churchill need not be told of the interest he takes 
in training the pupils in this phase of school work. Both 
teacher and pupil work in harmony and the best results are 
attainable. I refer you to the report of the music supervisor 
for a detailed account of this department. 

Since last fall the work in drawing has been directed 
by a supervisor, Miss Emma Lennon. Inasmuch as drawing 
had not been taught in a systematic manner and by a super- 
visor, it seemed quite a task, but Miss Lennon has proved 
equal to the demand and already there is much enthusiasm 
displayed in this subject. For particulars concerning draw- 
ing I refer you to the report of the supervisor. 

The spirit of loyalty, of cooperation and of energetic 
application to the task at hand displayed by the teaching 
corps of East Bridgewater deserves special mention. No 
aim, however great or small, can be attained; no problem, 
however difficult or easy of solution can be solved; no last- 
ing, beneficial result obtained unless there is esprit de corps, 
a willingness and desire to work together, a singleness of 
aim. During my service in East Bridgewater this eager co- 
operation of the educational staff has been marked. For 
this I am truly grateful and to this I attribute the strides 
we have made, however slight some may consider them. 


During the time I have been with you I have had the 
pleasure of meeting parents and citizens of the town in 
school and elsewhere, but in glancing over the school reg- 
isters one finds that very few parents visit our schools every 
term or annually. This is a busy world, but it is surely 
worth while to know the place and condition of affairs 
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where your child spends five hours every day for so many 
years of his life. The home and the school are closely con- 
nected and one should be the complement of the other. The 
parent should know and see the teacher in the classroom, 
and, if possible, the teacher should know the child in his 
home. With the proper relationship established here, many 
difficulties would be done away with and results in school 
work would follow. Let me assure the parents and citizens 
that they will be cordially received in our schools. 

A few needs of the school system have been mentioned 
which of necessity mean an increase in our school budget. 
In addition to these I would make the following recommen- 
dations for your scrutiny and study so that at some future 
date, if the opportunity presented itself, they might be- 
come actualities, 

1. The equipping of the High School with indi- 

vidual lockers. 

2. That repairs on the High School be made, i. e. 
tinting the walls and painting the window 
stools and frames. 

3. Physical education for all students carried on 
under the direction of a physical director. 

4. Adoption of the building program with organi- 
zation on the 6—3—=3 plan. 


I wish to express my hearty appreciation to the Board 
of Education, parents, teachers and students for aS sup- 
port extended to me and my endeavors. ,

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ANNUAL REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. James G. Reardan, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Reardan: 


The following statement is. respectively submitted as 
my first annual report as principal of the East Bridgewater 
High School. 

In attempting during the last four months to carry out 
the aims and general purposes upon which our school sys- 
tem is founded: namely the educating and character build- 
ing of our younger generation, I want to first of all express 
my appreciation of the whole hearted cooperation extended 
to me by the school authorities, teachers, pupils, and all 
fellow citizens whom I have had the pleasure of dealing with 
on school affairs. “In union there is strength” can hardly 
be typified more aptly than in the functioning of a business © 
such as we are privileged to be engaged in. 

In making out a workable program or schedule of 
classes at the beginning of the year for the 210 students 
enrolled in the High School, some of the more important 
problems to be found were, how to properly locate in 
separate rooms, classes having recitations, how to segre- 
gate the study pupils throughout the day, and how to cor- 
rectly seat the four classes in home rooms with a minimum 
of discomfort. Similar difficulties have arisen in the past, 
but this year the situation has become more acute consider- 
ing the increased enrollment of pupils, the addition of new 
courses in free hand drawing and craft work, additional 
classes in domestic science; an extra class in biology and 
first year algebra, and the general increase in the size of all 
classes. 
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The above adverse situations have been met with some 
degree of efficiency, thanks to the cooperation of both tea- 
chers and pupils and especially the willingness of some to 
work under rather trying conditions. The assembly hall 
has been turned into a study hall for six periods of the day, 
and although ample room is provided for seating, inadequate 
provisions have been resorted to for those who wish to 
write. For two days of the week the gymnasium, with prac- 
tically no facilities, has to be used by classes in drawing 
and craft work. A high-grade of work is being done here, 
but this could be greatly enhanced were it not for time lost 
in collecting material before and after classes and the ne- 
cessity of working under adverse conditions. The problem 
of home room arrangement has beer temporarily solved for 
this year by placing the overflow from the freshman and 
sophomore classes into the typewriting and bookkeeping 
rooms respectively. Special arm chairs have been added to 
the junior and senior rooms. 


_ By starting our school day 10 minutes earlier and end- 
ing 17 minutes later we have been able to introduce an extra 
period in the morning. This special period does away with 
any confusion in regard to changing the bell schedule be- 
cause of assemblies and chorus work. This situation also 
more adequately meets the requirements of our College 
Board requirements by not shortening periods and naturally 
makes for a more efficient administration of duties by all. 
The reaction of both teachers and pupils to this change 
has been most commendable. 


Despite any physical handicaps our teachers are doing 
a high degree of work in the teaching of regular courses to 
be found in our well balanced curriculum. All are making 
an honest effort to inculcate within our pupils those many 
attributes which go together to make staunch broadminded 
citizens. . 

I find our school publication, the Students’ Pen, in a 
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flourishing condition. Much credit is due both pupils and 
teachers who have worked so arduously towards publishing 
the first issue—the Christmas number. It is through such 
a medium as this that many pupils find an outlet for a 
practical application of their school work, especially along 
language lines. 

Fine progress is being made by our musical groups in 
the High School. It is rather to be deplored, however, that 
more pupils have not availed themselves of the opportunity 
of receiving valuable training in the orchestra and also 
helping to further the work already started by a few. 

Some of our teachers are either taking graduate work 
or are planning to enter advanced classes this coming 
Spring. It is needless to say that such a step on the part of 
our educators and its subsequent beneficial results will be 
reflected in the advancement of our pupils. 

The athletic situation is in a healthy condition with 
efficient instruction available for both our girls and boys. 
Here again, however, the need of space, time, and equip- 
ment is keenly felt. Without these latter factors present, 
athletic instruction must be meted out to a few rather than 
to the whole student body as is the ideal situation. 


The teams this Fall have shown a fine spirit on the field 
and off, both in victory and defeat. After all the main pur- 
pose of competitive play in the school is the building of a 
strong mind and body and without these two objects in view 
our athletic accomplishments are all for naught. 


Occasionally we find the medium sized high school 
supporting athletic teams capable of competing on an equal 
footing with larger schools, but in the long run we should 
look to those of our own numbers for competition. With this 
thought in mind I am happy to announce that beginning 
with our baseball schedule of 1930 we will become a member 
of the South Shore League composed of High Schools all of 
which have approximately our own enrollment. 
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As a matter of great pride and interest to many of our 
citizens it might well be known that the $1500 quota of the 
Sylvanus Cook Packard-Alumni-Citizens Scholarship Fund 
was attained last Spring and the first award of $75, consist- 
ing of the interest money on this amount for one year has 
been forwarded to Mildred Edson of the 1929 graduating 
class. 

Much more could be said regarding the aims and aspira- 
tions which we cherish for the betterment of our pupils and 
the results to be attained. In the final analysis, however, 
they are the ones who in the years to come can better tell 
the story of how their lives have been influenced by our 
teachings.

ANNUAL REPORT OF ALLEN SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools of East Bridgewater, 
Mr. James G. Reardan: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Principal 
of the Allen School. 


The work at the school has been carried on as in previ- 
ous years with a threefold purpose in mind at all times, 
namely health, a maximum of scholastic attainment, ac- 
cording to individual ability, and happiness for each child 
here enrolled. These three are so closely interwoven, one

with the other, that one cannot be attained or fail to be 
attained without seriously affecting one or both of the 
others. On the health of a child depends his constant and 
uninterrupted attendance at school, thereby directly in 
many cases determining his degree of success in his studies. 
As in other years the failure of promotion, in several in- 
stances may be directly traced to failure in regular attend- 
ance. We realize that there are absences which are abso- 
lutely unavoidable, but too often a trifling indisposition is 
used as an excuse for a holiday. In our classrooms we find 
too many children whose health is seriously being affected 
by irregular habits of eating and sleeping. Time and again 
an apparently indifferent and often times an unruly child 
is found to be a child getting too little sleep or the wrong 
kind of food. Through our club work and our hygiene 
classes we endeavor to teach the children correct health 
habits and we appreciate greatly the cooperation we are re- 
ceiving from the homes of many of our pupils. 


Miss Ruth Evans, our new school nurse, has been most 
helpful in our school health work, carrying on the work of 
her predecessor in the same competent manner. Each day 
she visits the building, inspecting classrooms and giving 
advice on matters requiring trained attention. She has made 
many home visits, often bringing us information that has 
enabled us to have a better understanding of the individual 
chalet 

In connection with the subject of health it seems well 
to mention the subject of the mid-morning milk service and 
the noon lunch. Many children avail themselves of these 
advantages, but there are still many whose health examina- 
tions show them to be seriously underweight, who are not 
at the present time having this extra nourishment. Our 
records at school, as well as reports by state and national - 
councils, prove beyond the question of a doubt that these 
lunches at these times directly improve the physical condi- 


tion and scholastic work of a child. Mr. A. R. Parker’s gen- 
erosity in providing us with milk for cases into which the 
financial question enters is much appreciated. We would 
urge parents of children who are underweight to give this 
matter serious consideration. 


The Allen School has been extremely fortunate in 
maintaining a stability in its teaching personnel. This has 
been possible because so many of our teachers claim resi- 
dence in East Bridgewater. But the time will eventually 
come when we shall have to refill vacated positions. In days 
gone by the fact that we had a thirty-six week year was 
an inducement to candidates to except a position with us 
rather than to accept a position in a place paying a larger 
salary with a longer school year. With the addition of three 
weeks to the school term the inducement of a shorter school 
year is lost and we are forced to take inexperienced teachers 
into our force. Fifty dollars has been added to the maximum 
salary of the elementary grade teacher, but this addition 
is not commensurate with the extended period of service 
required. If the efficiency of our staff is to be maintained, 
a further increase in the salary of our grade teachers is 
obviously indicated. 


We are still trying to carry on an adequate Junior High 
School programme under the serious handicap of improper 
housing and an insufficient teaching force. All prominent 
educators in the Junior High field stress the impropriety of 
placing the Junior High School in any available building re- 
gardless of type, and the undesirability of placing these 
boys and girls of adolescent years in the building with ele- 
mentary grade pupils. To provide a suitable education for 
those pupils who cannot excel in academic pursuits we 
should have workrooms of various types for both boys and 
girls. An auditorium is very much needed for the use of 
Junior High School pupils. This year we have been holding 
assemblies for the eighth grade in which each pupil has 
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had a chance to participate. This has had to be limited to 
the eighth grade because of the insufficient seating capacity 
of any one room. In a school equipped with an assembly hall, 
pupils could be included in these programmes which fur- 
nish such fine opportunities for the development of leader- 
ship and the right kind of citizenship. 


We have been most fortunate in the year past to have 
had the unpaid services of Mr. Emmett O’Connell, a train- 
ing teacher from Bridgewater Normal School, in the teach- 
ing of physical exercise for the boys of the eighth grade. 
We have been allowed the use of the High School gymna- 
sium, for which we are properly grateful, but much valu- 
able time has been lost in passing to. and from the High 
School and this added to the inconvenience arising from 
the location, especially in inclement weather, detracts from 
the efficiency which would be ours had we a gymnasium 
in our own building. Our sewing classes have also been held 
in the High School building. Here again there has been the 
unavoidable waste of time; too great a waste for a class 
meeting but once a week. 


For the pupils desiring a purely academic course we 
should be offering a wider range of subjects, with a choice 
of curricula. We cannot do this with the present teaching 
staff as each teacher is carrying a capacity teaching load. 
The use of makeshifts in carrying on our programme has 
sharpened our ingenuity, but the time for the use of make- 
shifts should come to a close so that the work required in 
an up-to-date Junior High School may be done with a 
greater degree of efficiency. 

The only solution for the many problems confronting 
us in the Junior High School is the speedy solution of the 
housing problem on which we are now engaged. 

The overcrowding at the Allen School this year has 
been in Grades, I, II, III, IV and V. In the first grade it was 
necessary to place the pupils on half-time schedule. In each 
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of the portable buildings, housing Grades III, IV and V, we 
have forty-three children. The use of half-time for the first 
grade, and the use of portable buildings is no disgrace, but 
when we use the half-time policy for four consecutive years, 
and a portable building in the same spot for fifteen years, 
it is most certainly a serious charge against the educational 
policy of a town. 


School banking has been carried on again this year in 
- cooperation with the East Bridgewater Savings Bank. This 
is not.as thriving an enterprise as we should like to see it 
become. Even a penny is an acceptable deposit on Thursday 
mornings and we have the feeling that many pennies ex- 
pended for gum or candy might well be converted into a 
saving deposit. 

We are justly proud of our 4-H clubs at the Allen 
School. This year the spirit of club work has received a 
new impetus through the addition of three new local lead- 
ers. Last year we had the honor of sending two county 
champions to the State camp at M. A. C. Not every mem- 
ber of a club can become a champion, but through this club 
work we are teaching more than the actual knowledge of 
how to do things; we are teachings boys and girls to stick 
to the job which they start and that if they fail once, they 
must try again and again, until their best has been attained. 
Club work also gives training in leadership and good sports- 
manship, qualities so much needed in the present day and 
age. 

The Junior Red Cross has been active again this year. 
We filled and sent our quota of Christmas boxes and report 
for the sixth consecutive year 100% enrollment. 

On December 31st, there were three hundred seven 
pupils enrolled at the Allen School. Of these there were, by 
actual count, seventy-one coming from homes in which 
practically no English was spoken. Many of the difficulties 
encountered by these children in the classroom are language 
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difficulties. Five hours in the schoolroom cannot hope to 
counteract the habits of speech acquired in many hours in 
the home. It was deemed wise to omit the classes in Amer- 
icanization for this year. We who deal with these children 
whose parents would be instructed in classes of this kind 
feel that our public schools would receive a great indirect 
benefit from this instruction. 

Before closing this report the teachers at the Allen 
School and I wish to express to the parents of East Bridge- 
water our deepest appreciation of their codperation in all 
matters pertaining to our school.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Mr. James G. Reardan, Superintendent of Schools, 

East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my first report on the music in the 
public schools of East Bridgewater: 

The music course in the schools has been changed and 
we are now using the Music Education Series. This series 
was edited by four of the leading educators of school music: 
Dr. Thaddeus P. Giddings, Director of School Music in 
Minneapolis, Minn.; Will Earhart, Director of Schoo] Music 
in Pittsburgh, Penn.; Ralph L. Baldwin, Director of School 
Music in Hartford, Connecticut and Elbridge W. Newton, 
noted composer of songs for children. The Music Education 
Series has three significant features,—the Songs, the teach- 
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ing plan and the Music appreciation. The songs are graded 
from rote songs to the classics and planned so that in each 
grade the children will sing songs which appeal to them at 
their particular age. The teaching pian is made easy by the 
placing of songs in order of difficulty. This series of music 
books affords the opportunity for establishing a teaching 
plan so that the outlying schools will get the same lessons 
as the grades of the Allen School. Of course the results will 
not be exactly the same on account of lack of time, i. e., in 
a school where there are four grades, the work is divided 
in two parts (Grade 1 and 2, Grade 3 and 4), each part re- 
ceiving about ten minutes each day of music, while at the 
' Allen School the grades have about a half hour. This trouble 
cannot be overcome in any way except through a centralized 
school system. Nevertheless, we are working to perfect the 
children in these schools so that they will be as far advanced 
as possible when they come to the Allen School. 


I have done very little with music appreciation as I 
have felt that I ought to take all the time I have in building 
up the music reading which will be very valuable to the 
children when they reach High School. 


A Junior High School orchestra has been organized 
and we have twelve pieces including six violins, two cellos, 
two trumpets, one clarinet and a piano. I have also spent a 
great deal of time in interesting parents in giving their 
children lessons on instruments which they choose. In this 
way we shall have a nucleus for an excellent High School 
orchestra later on. 

The High School orchestra is composed of six violins 
and a piano. The only work that can be done with violins 
and piano, is quartette and sextette arrangements of the 
classics. We are doing quartette arrangements at present 
and find that it gives the members of the orchestra excel- 
lent training in intonation, nuance and time. 

The Glee Clubs and chorus at the High School have 
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grown. The chorus numbers one hundred thirty, Girls’ Glee 
Club about forty and Boys’ Glee Club about twenty. There 
seems to be an abundance of enthusiasm in the chorus work 
and a willingness to work hard to accomplish good ensemble. 
Some unaccompanied chorus numbers have been done with 
very good effect and with excellent expression. 

The entire student body at the High School is taking a 
course, by means of the radio, in music appreciation. The 
course is conducted by Mr. Walter Damrosch and a sym- 
phony orchestra. This is an excellent thing as it gives the 
boys and girls a better idea of music. Many things which 
are generally misunderstood have been already explained 
by Mr. Damrosch, such as the meaning of certain musical ~ 
terms, the different forms of dances and other interesting 
musical data which would never have reached most of these 
girls and boys except in this way. I wish to thank you and 
Mr. Cheever in making possible this most important work. 

In closing this report I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion to you and the school committee for your kindly recep- 
tion of suggestions and co-operation on all projects. I wish 
also to thank the teachers in all the schools for their splen- 
did cooperation and help in each individual problem. In 
some cases the work has not progressed as rapidly as I 
would like but I believe that in general the result obtained 
has been very good.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF ART 


Mr. James G. Reardan, Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Mass. 


Dear Sir: 


It is an honor to submit my first annual report as su- 
pervisor of art in the schools of East Bridgewater, Mass. 
Judging from results, this year’s work has been very suc- 
cessful. The helpful co-operation of the teachers has been 
a tremendous aid in attaining this success and has been 
greatly appreciated. 

The work in September started with lettering and na- 
ture drawing. This latter was developed into design and 
applied to Christmas projects which varied considerably in 
the different grades and schools. Since Christmas the work 
in the lower grades has beén mainly figure drawing and in 
the upper grades curvilinear, parallel and angular perspec- 
tive. This will continue with figure drawing in all the 
grades and principles of design and color which will be ap- 
plied to design and poster problems. 

Drawing as a subject in the primary grades is treated 
as a science and not as something to be done well only by 
talented children. One-half of the time is devoted to rep- 
resentation and the remainder to design and construction 
which are explained as follows: 


a. The aim of representative drawing is to 
develop a readiness to illustrate ideas however 
crudely, and to cultivate a habit of using drawing 
commonly as a language. 

b. The ultimate aim of design is the devel- 
opment of good taste and the awakening of the 
appreciation of the beautiful: without training, 
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this appreciation comes only to a few. In the lower 
grades, before the child’s aesthetic sense is devel- 
oped, training consists in arousing a lively interest 
in the laws of order as manifested in Nature and 
in manufactured objects of our every day world, 
and leading the child to the joy of using these or- 
derly arrangements as the basis of his own crea- 
tive attempts to achieve pleasing and satisfactory 
results. 


ec. Construction work is for the purpose of 
increasing manual skill, forming habits of accu- 
racy and neatness, and developing the pupil’s 
power of expression. 


During the term, there has been a steady increase in 
the child’s drawing vocabulary and in the skill with which 
he uses his tools. Free expression and directed observa- 
tion are the two methods of procedure used in teaching. 
At the end of primary school, the children should be able 
to represent people in many activities with a general regard 
for proportion and with the suggestions of surroundings 
in which the action takes place: such as buildings, vehicles, 
toys, landscape and: animals that come within the child’s 
experience in actual life or reading. Technique and accu- 
racy of drawing naturally follow as the result of this train- 

ing and are developed in the upper grades. 


The art work in the high school has been taken up 
along the same steps as in the grades developing at the 
same time a deeper understanding and appreciation for the 
beautiful. I am endeavoring to bring the children along 
step by step through the grades so that on reaching high 
school they will be able to develop and execute works of art 
both in drawing and craft with much skill. 


The chief aim of these courses is to raise the standard 
of taste through the study of principles which are embodied 
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in all art and which make up the environment of every day 
life. I wish to extend my sincere thanks to all those who 
have helped to make this work possible and hope that in 
the future we shall continue along the same interesting 
pursuance that we have this past year.

About all schools have been visited every two weeks 
and most of the children seem to like to attend school, and 
most of the parents are willing to do their duty in seeing 
that they attend regularly. 

The teachers do not send the Officer after a child if it 
is otherwise possible to find a good reason for their absence. 
I have found all the teachers very willing to assist me in 
the performance of my duty. 

I would suggest that all parents warn their children to 
keep off the highways as much as possible, and am very 
proud to say we have not had a child killed by a motor 
vehicle. 

The Allen School is the “Model School”, each pupil 
keeping off our highways going and coming from each ses- 
sion, and with our Safety Committee helping us I think 
next year our outlying schools will also be Model Schools. 

I am going to recommend that all school busses be 
marked so as to inform all operators that they must slow 
down when approaching same.

- ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Reardan and Members of the School Committee: 


During the year 1929, three different school nurses 
have carried on the work. Under those conditions, and from 
the interpretation of their records, I submit the Annual Re- 
port of the work done by them and me. 

During the year the pupils in the elementary grades 
were weighed and measured four times. High School pupils 
were weighed twice. In the elementary grades a better 
standard of weight was noticed with a large majority show- 
ing much improvement during the year. This I think can 
be traced to better food, rest, and health habits observed 
by the children. The corrections of the physical defects, 
which were more than the previous year also aided the 
children in attaining a better average weight. High School 
records showed only a slight improvement in weight cor- 
rection. It is the same elsewhere in the state, for statistics 
show that it is with this adolescent group that there is 
much underweight, also a high percentage of Tuberculosis 
mortality and morbidity. 

Several trips were made to the Eye and Ear Infirm- 
ary, Mass. General Hospital, Children’s Hospital, Brockton 
and Goddard Hospitals. These trips were made for the cor- 
rection of physical defects. 

During the winter and spring, record shows 15 cases 
of chicken pox, 3 cases of whooping cough, 17 cases of 
mumps, 2 cases of scarlet fever, and 18 cases of measles. 
There also was the average number of cases of impetigo, 
pediculoses, ring worm, etc., which necessitated the custom- 
ary exclusions. 

The Second Toxin-Antitoxin Clinic as planned for 
Spring 1929 was postponed because of the Small Pox Epi- 
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demic in Middleboro. We are looking forward to the clinic 
this coming Spring, at which time all those who did not 
avail themselves of the splendid immunization treatment 
against Diphtheria may do so at that time. 

The third School Clinic was conducted by Dr. Schorrer. 
The results still showed not a sufficient number to make up 
a Special Class. 

During May all pupils from the third grade up were 
given the Audiometer test by Miss Foley of the Plymouth 
County Hospital Association. All with a sensation unit loss 
of nine were retested. It was found that 17 needed Ear 
Specialist attention. 

During the summer four children went to South Han- 
son Health Camp for 8 weeks. All came back in August 
much improved in health and weight. 

Bubblers have been installed at the Elmwood and West 
Schools which gives all the two-room schools two bubblers. 

A campaign for required vaccination was carried on 
this fall and the response was very good. Thru the co-op- 
eration of the Doctors, teachers, parents and the children 
a large percentage of the 115 unvaccinated pupils were vac- 
cinated. By recommendation of the School Committee cer- 
tificates of exemption are valid for a period of two months. 

17 Dental Clinics with an attendance of 300 were held 
during 5 months of the year (Jan., Feb., Mar., Nov., and 
Dec.,) for the first and second grade children only. Records 
show that 60 children had all work on permanent teeth 
completed and received a Dental Certificate. 


This Fall a Dental Campaign in all the elementary 
grades was launched. Its purpose :— 


1. To correct existing dental defects among school 
children by interesting them in going to their family den- 
tist. 

2. To interest the children in forming the habit of 
keeping the teeth clean. 
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8, To teach the children how and why they should 
care for their teeth. 


The campaign was begun by Dr. Fraser’s examination 
in the class room and showed 484 children with dental de- 
fects. There were only 10% with defects. Each child is 
striving for a Dental Certificate which will be given when 
the defects are corrected and will be signed by the Dentist 
doing the work. 

Dental Clinics for the first and second grade children 
will continue this coming year and will be held in the Teach- 
ers’ Room at the High School.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC ARTS

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Supervisor 
of Domestic Arts in the East Bridgewater High School. 

The General Aim of this course is to teach the child 
High Appreciation of Home Life, Better Standard of Liv- 
ing in Relation to Healthful Bodies. 

The Specific Aim: To teach Correct Technical Proc- 
esses, Habit Formation, Sanitation in the Kitchen and 
Home in General, Personal Cleanliness, Accuracy, Saving of 
Time, Respect and Due Consideration for Parents and older 
members of one’s household. 
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Social Aim: To teach good manners, Effect of Proper 
Foods on Disposition, Sociability gained from eating toge- 
ther; Happiness attained from consuming proper foods and 
final result Good Health. 

The foregoing comprises a condensed plan of the work 
carried on in my department. 

The past year, as in the four previous years, I have 
taught here, has been one of progress in this department 
and is steadily growing both as to enrolment and accom- 
plishments. 

This year for the first time the Juniors are having a 
laboratory class in practical cookery, which they have long 
been anticipating with a very keen interest. This class is 
conducted at the close of the school day. 


The classes have already had actual experience in 
planning, preparing and serving school banquets, a testi- 
monial banquet, serving as waitresses on several public oc- 
casions assisting local organizations and have demon- 
strated their ability in a most capable and efficient manner. 

There are students who are unable to take the course 
because of inadequate facilities, crowded conditions and too 
short a school day. 

We are in hopes of being able to offer the course to the 
Senior class this coming year. 

One of the practical projects of this year’s Sophomore 
class is to serve a luncheon at the close of a regular school 
day to the Superintendent of Schools and the members of 
the faculty. The Junior class is to demonstrate its abilities 
by preparing and serving a banquet to the South Shore 
School Masters’ Association some evening in May at the 
High School Gymnasium. 


The classes are handicapped somewhat by the inade- 
quate equipment. There is need of additional facilities, 
such as a larger stove, a warming table for the Lunch Room 
Cafeteria would be greatly appreciated. The most import- 
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ant need at present is some form of refrigeration. 

The Lunch Room is continuing to furnish in a most ef- 
ficient manner each day at the recess period a very attrac- 
tive and nutritious lunch, which consists of a hot dish, two 
kinds of sandwiches, a dessert, milk and hot cocoa. 

A large percent of the students of the school as well as 
almost the entire faculty are served daily. These lunches 
are prepared and served by me with the aid and assistance 
of twenty-five girls. 

This is splendid training for the girls and they enjoy 
this work very much as is manifested by their splendid 
co-operation. They are given diploma credit toward gradu- 
ation for this work, and their interest is also shown by the 
number who elect the course each year. 7 

In conclusion I wish to state that the Lunch Room has 
been and is functioning on an economtical basis and is self 
supporting. | 

The aim of the Lunch Room is to serve good whole- 
some food at the most reasonable cost to the student. 

Nevertheless the Lunch Room has been able to- earn 
enough to purchase a modern gas range two years ago, and 
this past year earned money to buy two new closets, dishes 
and silverware and also other smal! equipment and acces- 
sories which are used daily. 


I wish to express to the Superintendent of Schools and 
to the Board of Education my sincere thanks for the desk 
which was purchased for my use this year. Also I wish to 
thank you for the new and larger sink equipped with hot 
water. These improvements have been greatly appre- 
ciated by my classes as well as by myself. 


In closing I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Education for their co-operation.

Annual Town Meeting 


Town Hall, March 3, 1930 


Pursuant to the Warrant signed by the Selectmen and 
the Constable’s return, a Town meeting was held at the 
time and place mentioned therein and was called to order 
by Moderator Fred E. Fuller. The warrant was partially 
read, when it was moved and voted to dispense with the 
further readings of the individual articles of the Warrant. 
The Constable’s return was read. The following action was 
taken on articles in the Warrant. 


Article 1. To hear and act upon the reports of the 
Town Officers and Committees. 


Voted: that the reports of Town Officers be accepted 
as printed in the annual Town Report and that begin- 
ing in 1931, the annual Town Report shall contain a 
record of all regular and special town meetings. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate all sums of money 
necessary to pay all Town charges for the ensuing year. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the following sums 
of money for the purposes mentioned. 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of eleven thous- 
and nine hundred ninety dollars and sixty-four cents 
$11,990.64) for general government expenses. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of twelve 
thousand one hundred and thirty dollars ($12,130.00) 
for the protection of persons and property. 
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Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand five hundred twenty-seven dollars and 
thirteen cents ($7,527 13) for health and sanitation. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-two 
thousand dollars ($22,000.00) for highways. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of sixty-nine 
thousand two hundred dollars ($69,200.00) for schools. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of four 


thousand dollars ($4,000.00) for support of the Public 
Library. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) for recreational purposes. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of six thous- 
and and thirty-five dollars ($6,035.00) for unclassified. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of thirteen 
thousand dollars ($13,000.00) for water maintenance. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($150.00) for care of cemeteries. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of five thous- 
and three hundred fifty dollars and twenty-one cents 
($5,350.21) for interest on temporary loans. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of three hun- 
dred thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents ($337.50) for 
interest on general purpose loans. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty 


eight hundred dollars for interest on public service 
loans. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 


five hundred dollars ($2500.00) for payment of prin- 
cipal on general loans. 
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Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00) for the payment of prin- 
cipal on public service loans. 


Voted to appropriate or transfer the following sums. 


Voted to appropriate the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars ($2,000.00) for the hire of a public health nurse. 


Voted to transfer from the Central Street account 
the sum of nineteen hundred dollars ($1,900.00) for the 
payment of notes coming due in 19380. 


Voted to transfer from the Central street account the 
sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be applied 
on Central street loan notes coming due in 1930. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $3,000.00 to be known as the “Reserve Fund,” 
said fund, to be administered by the Finance Committee for 
transfers, to care for extraordinary or unforseen expendi- 
tures. 


Funds for purpose of article provided in budget ap- 
propriation.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 3. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred, a notice 
stating the date and place of the birth, giving the street 
number if any, color and the family name. They shall 
within fifteen days after the birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
' the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the 
names, ages, places of birth, occupations and residences of 
the parents, giving the street number, if there be any, and 
the number of the ward in a city, the maiden name of the 
mother, if the full return is not made within the forty- 
eight hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 
Shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 


Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by section 6, 
is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a birth or 
death, who neglects to do so for ten days after the time 
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limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five dollars for 
each offense. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for re- 
turns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 
midwives who apply therefor.

I herewith submit my annual report of the highway 
department activities for the year 1930, for your consid- 
eration, I feel the highway department has had a very suc- 
cessful year, a great deal has been accomplished in the way 
of improved roads, a number of streets having been re- 
built with gravel and oil which is proving a very satisfac- 
tory road, this kind of work I feel should be continued as 
it developes more or less in permanent roads.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY 
AID TO AGRICULTURE 
1930 


Town cf East Bridgewater 


Through local and county-wide meetings, through the 
preparation and mailing of timely circular letters, through 
the 4-H clubs organized for boys and girls of the county, 
through personal correspondence and by means of individ- 
ual service to farmers and members of their families, the. 
Plymouth County Extension Service during the year 1930 
co-operated with every town in the county in bringing to 
its citizens information regarding agriculture and home- 
making. Approximately fifty-five hundred families in the 
county have received assistance, information, or advice 
from the Extension Service this past year. 


The following paragraphs summarize very briefly some 
of the ways through which the town of East Bridgewater 
was able to take advantage of the service offered through 
this organization. 


Fifty personal visits were paid to farmers in East 
Bridgewater in order to give some information or advice on 
matters affecting their business. Eighty-seven men re- 
ceived regularly letters and bulletins containing agricul- 
information. Many of these men frequently attended the 
various meetings and tours held by the Extension Service. 
The Satucket Herd Improvement Association, many mem- 
bers of which live in East Bridgewater, received the sup- 
port of the county agent. East Bridgewater is one of the 
leading towns of the state in the adoption of modern meth- 
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ods of pasture improvement. Arthur Leland was honored 
by gaining membership in the 300 bushel potato club. 
Speakers were supplied for the Grange and the Garden 
Club, as well as judges for the Grange Fair. During the 
county-wide rat campaign, 65 packages of especially pre- 
pared poisoned bait were supplied at cost to citizens of the 
town. 


This town has had a particularly strong extension pro- 
gram and much credit is due the local extension committee. 
Among the activities may be mentioned two groups in Veg- 
etable Preparation and one in Child Development. Several 
hundred homemakers have either participated directly in 
the program or otherwise received information. The town 
is well represented on our mothers’ service list and in the 
Clothing project. 


During the past year, East Bridgewater continued to 
uphold the standard of its 4-H Clubs. There was a total 
enrollment of 172 in the following clubs: clothing, food, 
garden, handicraft, lunch box, and home decoration. 


The county news writing contest was won by an East 
Bridgewater boy. 


The county food delegate was an East Bridgewater 
girl. 

The president of the lunch box club was invited to 
attend the State 4-H Club Camp as the guest of the Mass- 
achusetts State Club Leader. 


Each club had a local leader and met regularly. 


_ Second prize in the room improvement contest was won 
by one of the girls. This contest is carried through the 
summer months.

Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public 
Library: 


I present herewith the annual report, covering the year 
ending December 31, 1930. 


Circulation 


Unemployment, we feel was largely responsible for our 
greatly increased circulation in 1930. 34,892 books were 
distributed among our readers; this represented an in- 
crease of 11,047 over the previous year. The American 
Library Association states that the annual circulation of 
a library should be at least 5 books per capita. East Bridge- 
water’s circulation was 9.71 books per capita. This un- 
precedented circulation places us in a position exceeded by 
few libraries in the state. In consequence of this increased 
circulation, an obvious problem confronts the library. In 
order to hold the circulation at this high average, additional 
funds must be secured to provide for a more adequate sup- 
ply of books. Emphasis must be placed on the necessity of 
bringing the reference material up to standard, and of add- 
ing popular fiction, magazines, and general literature to sup- 
ply the public demand. 


The System 


Beginning in 1930, a re-arrangement of hours became 
effective, and the library is now open five days each week 
instead of four. The customary Friday opening was dis- 
continued in favor of a Tuesday and Thursday opening; this 
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was done after teachers and pupils to whom the question 
of preference was referred had expressed a desire for more 
mid-week openings. The early opening hour on these addi- 
tional days is to accommodate the pupils who come on a 
school bus, and who otherwise could have little contact with 
the library. The present schedule of hours is as follows: 
Monday, Wednesday, Saturday from 3.00 to 8.00 P. M.:; 
Tuesday and Thursday from 12.30 to 5.00 P. M. 


The public is given free access to the book stacks. That 
this privilege is appreciated is evidenced by the excellent 
order in which the books are left on the shelves. 

The reading-room is much used and is far too small. 
In order to gain space, the curios which were formerly on 
the lower floor are now on exhibition upstairs. 


All books in the library were moved last summer so 
that the juvenile books would be near the windows anc 
in stacks opposite the room which was formerly the 
Trustees’ room. This room is now being used as a children’s 
room, and all juvenile books are charged here. 


Activities 

Seventeen deposits were placed in the public schools 
during the year, and many pupils are working for state 
reading certificates. A record kept of the reference work 
done during the year for school, college, and general bor- 
rowers, shows 418 requests. The Inter-Library Loan has 
proved one of our most important adjuncts in rendering 
this service. 


During the year, one Portuguese and two Italian Li- 
braries were borrowed from the State Library. 


Book Week was observed in November. Other timely 
exhibits were held to draw the attention of the public to 
current literature of especial interest, and, as in the case 
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of our Tercentenary exhibit, to make material of an his- 
torical nature more readily available. 

Due to the increased circulation the library remained 
open during the usual summer vacation period. 


Personnel 


Since the resignation of Miss Marlene Andrews there 
has been no regular assistant librarian. The library has 
been fortunate in having the part time services of Miss 
Grace Curley, Miss Isabelle Odabashian, and Miss Cath- 
erine Fogo. Without the efficient and faithful service of 
the assistants the expansion of the past year would have 
been an impossibility. 


The library suffered the loss of a valued friend and 
Trustee through the death of Mrs. Henry H. Thorndike. 
Mrs. Thorndike gave many years of service to the interests 
of the library, and her loss is keenly felt. Mr. Robert 
Inglee was appointed to fill the vacancy on the Board. 


Recommendations 


The increased circulation provides a serious strain dur- 
ing rush hours, and we feel that, in keeping with the rec- 
ommendation of the State Division of Public Libraries, a 
regular assistant and a part time assistant should be 
added to the library staff. The State Division of Public 
Libraries recommends an assistant for every 20,000 books 
circulated. Our circulation of nearly 35,000 books does not 
permit us to give sufficient attention to our juvenile 
readers. : 


I reiterate the words of Miss Siddall, our former li- 
brarian, that a children’s room must be available when the 
town can afford it. At a nominal cost a children’s room can 
be installed in the basement and an assistant placed in 
charge. With such an addition, a story hour can be held 
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for the children, and here they can be encouraged to use 
a public library and to become acquainted with the best 
books. 


Gifts 


The library has been the recipient of many gifts dur- 
ing the past year. Books and a valuable spoon were given 
by Mr. Alfred Parker; a map was given by Mr. Frederick 
Pierce; a set of “The World’s Best Literature” was donated 
by the Springfield Library Association; and many single 
gifts of books and magazines were welcomed. 


In conclusion I would express appreciation for the 
prompt and friendly help of the assistants, and to the 
Trustees for their co-operation and loyal support in the 
working out of our library problems.

Selectmen’s Report 


During the year 19380 close cooperation of all town 
departments with the Board of Selectmen created a 
spirit of harmony that has made the year one of effici- 
ency. Coordination of departmental activity increases 
the general administration. Each department has at 
times during the year discussed plans with the selectmen 
on contemplated activities of the department and the re- 
sultant undertakings have been extremely satisfactory. 


The major problem of 1930 was unemployment, 
not a local condition alone. The seriousness prompted 
the Governor to issue a call for the appointment of local 
committees on unemployment. This was done and the 
committee appointed has tackled the problem with zest 
and has done highly constructive work. The Board of 
Selectmen to secure general knowledge of the methods 
of handling this problem in other municipalities attended 
conferences of state, city, and town officials at the State 
House in Boston. 


The unemployment situation here, took on a serious 
aspect in September. Many men anxious to work were 
without employment and seeking new employment was 
futile owing to a general economic condition which 
ereated a serious business depression. Calls for aid on 
the town, through the department of public welfare in- 
creased rapidly. The matter was one of grave import. 


With the appointment of the unemployment com- 
mittee, rapid strides were made to alleviate the situation 
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by a constructive program. Opportunity to work was to 
be afforded immediately. A registration system was ar- 
ranged for men unemployed. The conference of the 
selectmen and unemployment committee first decided 
that it would be feasible to perform all town work pos- 
sible, which was necessary, thus doing work of essential 
nature and secondly relieving the economic condition by 
providing work. The survey indicated that the best 
equipped department to use were the highway depart- 
ment and tree warden’s department. Two special town 
meetings to provide funds for this emergency employment 
were held. 

A large force of men was started on the work 
authorized. The rotating system was used, men after 
being classified according to their needs were then given 
a certain number of days work each week. The work 
done has included gravelling of highways, trimming of 
bushes along highways and the trimming of shade trees. 
The work done by the department heads and employees 
has been highly efficient. The necessity for the contin- 
uation of the unemployment program remained until the 
end of the fiscal year and two other special town meetings 
were necessary to raise funds. A woman’s unemployment 
committee was also appointed. 

* One of the most important projects contemplated 
by the Board of Selectmen and which it recommends to 
the voters is the proposed reconstruction of Plymouth 
street from near the junction of Plymouth and Pond 
streets to the Halifax Town Line. : 

The work should be done in accordance with a new 
layout made by the County Commissioners. The old 
route of this street presents numerous dangerous curves 
and is dangerous to auto traffic. The proposed layout 
eliminates this danger by plotting a new course for a con- 
siderable part of the street which will be across private 
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property, rights to which will have to be acquired by the 
Town. The boundary line of the south side of the old 
street in places is the town boundary line with Bridge- 
water. At one point the new location swings the street 
into land now in the Town of Bridgewater. We are 
working to have proper steps taken if possible to have a 
change made in the Town Line to have the new street 
wholly within this town. We trust that these changes 
can be effected early this year. We can secure excellent 
aid terms if the work is done this year. 


With a view to conditions in 1931 we are mindful 
that at the. peak of our unemployment registration in 
1930, 129 men were listed seeking work. It appears that 
this condition will continue for some time and the citi- 
zens should consider this matter faithfully, as it appears 
certain that we shall be cailed upon to provide funds 
this year for work to relieve unemployment. If this 
should happen, such work ought to be done as appears 
certain in the opinion of the voters to be necessary and 
would have to be performed in the course of time at 
least. We advocate work the result of which is of a per- 
manent nature. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to thank the citizens 
for the cordial manner in which they have responded to 
the many calls of this year, notably the Old Home Day 
Observance and unemployment aid.

Report of Board of Education 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Board of Education submits its annual report of 
the condition of your schools for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1930. 


The board organized for the year with Henry L. Moor- 
house as chairman, Frank E. Leslie as secretary and Mrs. 
Anna M. Bannerman as Treasurer. 


Your schools are better organized and the courses of 
study are rapidly being standardized and made uniform 
throughout the school system. Our teachers are more effi- 
ciently prepared to carry out this course of study. 


The crying need of our schools at the present is suffi- 
cient accommodations. The enrollment of the high school 
has reached the highest mark in its history, having two 
hundred and three pupils. This building originally planned 
for one hundred and forty-two is obviously taxed to ex- 
tremes. Classes are conducted regularly in every available 
inch of space, the assembly hall, the gymnasium, the lab- 
oratory, the commercial rooms and the lunch room. 
Teachers and pupils are laboring under the most trying 
and difficult circumstances imaginable and needless to state 
that the unfavourable conditions under which they labor 
must be reflected in the calibre of the finished product. It 
is most difficult for students to study in the same room 
in which a recitation is being conducted and it is accom- 
plishing the impossible to hold classes in the gymnasium. 
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This set of circumstances has existed for the past two 
years and with the entering class of 1931 out-numbering by 
31 the graduating class of this same year, one can readily 
comprehend the problem it presents to the school board and 
teachers. 

The Allen School with capacity for 280 pupils includ- 
ing the portable buildings has an enrollment of 340. This 
building is entirely and absolutely inadequate to accommo- 
date so large a number of pupils. This year as in years past, 
the first grade has had to be sectioned, a two platoon ar- 
rangement, whereby one half of the pupils attend in the 
morning and the other half attend in the afternoon. This 
is made necessary because of the fact that both the first 
and second grades have to be housed in one room and be- 
cause of our large enrollment. Two teachers working in 
the same room with youngsters of such an age, find it very 
difficult to carry on their recitation and seat work to ad- 
vantage. The portable buildings in the rear of the main 
building are inadequate for accommodation and unlivable 
for pupils and teacher. During the cold days the buildings 
cannot be heated and during the warm days they cannot 
be ventilated. This necessitates the transferring of these 
pupils into the main building and the doubling-up of classes 
so that we may have at one time seventy or more pupils in 
the same room or sending of the pupils home for the day. 
This results in a loss of valuable time, means an acceleration 
of proceedure when the pupils return and is in reality a 
very costly policy to continue. Portable buildings are at 
the best only a temporary relief and a makeshift arrange- 
ment. We have had to contend with them for the past 
fifteen years and feel that it is time that something definite 
was done. They are at the present time presenting a prob- 
lem in the matter of maintainance. After being used so 
continuously and being exposed to such rigorous use, as 
school buildings are exposed, they are in very poor phy- 
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sical condition. The roofs are constantly opening up at the 
joints and the side walls are regular in their efforts to sep- 
arate at the section seams. This cannot be remedied, ex- 
cept temporarily, and means a constant expense, annoyance 
and loss of comfort. Both buildings are very much over- 
crowded and are lacking in blackboard space, sanitary priv- 
ileges, effective ventilation and heat. 

The district schools are in every case taxed to capacity 
and each year present a more and more serious problem 
in the matter of upkeep. This year alone we had to place 
roofs on the Eastville and Northville schools in order to 
protect the children from the elements. New stoves had to 
be installed in the Elmwood school in order to heat the 
building and make it livable. The other district schools 
should have new heating equipment and the installation 
will have to be spread over several years so as not to 
materially increase our budget. 

All of these schools present a problem in sanitation and 
though we have made every effort to make the sanitary 
privileges as good as possible our efforts seem to be in vain. 
The lighting is such that on stormy days and many days 
that are not bright out of doors the work of the school is 
seriously interrupted. It-seems to be paradoxical that we 
should expend money to teach health and attempt to incul- 
cate proper habits along these lines and still expose our 
children to these conditions or ills without applying the 
panacea that is within our grasp. 

We have today the same facilities for the housing of 
our pupils that we had in 1920 at which time we were 
crowded and the attention of the townspeople was called 
to the fact that more accommodations should be furnished. 
At that time we had enrolled in our schools 719 pupils while 
today we have more than 825, an increase of over one hun- 
dred students. 

The Board of Education wishes to call the attention of 
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the townspeople to this state of congestion and urges them 
to adopt a plan for adequate accommodations. They are of 
the opinion that the needs of East Bridgewater can best 
be served by the plan of consolidation presented to the town 
last year. This would offer to each pupil the benefits of 
a graded-school system, properly heated and ventilated 
school rooms, healthful surroundings and conditions of san- 
itation and sufficient room for growth for the next ten 
years. By building a large graded-school, the first six grades 
could be housed in one building, the Junior High in the 
Allen School (grades 7, 8 and 9) and the last three grades, 
10, 11, and 12 in the present high school building. Then 
at some later date an addition could be made to the high 
school to accommodate the upper six grades, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 
11 and 12 thus our problem would be solved for all time. 
This plan may seem elaborate but when one thinks it over 
sanely and weighs the results only one conclusion can be 
reached—that it is the best. This consolidation when com- 
pleted would decrease our budget items of janitors service, 
fuel, teachers salaries and administration so appreciably 
that the cost of education, even though our transportation 
cost would be slightly increased, would be reduced. 

This year seems to be the psychological time to attack 
this problem and to accomplish our goal. Building costs 
have been decreased about 25 percent, both in materials and 
labor. Many of our citizens now unemployed, could be given 
employment for a period of several months and all indica- 
tions seem to point toward this method, building, as being 
one of the best in bringing our country back to normalcy. 
Irrespective of the action taken by the citizens, these are 
the conditions that exist and we have done all that is 
humanly possible to give our children the best that is within 
our reach and will continue to do so. 

The board has tried to aid the local unemployment con- 
ditions by having the walls and ceilings of the high school 
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tinted during the vacation period. Six painters, registered 
as such with the unemployment committee, were given a 
weeks work. The work is to be completed by the same 
method during the next vacation. 

The budget for the year 1931 is somewhat more than 
that of 1930. This increase has been made imperative be- 
cause of the following factors—the annual increase of 
teachers salaries, increase in the salaries of the district 
school janitors, the extra work done to improve the physical 
condition of our buildings and to give employment to our 
citizens, the grading of the newly acquired property next to 
the high school, and the addition of a new teacher in our 
elementary schools. We have tried to be, and feel that we 
have been, as economical as possible and know that any ad- 
ditional money asked for is necessary for the successful con- 
duct of our schools.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Board of Education of East Bridgewater, 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your regulations, I herewith submit 
for your consideration the following report of the schools of 
East Bridgewater for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

The year has been marked by a steady growth with 
only essential changes being effected. These changes have 
been a continuance of the policies mentioned in my previous 
reports to standardize our textbooks and to develop a fitting 
and modern course of study. We are still working along 
these lines and hope for larger and more effective results. 
It is my policy to avoid educational frills and fads and to 
recommend for introduction into our school system only 
such things as have been evolved by the best educational 
minds and possess merit. It is our aim to have our courses 
so correlated and our subjects so interlocking that the es- 
sentials and “extras” taught in our schools will help fit the 
boys and girls intrusted to their care to become worthy 
citizens of the state. In all of this there is one important 
element—that we teach the pupils and not the subject. In 
years gone by the demand has been that we teach the sub- 
ject at hand and not the pupil. This method never could 
produce effective results because the interest of the pupil 
was not aroused to the resolute endeavor which he shows 
in his play, without which no system of teaching of facts, 
however orthodox, will ever lead him into the realization 
of his heritage. 
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There have been several changes in the corps of teach- 
ers. Miss Lucina Ellmes tendered her resignation early in 
the summer to accept a more lucrative position in the school 
system of Passaic, New Jersey. Miss Ellmes has served the 
town so long and well that further comment is unnecessary 
at this time. Mrs. Ethel Chandler resigned during the sum- 
mer and by her resignation the school lost a thorough 
scholar and disciplinarian. We bespeak a happy furture for 
both of them. Miss Marlene Andrews, a former teacher, of 
excellent and proven ability, was secured to take Mrs. 
Chandler’s place. Miss Louise Deehan, a graduate of Sim- 
mons College and a teacher in the Dennis High School was 
engaged to take Miss Ellmes’ position and Miss Eula 
Hutchins, a graduate of Boston University and Radcliffe 
College and a teacher in the Sharon High School was added 
to the faculty, and an addition made necessary by our in- 
creased enrollment. Both come highly recommended and 
are doing an unusually high standard of work. 

Mrs. Sybil Ramsey, teacher of history in the Junior 
High School, resigned during the year, having found it nec- 
essary to move to a different section of the state. Miss Eula 
Shaw resigned to be married. We were fortunate to obtain 
two well trained and capable teachers to take their places. 
Miss Mirian Huss, a graduate of M. A. C. succeeded Mrs. 
Ramsey and Miss Verna White, a graduate of Wheaton Col- 
lege, and a teacher in the schools of Westerly R. I., re- 
placed Mrs. Mahoney, who was transferred to Elmwood as 
principal of that school. Miss Gertrude McNamara was 
transfered from Elmwood to the Allen School being placed 
in Miss Shaw’s room. Miss Frances Bannerman, a gradu- 
ate of Wheelock School, was added to our Allen School 
faculty, in order to lessen the teaching load being carried 
by Miss Noyes. In years past this aid was given by Nor- 
mal School trainers which meant a change in teachers for 
the first grade pupils every six weeks. 
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The wisdom of the committee in making this appoint- 
ment has been conclusively demonstrated by the progress 
made by the pupils, due to the efficient work of Miss Ban- 
nerman and the continuity that is possible under the direc- 
tion of a single teacher. These changes have worked out 
very satisfactorily and I feel that we have been particularly 
fortunate in retaining so many of our efficient and success- 
ful teachers. 

This year we have adopted for general use a new and 
more informative method of reporting to parents the grade 
of academic work performed by the pupil. This type of re- 
port card was adopted after much deliberation and study. 
We feel that this card is far superior to the one formerly 
in use for it informs the parent not only of the pupils’ 
specific standing in his subject but also as to his ability to 
improve, his interest, his application and his citizenship. 
Next*year we intend to add to this a small chart on which 
the teacher may graph the pupils ranking in the subject 
and the general class average. Such information is very 
definite and concrete and will enable pupil, parent and teach- 
er to follow the progress or retrogression of each child in 
each subject. 

The reports of previous years have clearly shown to 
the committee and the citizens that the schools of East 
Bridgewater are seriously overcrowded; that it is impos- 
sible to accomplish, in a school in which the teacher must 
handle three or four grades, the results which are readily 
obtained in a graded school system; that the conditions of 
heating, ventilation and sanitation in the district schools 
are inefficient and undesirabtle, and that the costs of main- 
taining such schools are exceedingly high. It seems useless 
to traverse the same ground again so soon but it does seem 
that it is time that the townspeople took active measures to 
remedy these conditions. The exact conditions and needs 
of the schools are known at this time and plans for the 
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satisfaction of these needs should be specifically and speedily 
formulated. 

There arises from time to time the need of calling the 
attention of the parents to the state laws relative to vac- 
cination. I would like to state the law here verbatum so 
that this regulation safeguarding the public health may be 
clearly understood: “An unvaccinated child shall not be 
admitted to a public school except upon presentation of a 
certificate like a physicians certificate required, by section 
one hundred and eighty-three of chapter one hundred and 
eleven.” The rule that “every pupil in attendance at a 
public school, who has been given a certificate by a physi- 
cian stating that such a pupil who fails to renew such cer- 
tificates once in two months, provided, however, that in the 
case of such pupil not be excluded from school until a period 
of two weeks after failing to renew such certificate’ has 
been held to conform to the General Law, c76al5, and 
c111a183 and is not unreasonable, arbitrary or discrimina- 
tory. This law is effective and applicable to all pupils in or 
entering the public schools of East Bridgewater. 

The school exhibit held last year demonstrated to the 
school authorities the interest of the parents in the various 
projects carried on in the schools and in the regular school 
procedure. The attendance of parents and friends, number- 
ing some two hundred persons, was very gratifying. We 
plan to hold another general school exhibit this year and 
urge all the citizens to attend. This visiting of our schools, 
however, should not be confined to the day or days of an 
exhibit. All of our townspeople are invited to visit the 
schools at their convenience, become acquainted with the 
teachers and discuss with them their common problem, the 
rearing of the child. 

The school department, working in conjunction with 
the State Department of Safety and the East Bridgewater 
Safety Committee, has appointed a supervisor of school 
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safety. The duties of this office, being of unquestionably 
vital importance, have been carried out in a most efficient 
and capable manner by our supervisor. The streets have 
lawful school zone areas distinctly marked off in front of 
each school building; crosswalks and caution signs have 
‘been painted on the macadam surfaces; all school buses 
carry signs indicating to approaching motorists that they 
carry precious cargo—our children; talks are given regu- 
larly to the children in all schools by the supervisor, super- 
intendent and teachers on safety and accident prevention. 
We have attempted tc correlate safety education with our 
regular schoolroom procedure and feel that our record of no 
accidents, either fatal or disabling, has most emphatically 
justified our endeavors. 

The evening school, recommended in last years report, 
has been established and is answering a long felt want. 
Classes are being conducted in Americanization and ad- 
vanced work for those boys and girls who have been denied 
the advantages of an education because of economic condi- 
tions. The school continues to grow and at present we have 
enrolled in our three groups fifty-four pupils. Classes are 
held three evenings a week, Monday, Tuesday and Thurs- 
day, from seven until nine o’clock. All residents of East 
Bridgewater wishing to prepare for citizenship or to take 
advanced study in Arithmetic, English, History, Civics and 
Spelling are entitled to attend this school without charge. 

We are also offering courses in union with the State 
Department of Education in many advanced academic and 
vocational subjects. The citizens are cordially invited to 
visit any evening and observe the school in operation. 

The year past has brought unusual demands on our 
school budget in the matter of repairs and maintainence. 
New concrete emergency steps had to be built on each side 
of the High School assembly hall; new chairs had to be pur- 
chased in order to accommodate our high school pupils; new 
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stoves had to be installed in the Elmwood district school; 
the high school domestic science room was retinted and the 
floor painted; the portable buildings were repaired, roofs 
cemented at the seams and painted; new smokestacks and 
vent outlets were placed on the portable buildings; a new 
sceptic tank was built at the Allen School. I have enumer- 
ated the major repairs made during the year most of which, 
were estimated and provided for in last year’s budget. 


Each year the outside schools present a difficult prob- 
lem in the matter of upkeep. This year we will have to 
truss the Beaver school in order to make the floor of the 
building safe. All of the schools, with the exception of the 
Elmwood school, need more effective and efficient heating 
apparatus. The water pipes are constantly freezing and 
breaking, even though the teachers and janitors are careful 
in their supervision of the water supply. The buildings 
should, if we are planning to keep them, have electricity and 
telephones installed. The need of these two necessities can 
readily be appreciated when one has been subjected to the 
poor, eyestraining light of these schools, and when one re- 
alizes that the teacher in time of emergency is obliged to 
rush to a neighboring residence to call the proper authori- 
ties viz. nurse, doctor, fire department or superintendent. 
All of these factors should surely be considered when one 
thinks of the plan of consolidation proposed to the people 
last year. 


The teachers of East Bridgewater are of a very high 
standard. They are well prepared for their work, are in- 
terested in the schools and the welfare of the children, have 
an exceptional professional spirit and have always been 
most cooperative and helpful. It has been a pleasure to 
work with them for they have always accepted constructive 
criticism graciously and been very receptive of suggestion. 


The attention of the board is called to the appended re- 
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Schools and of the various supervisors. 


In closing I wish to thank the teachers, the Board of 
Education and the parents for the generous support ac- 
corded me in the successful accomplishment of my duties.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. James G. Reardan, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 


Dear Mr. Reardan: 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report as 
principal of the East Bridgewater High School. 

A general survey of the past year’s accomplishments 
shows a trend in the right direction towards preparing our 
youth to become better citizens both mentally and physi- 
cally. A generous co-operation by our Board of Education 
and yourself, parents, teachers and pupils has made this 
possible. I can see no reason why there should not be a 
continuance of this same progress in the future. 

Our present curricula of studies is in a healthy state, 
insofar as existing conditions permit and shows only a few 
changes over last year. New courses in commercial law 
and typewriting have been added for Seniors and Sopho- 
mores respectively and commercial arithmetic has been re- 
located under the list of Sophomore studies from the Senior 
group. Classes in physical education, conforming to state 
regulation have been added, replacing the rather inadequate 
four minute setting up exercises which formerly were held 
in the class rooms. I have no hesitation in saying that any 
pupil entering High School to take whatever course he so 
desires or whatever plan of study he has been guided into 
can rest assured that his needs will be well taken care of 
with the facilities which our corps of teachers has at hand. 
He or she must be ever mindful of the fact, however, that 
whatever success is attained must in the final analysis be 
mainly through his or her own achievements. A sustained 
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effort by the pupil with proper guidance by the teacher can 
place a student in the topmost ranks—without effort, the 
pupil does not succeed and must lay the blame at his own 
doorstep. 


We have been beset again this year with the problem 
of suitable seating arrangement for classes and although 
our enrollment is seven below that of last year we are again 
using the assembly hall for classes and study hall all but 
one period of the day. Lack of board space here presents 
its difficulties. The drawing and craft classes are still using 
the gymnasium throughout the day and despite their splen- 
did work find themselves seriously handicapped. 


The faculty and pupils are very grateful to the Board 
of Education and yourself for having walls of five class- 
rooms tinted during the Christmas vacation. The decided 
improvement in appearance and the benefits which all will 
derive from this addition can only be appreciated by our 
citizens when they come to visit us and see for themselves. 
- We also extend our thanks for the splendid radio set re- 
ceived in January of this year which we shall use as fre- 
quently as possible and whenever the occasion warrants it. 
Often speeches of national importance, educational talks 
and music is broadcast during the school day which would 
be well worth hearing by the whole student body. 


Our student assemblies this year have been especially 
interesting because of the large pupil participation. It is 
just this sort of training which will help them in later life 
to stand unperturbed before a group and speak. It might 
be well to add here the fact that one of our plans for this 
Spring is to participate in a triangular speaking contest 
with two other schools, the object of which is to give our 
pupils a chance to further acquire poise and ability in public 
speaking. We are hoping to have every pupil in school try 
out for the chance of taking part in this final contest. Lit- 
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tle time is necessary by each individual pupil—committing a 
selection to memory which will take not longer than ten 
minutes to deliver. 


Approximately forty percent of last year’s seniors are 
pursuing their studies in various institutions of learning 
and this fact alone as was previously mentioned indicates a 
thoroughness of preparation and the soundness of our cur- 
ricula of studies. All the first semester reports which have 
been received to date from the following institutions show 
that these students are acquitting themselves very credit- 
ably. From this group we now have representation in Bos- 
ton University, Emerson School of Oratory, Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, Wentworth Institute, Burdett Busi- 
ness College, Bridgewater Normal School, Pembroke Col- 
lege, Massachusetts Normal Art School, Simmons College, 
New Hampton School for Boys, Thayer Academy and vari- 
ous training schools for nurses. The fact that our high 
school is on the approved list of the New England College 
Entrance Certificate Board, allowing entrance by certificate, 
is of great benefit to our pupils. Expense and worry at- 
tendant to all college entrance examinations is thereby 
saved. It might also be interesting to know that one of 
our Post Graduates of last year has successfully passed the 
rather rigid examinations for entrance to Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (this school does not admit on cer- 
tificate) and will enter this institution in September 1931. 


| Our musical organizations are showing marked im- 
provement under the efficient tutelage of our music director 
and it would be well for any of our citizens to attend a 
practice hour of either the vocal or instrumental groups to 
note the decided progress. 


- Much could be said also concerning the efficient type of 
work as done by all departments of the high school in the 
regular academic courses as well as the extra curricula ac- 
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tivities but perhaps our citizens would rather see for them- 
selves. Let me suggest that they come again to the annual 
school exhibition in May or if convenient visit the High 
School any day when classes are in session. 

The necessity of individual lockers for all of our pupils 
has undoubtedly been evident for some time but I find that 
the need is becoming more acute every day. I sincerely 
hope that before another year has passed that the deplor- 
able condition which will always result when pupil’s wearing 
apparel and personal belongings are hung on racks in such 
close proximity will have been remedied. 

Although our percentage of attendance and tardiness 
ranks well with those of other schools similarly situated I 
still find there is a chance for improvement. A slight in- 
disposition many times of the fancied sort often results in 
an absence of or a matter of two or three minutes lagging 
behind in the morning means a tardiness. Allow me to 
suggest through you to the parents that we would greatly 
- appreciate any help which they could render in such cases. 
The decided advantage of being on the “job” every day 
when possible and being punctual is distinctly evident to 
the adult who has the welfare of himself and others to care 
_ for and it is for us to endeavor to do our utmost in impress- 
ing these teachings on our future generation. 

In closing, allow me to thank the school authorities, 
yourself, and all parents who have so whole-heartedly co- 
operated in the past to make our work a success.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
ALLEN JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, | 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 


Mr. Reardan: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the principal of 
the Allen School. 3 


The year past has not provided much in the way of 
spectacular material on which to write. School affairs have 
moved forward on the even tenor of their way and much 
gradual progress has been made. We have been very for--. 
tunate in the acquisition of new equipment and text books. 
This equipment has enabled us to speed up on clerical and 
mechanical work, while our new text books have enabled 
us to keep abreast of the times and kept our schools in 
their well-earned place in the educational field. 


We were unfortunate last spring in the loss of three 
teachers of superior merit, namely, Miss Eula Shaw, who 
left the force to be married; Mrs. Sybil Ramsey, who moved 
from the locality ; and Mrs. Jessie Mahoney, who was trans- 
ferred to a field of greater responsibility. The changing of 
teachers in mid-year necessarily causes a period of readjust- 
ment. That period however was considerably shortened by 
the election of three teachers, Miss Verna White to Grade 
VIII, Miss Gertrude McNamara to Grade VI, and Miss 
Miriam Huss to Grade VII, who speedily demonstrated their 
efficiency and worth to the school. 

Another and more serious problem has confronted us 
this year, that of having interrupted sessions of school in 
the third, fourth, and fifth grades. These classes are held 
in the portable buildings and in the winter it has been im-

possible to heat the rooms many days and in the summer 
and early fall the heat has been so intense that it has been 
necessary to dismiss the classes. No school system can 
carry on a successful program of work with these recurring 
interruptions. Every year these buildings become less fit 
for use and an educational policy which fails to provide 
proper accommodations for children for three successive 
years is not one to secure the maximum of achievement for 
the labor and money expended. 


Our extra-curricula activities have been carried on as 
in past years. The 4-H clubs in Handicraft for boys and 
girls, in Sewing for girls, and the Lunch Box Club for both 
boys and girls have a total enrollment of 165. The work 
has grown to such a size that each teacher in the Junior 
High School has taken the leadership of a club. Club meet- 
ings are held the last period of the day on each Friday and 
we would be glad to welcome at any of the meetings anyone 
who is interested in the work. The Junior Red Cross has its 
yearly enrollment of 100% and has taken part both local 
and national Red Cross programmes of work. To our music 
teacher, Mr. Luther Churchill, belongs unstinted praise for 
his interest, work and success in providing us with an ex- 

cellent school orchestra. 


Loyalty and co-operation have ever been two qualities 
manifested in our school system but I wish to here, publicly 
thank the pupils at the Allen School, their parents, the 
faculty, our co-workers, supervisors, superintendent, and 
school committee for the added loyalty and co-operation 
which have made possible a year successful in scholastic 
attainment and sustained morale.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Superintendent James G. Reardan, 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts: 


Dear Mr. Reardan: 


Herewith submit the annual report of the Supervisor 
of Music in the Schools of East Bridgewater. 

So much is being done in the school to-day that the 
progress which has been made in music seems very gratify- 
ing. Special mention should be made of the outside schools 
where the music period is obviously lessened due to the 
teacher having three and four grades in one room. Sing- 
ing songs, especially with syllables, is considered one of 
the best forms of mental stimulation. In fact, it has been 
said, that in evaluating the different studies in school work 
Payson Smith, State Commissioner of Education placed 
English first and Music second. Several people have spoken 
of the interest of their girl or boy in music and then add 
“but he can not sing or carry a tune.” Even though the boy 
or girl cannot sing a song he or she should be given en- 
couragement by the parent. 

The Girls’ and Boys’ Glee Clubs and High School Chorus 
continues as in years past. The Girls’ Club members are 
nearly forty in number and the Boys’ about twenty. The 
Chorus remains about the same number as last year. 

The past two months a Music Memory contest has been 
taking part of the Chorus period in both Junior and Senior 
High School. This contest is the result of an inducement 
from Mrs. Mary Weed, former teacher at the Eastville 
School. She offered three prizes to the pupil that could 
recognize and correctly name several selections. A group 
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of twenty-five pieces was chosen and out of these ten will 
be used in the final contest. First prize will be $15.00, 
. second $10.00 and third $5.00. 


Both Senior and Junior High School orchestra are meet- 
ing regularly. A concert was given for the Woman‘s 
Club in October. At that time it was announced that a 
band was being formed but that some funds were neces- 
sary. The Club immediately voted $10.00 and one of the 
members donated $100. Another citizen gave $10 and one 
of the members of the Waverly Club voted that they give 
$5. With this money we have bought several horns and 
have on deposit a total of $19.04. We are indebted to the 
Elmwood Band for several instruments (alone) loaned to us 
which we could not possibly have secured in any other way. 
When one considers that most schools starting a band ex- 
pend, on instruments alone, a total of about $1,000 one im- 
mediately realizes that we have been exceedingly fortunate. 
Lessons are given on the instruments Saturday mornings 
with band rehearsal at ten-thirty to eleven-thirty. In the 
band, at present we have the following instruments, piccolo, 
flute, three clarinets, one saxophone, four trumpets, three 
alto horns, one baritone, three trombones, one bass horn, 
bass drum, cymbals and snare drum. The progress shown 
by the boys and girls has been very gratifying and it is 
hoped that the townspeople may have a chance to hear them 
soon. 


In closing the report allow me to express my apprecia- 
tion to you and all the teachers for their co-operation.

I have the honor of submitting my second annual re- 
port as art supervisor. 


We have had a most successful year in drawing and 
craft work. The art work displayed in the annual school 
exhibit, showing the results from the first grade through 
the high school received the hearty approval and com- 
mendation of all attending. 


Some of the outstanding features of the exhibition 
were the stenciled doilies, table runners, tea tiles, waste 
baskets, book binding problems, crackled paper lamp shades, 
tye dying and raffier and reed basketry executed by the 
high school pupils. The craft problems done in the grades 
combining, construction, design and representation are also 
worthy of comment. These included blotter corners, cal- 
endars, telephone indexes, color booklets, note books, lamp 
shades, tiles, match scratchers, book marks, handkerchief 
holders and decorative boxes. 


The work in the school this year has been similar to 
that of last year. It has been made as interesting as pos- 
sible by teaching figure drawing to enable the children to 
illustrate stories so as to cultivate the habit of using draw- 
ing commonly as a language. Nature drawing, curvilinear, 
parallel and angular perspective have been taught. Con- 
struction work is done in all grades for the purpose of in- 
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creasing manual skill and forming habits of accuracy and 
neatness. Design and color work is strenously stressed for 
the development of good taste and the awakening of the 
appreciation of the beautiful. 

The advance classes at high school are doing splendid 
work in free hand drawing and batick designing and paint- 
ing which will be displayed at the annual exhibition. 

We are not trying to produce famous artists, although 
we aid and foster talent wherever it is found, but are at- 
tempting to teach the appreciation of the beautiful in the 
workaday world—in the life of this community. _ 

I wish to extend my thanks to you, Mr. Reardan, to the 
Members of the School Board, and to the teachers who have 
so helpfully co-operated and assisted in making my efforts 
successful during the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DIATETICS 


Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Super- 
visor of Diatetics in the East Bridgewater High School. 

The General, Specific and Social Aim of this course is 
practically the same as that given in my 1930 report, es- 
pecially emphasizing the final result, GOOD HEALTH. 


This year I find, as in the five previous years, this depart- 
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ment steadily growing in accomplishments as well as in- 
creasing in enrollment, which is most gratifying. 

It gives me great pleasure to state that we are having 
more classes than ever before. The additional classes which 
we are unable to accommodate .in the regular school day are 
held immediately at the close of school on Monday’s and 
Thursday’s. 

The Sophomore class is of such size as to necessitat 
dividing it into two classes. 

For the second year the Juniors are able to have a 
practical cookery class, their splendid interest is manifested 
by an even larger enrollment than in 1930 and includes two 
senior girls, their accomplishments are most encouraging. 

Up to the present time this year the girls have had 
practical experience in serving a very delicious luncheon to 
the Commissioner of Education and a group of Superinten- 
dents of School from the State of Vermont to whom Mr. 
Reardan acted as host. Our distinguished guests compli- 
mented the class on their excellent work. 

On the evening of January 13th, a splendid Steak Sup- 
per was served to the officers and Executive Committee of 
the Plymouth County Teacher’s Association. In a letter re- 
ceived a few days ago from his Secretary of the Executive 
Committee, she wrote in part: “It was a feast after the 
Gods, and your class product is certainly a credit to their 
teachers”. 

The Freshman class has as one of its projects, already 
underway, plans for the preparing and serving of a Break- 
fast. The girls are divided into family groups, each group 
working out their own individual problems, making out 
their market orders and menus uSing a stipulated sum to 
work with, and these plans must be approved by the 
teachers before the meal is finally prepared and served. 

The Sophomore class is planning to serve a luncheon 
to the Superintendent of Schools and members of the High 
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School faculty, and to further demonstrate its abilities 
before Spring, they are to assist in serving a supper to the 
members of the Junior High and Senior High School fac- 
ulties of the Town of West Bridgewater, Bridgewater, and 
East Bridgewater, here at the local High School. 

The Junior class in addition to the practical work al- 
ready completed is anticipating the pleasure of entertain- 
ing at dinner the members of the Board of Education be- 
fore the school term ends. ( 

These projects give the classes something worth while 
to look forward and afford an opportunity to put into ac- 
tual practice the training they receive as well as make their 
work more interesting. 

The great need’ of having some form of refrigeration 
has become a reality this year thru the earnest efforts of 
the Lunch Counter we have acquired an electric refrigera- 
tor and are striving to clear up the debt this year. 

The electric refrigerator is not only filling an absolute 
need in the Lunch Counter but is greatly appreciated and 
constantly used by my classes. 

The Lunch room continues to function in a most effi- 
cient manner and daily at the recess period an attractive 
and nutritious lunch is served. 

A larger percentage of the student body than last year ° 
are served lunch here daily as well as most of the faculty. 
I would at this time like to thank the members of the fac- 
ulty of the Allen School for their patronage this past year. 

This year there are twenty-six girls assisting in carry- 
ing on the work of the Lunch Counter. Besides the special 
training, they are given diploma credit toward graduation. 
The girls greatly enjoy this work and qathy express it in 
their splendid co-operation. 

There is need of a complete set of dishes and also 
silver to facilitate in serving large groups. At the present 
time whenever any type of a banquet is served, approx- 
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imately all of the dishes and silver has to be borrowed from 
private individuals or a local organization. 

The Lunch Counter is looking forward to possessing a 
warming table after the present debt of the electric refrig- 
erator is erased from the books. 

I wish to extend to the Superintendent of Schools and 
to the Board of Education my most sincere appreciation for 
having the cooking laboratory attractively painted during 
the summer recess and the painting of the floor added much 
to the appearance of the room. These improvements have 
been keenly appreciated by my classes as well as myself. 

In closing, I wish to thank Mr. Reardan and the Board 
of Education for their splendid co-operation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF SEWING 


Mr. James G. Reardan, Superintendent of Schools, 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my first report, as Supervisor of 
Sewing, of the work accomplished since September 1930, in 
the Allen Junior High and High Schools of East Bridge- 
water. 

In all the grades we have started our work with the 
nine fundamental stitches, reviewing those already known 
and learning new ones. The three grades are keeping note- 
books which I hope will prove useful later on. 
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At Christmas time the pupils were allowed to bring to 
class a project of their choice to work on. This made the 
work more interesting to them. 

The program for the rest of the year in the sixth grade 
will be as follows: A gingham or calico bag to hold sewing 
utensils; a bias-bound holder; and a simple apron or under- 
garment. These present the following problems—a plain 
seam with a clipped selvedge, a French seam, a hem, an 
eyelet, a simple embroidery stitch, and the following stitches 
—even basting, running, back, button hole, hemming and 
machine. 


The work for the remainder of the year in the seventh 
grade will be a cooking apron with a cap and towel, knowl- 
edge of the parts and uses of the sewing machine, and also 
of some materials and their characteristics. The apron will 
present these problems; a hem, the application of a hemmed- 
on hand, straps, buttons, and the making of button holes. 


The eight grade students are working on an underwear 
project which requires a knowledge of the use of a pattern 
and the correct choice of materials. This project teaches 
the fell seam and its uses, the application of an ornamental! 
band, pockets and a yoke. When this is completed we shall 
review the parts and uses of the sewing machine, study 
cotton, wool, and silk and their characteristics, make a 
simple dress, and if time allows, take up some simple em- 
broidery. 


The three High School pupils meet with the eighth 
grade and consequently do not get as much aid as they 
might. They have completed a simple problem. The stu- 
dents are now engaged in making samplers demonstrating 
the use of the different appliances of the sewing machine. 
This requires outside practice and the class-room instruc- 
tion is mostly the explanation of methods. Their work for 
the year will be the use and importance of Inventory, the 
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renovation of worn clothes including a working knowledge 
of stain removal, alterations etc. 

The aim: To make the child of today realize the value 
of sewing so that the woman of tomorrow will not be forced 
to rely on the “ready made” or costly fitted garment.

I have visited all schools once a month and have found 
conditions improved 75%. At intervals during the year 
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I have tried to explain out to the children the different 
dangers that they are liable to come in contact with going 
to and from school, more especially motor vehicles. 


I find the teachers and children very courteous to me 
and can see a vast change in the children’s attitude all over 
town in regards to keeping off our streets in playing, etc., 
and using the cross walks when they are available. 


In conclusion I will say that our highways are reeking 
with the blood of little children and the helpless age. We 
have had 600 deaths in this Commonwealth during the year 
1930 from motor vehicle accidents and I have taken the 
stand, as Chief of Police, that our children are going to be 
protected as far as I am able to do so from these wild 
drivers who speed by our school houses and I am 
happy to state that not one child of school age has been 
injured in any way going and coming from our public 
schools this year. I expect the fathers and mothers of these 
children to stand behind me and not allow their dear ones 
to come home maimed or killed by one who has no love for 
a little innocent child. 


I want to thank the Superintendent and all the Teachers 
who have worked so hard to help me in this serious obliga- 
tion.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts 
Dear Mr. Reardan: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as director of 
physical education of the East Bridgewater High School. 

Physical education has been a compulsory subject in the 
schools of Massachusetts for many years. The law relative 
to military drill, gymnastics, etc., is found in Chapter 71 
Section 3, General Laws of the Commonwealth relating to 
public schools instruction. It reads as follows: “The exer- 
cises in the public schools may include calisthenics, gymnas- 
tics and military drill, but no pupil shall be required to take 
part in any military exercise if his parent or guardian is 
of any religious denomination conscientiously opposed to 
bearing arms, or is himself so opposed, and the school com- 
mittee is so notified in writing; or if a physician of good 
standing certifies in writing that in his opinion such ex- 
ercises would be injurious to the pupil.” 

The system of physical education in vogue in years 
past in the East Bridgewater High School has been to allot 
a four minute period in the time schedule of each day for 
the performance of the required exercise. This was made 
necessary because of the heavy teaching load being carried 
by all teachers and the brevity of the school day. This 
year the addition of another teacher, the lengthening of 
the schoolday and the reassignment of subjects has made 
it possible for us to inaugurate a physical education pro- 
gram which complies with the letter of the law. Classes 
are held regularly in calisthenics and games. 

This program in order to be effectively carried out 
needs the co-operation of pupils, teachers and parents. 
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Needless to state that the benefits accruing to our pupils 
from participation in these invigorating, body-building and 
physical and mental-stimulating exercises will certainly be 
reflected in the class-room results and future life. 

The object of all physical education and the ambition 
of every director should be to inculcate a spirit of “‘play- 
ing the game” into his charges. Mass participation, and, 
not athletics for a few, is our ultimate aim. The lessons 
that the boy and girl learn, while an active member of an 
athletic team or while playing a game, of the need for team 
work, self-sacrifice, sustained effort and stout-heartedness 
surely arm the individual to meet the battle of life more 
sturdily. 

This year we have sixty boys playing inter-class basket- 
ball. The girls’ coach reports that there is much enthus- 
iasm amongst the girls relative to inter-class games and 
feels that when their program is started which will be in 
the near future, more than fifty girls will be playing basket- 
ball in these inter-mural games. This spring we plan to 
have every boy and girl take some part in the program of 
athletic events staged each year by the Massachusetts high 
schools under the direction of the State Deparment of Phy- 
sical Education. These events consist of running contests, 
jumping contests, putting the shot, baseball throwing and 
basketball throwing. During the past year we had twenty- 
five boys playing football, twenty boys playing baseball and 
fifteen girls playing field hockey. 

The town is to be complimented on having so fine an 
athletic field as has been developed this year. Surely this 
is a start in the right direction, for as we all know, good 
equipment lends an added incentive to participation in any 
game. We hope to place a boys’ and a girls’ tennis team 
on the courts this spring and are planning to arrange 
tournaments with teams representing high schools in the 
surrounding towns. 
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It has been my purpose to give to every pupil the op- 
portunity of playing some game and the success which we 
have attained since last fall has been particularly pleasing. 

I wish to thank the pupils, the teachers, Mr. Cheever, 
the school board and yourself for the generous support and 
co-operation shown to me in my endeavors.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 


Mr. James G. Reardan 
Superintendent of Schools 
East Bridgewater, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Reardan: 


In October of this school year, I had the privilege, 
for the second time as school dentist, to examine the 
mouths of all children in the grade schools. I find that as 
regards cleanliness, the conditions through all the grades 
are very good. As to dental defects, children in the second 
to the fifth grade present an excellent condition of their 
permanent or second teeth, while those in the grades above 
need a great deal of attention to these same permanent or 
second teeth. Children in the first grade need a good deal 
of attention also. This is due to the fact that in most cases, 
the children in the first and upper grades have not the op- 
portunity of attending the dental clinic. 

I would like to outline briefly the dental program 
which has been developing in the school program, since aks 
beginning about five years ago. 
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At that time, the only dental attention for children 
with the exception of those who were taken to their family 
dentist, was an intensive clinic of two or three weeks held 
at the close of school. Soon after, for several years the 
clinic was conducted one morning each week through the 
school term at my office. Children eligible for the clinic 
were selected from any of the grades and all work neces- 
sary to put their mouths in good condition was done. It 
was soon noticed that little was being accomplished by 
such a reparative program, and that the general condition 
in the schools was not going to be any better. 

It was then realized that a preventive program had to 
be developed in order to do this. Attention was centered on 
the first grade children for it is at this age that the first of 
the permanent or second set of teeth begin to appear. In 
almost every case defective spots can be found in these 
teeth, which if filled at this time will save the tooth from 
decay for along time. Also, it is upon these teeth of which 
I speak that the whole of the second set depend for their 
shape and alignment. If these teeth are allowed to decay 
and have to be lost before the rest of the second set appear, 
it means mis-shapen mouths and irregular teeth when the 
child is older. 

- Modern and up to the minute dentists and health 
workers everywhere, are agreed that this is the only means 
with which to combat the ravages of decay of teeth in the 
mouths of children. If this same procedure is carried out 
on the rest of the second teeth as they appear, the child 
will be started out in life with more than half a chance 
of having a good healthy mouth and set of teeth for a long 
time. , 

Since the means and time for the clinic are limited the 
most good must be done in the time available, and it was 
necessary to overlook work that should have been done on 
the temporary or baby teeth, with the exception of the ex- 
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traction of infected baby teeth. This does not mean that it 
is not important to keep these teeth in good condition also, 
for they are as much a source of ill health to the child as 
decayed teeth of the second set. The only way to remedy 
this, and I find that baby teeth in first grade children need 
a great deal of attention, is to apply this same preventive 
program to the baby teeth when the child is three or four 
years old. This of course means treatment before the child 
enters school either privately or in a pre-school clinic. 

In a program such as I have outlined each child should 
be examined for further defects each year after the first 
grade, and with this in view it has been possible this year 
to have two clinics each week and to include the second 
and third grades, alse to include the filling of baby teeth 
for the first grade children. 


The present program consists of the following: 


For First Grade 


Teeth cleaned. 

Defective permanent teeth filled. 
Baby teeth filled. 

Necessary extractions. 


For Second and Third Grade 


Teeth cleaned. 
Defective permanent teeth filled. 
Necessary extractions. 


Beyond the third grade, these children must be taken 
care of by the family dentist as the clinic can not go further 
at the present time. * 

The reason that I find mouths in better condition in 
the second to the fifth grades is that the children here have 
had the benefit of this preventive program since its begin- 
ning, and I believe that in three or four years more when 
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these same children are in the upper grades, and with con- 
stant attention to the new children in the lower grades, 
there will be found a remarkable improvement in mouth 
conditions in all the schools. 

A great deal of the success of the clinic this year is 
due to the efficiency of the school nurse Miss Evans. 
Carrying on the educational side of this work, together 
with managing the finances and transportation of the chil- 
dren so that no time is wasted and twenty to twenty-five 
may attend each morning, she deserves a great deal of 
credit. © 

The Superintendent of Schools and the teachers have 
shown a splendid spirit of co-operation with the program 
which is deeply appreciated. The District Nursing Asso- 
ciation, Board of Health and School Committee in sponsor- 
ing the program have helped immensely. 

All in all, I believe that for the size of our town, we 
have a school dental program which is better than most 
towns the same size and fully as good as many larger towns.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE’S WORK 
ENDING DECEMBER 1930 


To Mr. Reardan and Members of the School Committee: 


The objectives of school nursing are: 


1. To discover and to secure the correction of physical 
defects. 


2. To prevent the spread of communicable disease. 
3. To aid teachers in health conservation and health 
teaching. 


4. To see that illness receives prompt attention. 


5. To interrupt the school health program to parents 
and develop co-operation betwen home and school. 


The pupils in the elementary grades were weighed four 
times during the year; pupils in the high school were 
weighed once. At each weighing, almost without an ex- 
ception each individual child showed a substantial gain. 


According to the present practices in the light of recent 
research of weighing school children, it is more important 
to know that a child is gaining than that he or she weighs 
any particular amount at a certain time. So in all prob- 
ability we will hear no more about underweights and over- 
weights. A continued loss of weight or failure to gain over 
two or three months will be for what we are now looking. 


Perhaps one reason for this improvement in weight 
was due to the fact that most of the children, with help 
from their parents and teachers lived according to the 
simple rules of the game “Health.” About 75 children 
availed themselves of the mid-morning milk. As in pre- 
ceding years, due to the generosity of Mr. Parker, the East- 
ern Star and the Community Service of the Grange, many 
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children were able to have mid-morning milk, who might 
not otherwise have had it. 

Assistance was. given Dr. Bannerman in his annual ex- 
amination of children. This examination revealed 187 
children with enlarged tonsils. Gradually parents are real- 
izing the importance of early operation and during the year 
30 children had Tonsil and Adenoid operations, of which 
number 6 were children about to enter the first grade. The 
early discovery of these defects were found at the Sum- 
mer-Round-Up Clinic held during the Spring and Summer 
by the P. H. N. Association. Nearly 50% of the pupils 
entering the first grade were examined by Dr. Harris. 

Dental defect were discovered and corrected through 
our first Dental Campagn. Two hundred thirty dental 
certificates, signed by a Dentist doing the work, that all 
dental work had been done, were brought to the schools. 
About one-half of these certificates were given at Dental 
Clinic. Thirty clinics were held during the school year for 
first and second children. The following work was done: 


154 Cleanings. 
257 Fillings (mostly 6-year molars). 
145 Extractions. 


A second campaign was launched last fall. Clinics are 
being held bi-weekly for the first three grades. The teach- 
ers are co-operating in presenting a course of study relating 
to Dental Health. 

During the year there was very little communicable 
disease in the schools. Seventeen cases of whooping cough, 
8 cases of measles, 3 cases of German measles and one case 
of scarlet fever comprised the entire list. There was more 
impetigo in the schools last fall than other years, however 
this was not surprising, for impetigo was very prevalent 
everywhere. All cases were excluded from school until 
healed. 
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A second test of hearing with the Audiometer was 
given to all pupils from the third grade through the high 
school. This test was made possible through the courtesy 
of the Plymouth County Health Association. As a result 
of the tests and retests 31 boys and girls or about 4% were 
found with sufficient hearing loss to warrant and advise 
ear specialist attention. | 

In co-operation with the P. H. N. Association, Dr. Mac- 
Knight conducted a second Diphtheria Prevention Clinic 
among the school and pre-school children. At that time 190 
children were given the Schick Test (128) of this number 
had had toxin-antitoxin two years ago) and 220 were given 
three doses of toxin-antitoxin. Only 28 of the children 
schicked had positive reactions. 

During May and December 15 children were examined 
in the Chadwick Underweight Clinic. Previous to the 
physical examination, a nutritionist talked with each child 
and mother advising diet, corrective health habits, etc. 
These clinics are held each year for a follow-up of the 
children in the Chadwick 10-year program. 

Three children attended the South Hanson Health 
Camp for 8 weeks last summer. All had a glorious vacation 
and came back improved in weight and health habits. 

During the year 50 sick children were carried home. 
Five hundred visits were made to the homes and 395 visits 
were made to the schools. Seventy-five sanitary inspec- 
tions were made. These inspections necessitated a check-up 
on drinking and hand washing facilities, heat and lighting 
conditions, and sanitary conditions of the toilets. 

1. Drinking and hand washing facilities were very 
good. Each school had sufficient number of bubblers, soap 
dispensers and plenty of paper towels at all times. 

2. Heating and lighting conditions were not so good. 
Assistance to help keep the temperatures at a 68 degree 
level, was given in the form of temperature charts, requir- 
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ing hourly taking and recording. These charts were kept 
usually by the pupils, who also assisted to the best of their 
ability in regulating the temperature. A 68-degree level! 
temperature was impossible to keep especially in the outside 
school with the type of stoves installed. Lighting condi- 
tions were very bad in the outside schools, even on bright, 
clear days, some desks did not receive sufficient light, to say 
nothing about the many dark days, especially in the winter 
months. Of course this readily meant constant eye strain, 
which is contra-indicative of good health preservation. 
This condition could be somewhat relieved by installing 
electricity. Electricity would also make available another 
step toward health, namely the serving of hot lunches and 
drinks to the children who must bring their lunches. 

3. The toilet conditions in all outside schools were very 
bad, but both teachers and pupils met the situation the best 
way possible. 

Child Health Day was observed by all the schools with 
appropriate Tercentenary programs. At these exercises 
Health tags were awarded to deserving children. The fol- 
lowing were given: 146 Physical Fit Tags, 230 Teeth Tags, 
500 Improvement Tags. 

Many out of town meetings and conferences were at- 
tended; much help and assistance was gained by such meet- 
ings. Through the co-operation of the Plymouth County 
Health Association, last spring and fall a teachers’ course in 
Health Education was given. Some of the teachers at- 
tended these meetings. (A similar course will be held this 
spring in Brockton.) 

The success of the Health Teaching Program in any 
school must come from the class room teacher, who should 
by correlations make Health so attractive to her pupils that 
they will unconsciously become health-minded. As a goal 
toward this end special graded outlines and lesson plans in 
Health-teaching were placed in each grade, also one set of 
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the Andres and Bragg text books were placed in each room. 
Classroom talks to the children, conferences with the teach- 
ers, and assistance in obtaining health material were also 
given . 

In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
of co-operation received from the teacher, parents and chil- 
dren of East Bridgewater.
